Pars thus dehorted, reſemblcd the Palme-tree,that the 
more it 1s preſt downe, the more it {triveth upwards, ſo 
the more his friend miſliked of that hee deſired ; the more 
he deſired what ſo his friend miſliked.

which much grieved, but more troubled her diſquietgd 
thoughts. Still ſhe conferred arid talked wigh 7zabela of

This forrowfall Song ended, the Muficke ceaſed , and 
Parss returned to his Chamber, But Vienna who atten- 
tively had liſtned es this caretull Ditry , knew not well by 
his over. paſſionate conceite, and alluding and in{inuating 
Song, that Love had made her a Miltris, and Fortune had 
ſent her a ſervant. Yet could ſhee not imagine who hee 
ſhoulc be, bur much ſhe was diſcontented thar fo it ſhould 
be. her Princely towring thoughts were not ſubje& to 
Subjets fancies , nor would ſhe admit of [ervill ſervants. 
And therfore becautle ſhe would puniſh their pride in their 
preſumption , ſhewent rhenexr morning ſecretly to her 


\Father,and rold him how that the rwo paſſed nights, there 


had Lecne lome{ not knowne to her)thar had beſtowed Mu- 
ſick.on her,ua:ter her Chamber window,and how that one 
ot them the fi. {t night revealed his loyc in her praiſe.z and 
the ſecond night bewailed hisaffetton in his owne griefe. 
And therefore ſhe. humbly requeſted him , that hee won'd 


command a privie VV atch to be made that following nighr, 
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that they might bediſcovered in theyr follycs, and ſhe live 
acquitted of ſuch vaine fancies. 

The Das/phindiſcontent that any in his Province ſhould 
{o proudly preſume to build his neſt in the Sunne, gave in 
ſecret charge, that ſixe of his Guard ſhould watch as that 
night, to apprehend and. bring them before him the next 
day. All which was done accordingly : And Sir Pars not 
miſdeeming any crofle adventure, cams as hee was wont 
with La-vove, to Ofter the ſacrifice of his conſecrated Mu- 
ſicke to his devoted Saint.

kept40.dayes after : And that he that ſhould winne the ho- 
nour of the day, ſhould by Viemas hand be crowned with 
the ſayd Chaplet as Vitor, and receive theſayd Shield as 
the beſt deſerving Knight. By this meane meanes, the 
Daxlphinthought to find out the unknowne Lover. For it 
wasan Article of his beliefe, that in honour of his Daugh- 
ter, he would (as a Knight) make tryallof his fortune; and 
as a Lover diſcloſe himfelfe, in his deviſe ; where by ob- 
ſervance(the inſtrument of knowledge) might well diſco- 
ver him. Great preparation there was made on all fides, 
and divers Knights and Barons of ſundry Provinces, came 
as well to ſeethe admired beauty of Vienna, as to winne re- 
nowne for renowned Chivalry. Amongſt whom artlaſt,

{caffold, the Chaplet on her head ; and the Chriſtall Shield 
{tanding before her at her feete; ſo that ſhe ſeemedanother 
Pallas in alecond Venus ſhape. Many Knights amazedly be- 
held her,moſt defired her, all admired her Thus when each 
hungry eye had fed; but not fill'd his covetous fight, the 
Herald ftanding up (atter the ſummoning ſound of Trum- 
pet) bad every Knightdoe his beſt devoyre. Then deſire of 
honour ,armed each martiall heart with double courage. and 
every Knights courage was redoubled with hope of ho- 
nourand Vienna's favour : So that the Tufts grew great, and 
both nobly did each Knight , eſpecially Le-xova bare him 
{elfe, But Sir Pars whoſe unknowne prowis was nor yet 
fully proved , ſeeing a Burgonian proudly brandiſhing his 
Launce before Y:enyas for the honour which yet hee bare 
away from all, was to enraged with choller and jealouſic, 
that fierecly ſpurring his hote ready Horſe, he ſo forceably 


Charged, and over-charged himin the encounter, that hee 


layd the Burgonrans pride in the duſt; which Viema noting) 
noted him for the moſt redoubted , and beſt merriting 
Knight of them all.

Sir Pars 
more proud of her words, then of his reward, received 
them at her hands,with more pleaſing content then Paphos 
Quneene did the golgen fruit, and humbling himſelfe on his 
knee, hee obſcquioully reverently, yet fearefully, kiſt her 
hand, and layd his other on his heart, in token that he was 
tiers1n a(l ſervice 3 and lo rifing up he madg a lowe obey- 
zance, and both parting, both of them looked backe at one 
inſtantupon each other ; a true record, that their liking 
hearts reioyced in the fight of cither other. But Sir Pars 
being come to the reſt of the Kntghts,departed withthem, 
and as they rid each ene towards his ſeverall home, he and 


. La-revatooke an occaſion to light to mend their Saddles, 
the reſt paſſing carelcfly on, which they feeing, tookethe 


next turning, and ſo were gotten away before they were 
miſt, and nailt before they were knowne, The Davlphin 
thus deceived by him he meant to deceive, was much agre- 
ved; ſo were the Knights that they could not tell by whom

Young men (heſayd) are not ripe enough fortfuch an 
ation, and Old men are too timorous for fo great an enter- 
priſe. Theraſhneſle of the one, and the feare of the other, 
are the ruine of ſuch bulinefſe, To truſt others then, 1s to 
deceive my (elfe;' For hope of reward (for the preſervation 
ofa King) will, I feare, betray my truſt ; And then T muſt 
conclude, that though a defire to ſteale, make not a Thiete ; 
yet my intent for treaſon, will make me a Traytor and in 
the punifhment thereof, I ſhall finde nodiſtin&ion of per- 
ſons. What reſtcththen but force and Armes ? my ſword 
muſt plead for pofgſſion, Rewe could not refiſt Ceſar,when 
he cameto the gares, in the ſtrength of his forces, I will 
therefore firlt fortific my ſelfe with potent friends, difſem- 
blefor the time, my intent, and take counſell of three ſorts 
of meh: of the Lawyer, that ſpeakes not as kethinkes ; of 
the Phyſitian,that doth not as he ſayes ; and of theDivine, 
which oftentimes teacheth better then himſelfeleades,and 
alwayes better then the people follow.

Now each Wedneſday, in every wecke, the Daulphin 
(more for applauſe,thento doe good)received himſelfe(as 
he went to heare Maſle) all the Sutors Petitions; and tn the 


atternoone viewed , andconfidered of them. Vpon this 


day, Pars having lapt vp his fraudulent Libell, like a 
plaine Petition , went to the Court well furniſhed for the 
purpofe, where hedid ſo well perſonatea holy Fryer, that 
Linxes eyes could not diſcover him. There did j bt vnſu- 
{pe&eddcliverit, and returned without: perſeverance. 
Afterwards the D.aalphin upon the peruſing of them,found 
and read(among{t the reſt) Park his threatning and ſuffoca- 
"ing Prophelie, which did fo poyſon and ſwell him with 
{2{pitious thoughts, and moſt fearefull ſurmiſes,that in his 
tsetull indignation, he cryed out with the King of eHoab, 
How ſhall weavoid the deepe difſembling of Eva ? Plaine 
dealing I ſeers dead without iſſue ; and all Honour, and due 
reſpects 
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reſpeds arc buried, in the inſatiable deſire'of Rule. Sarely 
this!s no enigmaticall,nor promiſcuous Oraclegbut a plaine 
predi&tion ſent by God , or ſom? good man in zeale and fa- 
vour of Princes, and in tenderneſle of our fateties. O mit 
treacherous and pertideous Duke, that in the bonds of A- 
Hance, would{t cut off the ſmall remainder of cur dayes; to 
worke thy further bloody ends, . 

My daughter ſhall not ſo be Queene by our death z Nor 
{hall our Subjects be to ſlaine in his unnaturall and revell:- 


ous Warre. I will not tufferthetrue Vine to be ſo diſplan- 


ted, nor ſhall my connivence traduce me for his impunity. 
For though wiſedome permits not, that Ldete& him open- 
ly, for feare of making him my implacible enctny ; yet will 
we ſenda private, and an unknowns Meſſenger ſecretly to 
his King, who ſhall (upon his Royall word for the con- 
ccalement of qur intelligence) diſcover, and lay open, V2»- 
doumes moſt impious and pernitious intended Trea{on; and 
aiter ſhall he caſt (by ourin(tru&ions)ſuch ſtore of oyle up. 
on that jealous flame,that it ſhall (at leaſt ypurneup all Yar- 
doumes hopes of further proceeding with us. Thus, did 
ſuch hate proceed from feare, that after a ſmall reſpiratr- 
on, hee ſent accordingly to the King, who was no ſooner 
poſſeſt thereof, but that his divided thoughts made ſuch 
inteſtiue warre within his breaſt,that he knew not what to 
ſay, or doe, His fraternall love made him weepe,to fee Na- 
ture ſo monſtrous and unkinde ; and fearefull jealouſes (a 
diſeaſe incident to Kings) called upon jutgice,and fayd,vhar 
correfted Treaſon was the lffe of a Prince, 

Diftruſt now ſtill dreamed upon Murther, and anquiet 
teare could not be ſecured, but with execution : Then Af- 
fetion tolde him, that then wee come neareſt unto God, 
when we judge with pitty, and pardon in mercy. 

In this doubtfuli Combate of the minde he ſent for the 
Duke, who no ſooner came, but that taking him alone into 
his roi Chamber, he witha mild ſeverity,thus breathed 
out his griefe, and his juſt and loving rebuke. 

It is our pleaſure Vendewme ( for {0 thy Syveraigne _ 
h _— 
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thee) that thou neither interruptus while we ſpeake, nor 
at our concluſion , make any anſwere or excuſe ; Then 
know, thatit we were as ready to puniſh,as thou art ready 
to rebell ; Thou ſhouldſt now finde a ſharpe cenſure io 
itcede of a kinde brother ; and we ſhould be freed from an 
incompatible Traptor,in lieu of a lovall Subje&t, God that 
protecteth Kings, hath now made thy implicite Treaſon 
tranſparent, Thy proclivity to rule} thy thirſting after po- 
pularity ; thy ſubtill taxing of our Government : thy necd- 
tefle proviſion ſor Armes 11a well ſetled Peace : and thy 
dilguiled deſire to match with the Dax/phin, is not un- 
knowne to us; And thuu thatin pride, couldit not brooke 
a Supertour , art now by divine Iuſtice, brought beneath 
the fortune of thy <quals, It 1s now in our power to hum- 
ble thee, but not to make thee humble ; Such is thy aſpiring 
Amvition, that nothing bura Crowne can limit thy un- 
bounded defires. For neither the terrour of Law, the in. 
{tin&t of Nature, my binding dutie, nor the awe of thy due 
duty, could keegg, or confine thee ; within tne circumfe- 
renceand compale of thy Alle2geance. Knoweltthou not 
that the jealuulie of a King 15 death? and that a Prince 1s 
ncither a kinne, nor allyed ro a Traytor, Admit that thou 
hadſt prevailed in thy-molt nefarious rebellion. W har.had 
beene thy Conqueſt? but terrour of conicience,daily doubt 
of Trealon, nightly fteare of murther, the ſhame of thy 
{elfe, the hate of men, and the vengeance of Ged, O what 
bitter fruites ſhouldcſt thou ſo untimely have purchaſt, 
The uſurpation of my-Crewne (whicha few dayes would 
peaccably give thee) could not Patronize thy fratricide,nor 
diipence with the murther of thy Soveraigne. How fond- 
ly, inhumane, maligne, and degenerate haſt thou then ſhe- 
wed thy telfe ? Many are the . probabilities that thou 
ſoughts my life, and more then many are the induceiments 
why 1 ſhould ſecure iny ſcife by thy death. And what mer- 
cie canſt thou expe there, when thou didſt intend no pit- 
tie. Igricve and bluſh to ſee ſuch an Antipathy betwixt us. 
Bur it thall {wilicey that to my glory, and thy ſhame, I give 
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the now pledge of the vertueof my love, that thou may- 
eſt hereatter the better love me for my vertue : Forhere [ 
doe not onely ttcely pardon thee, but doe entertaine the 8 
new to-dwell ever 1n wy dcearclt a#Fetion. A brothers 
frowne ſhould ſer with the Sunne ; 2nd here (hall be -the 
period of my wrathfull indignation. Then let this new 
birth beget in thee a new lifezand let thts make ſucha ſtable 
connexion of our loves, that vwee both inay hereatter con» 
tend, whether we with a better heart have given thee thy 
life; os that thou canſt more aftectionarely retaliate our 
kindnefſe, Onely thou ſhait abjure the match with the 
Davulphin, and inftantly write to him,that wee oppoſe and 
prohibite the ſame, And therefore thalt thuu pray his pati- 
ence, and the continuance of his love; and alledge, thar 
REither Subje&s in matters of {tate, nor Princes of the 
blood in marriages,can diſpoſe of theyr wills,nor of them- 
ſelves; without the permillion of their King. This was no 
ſooner ſaid, but that Uandoume ( kifling his Soveraignes 
hands, withfull falling teares ( expreſſing both his gricte 
and ſhame) moſt willingly performed the ſame. 

O-moſt prudent Pars, with what preſcience, caution, 
and facility, didſt thou infatuate and delude theſe wiſe and 
great Princes; and how ſubtilly haſt thou made them thy 
deceived Agents, to worke upon each other, all onely to 
preſervethy weaka hopes of faire Vienze,But though Paris 
now had thus diſperc'd theſe terrifying clouds that threat- 
ned ſhipwrack to his high deſires, yet durit he not dreame 
after better fortunes,though he held the ſucceſſe of his late 
fraudulent fiction very auſpitious; But plcafing himfeclte 
with what he had done, and affeting itill his owne affect1- 
onsghe walked into the chamber of preſence,where YVrenna, 
7zabeha, and other Ladyes , were playing at Cardes; Thi- 
ther hee went ( under colour of attendance ) to feaſt his 
eyes, and to Paradiſe his heart with the beloved {ight of his 
all-admired and atfeted Lidy, O with what wonder, did 
he now obſerve her matchlefſe beauty, her; gracefuil Majc- 


ſie, ker pleaſing words,and her ſweet delivery. And whar 1 
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conflict was now growne betwixt his deſire and diſpaire * 
All his thoughts were extravagant, and at warre with cach 
other. For as defire did fiade content,with joy,tobein her 


preſence; {o Diſpaire denyed himall hope, with diſtruſt of 


wy comfort. His heart now began to rebuke his ezes for 
ſoaring ſoneere the Sunne, and tor gazing after impoſſibt- 
lities. Bur his eyes told his heart, that no diſdaine could 
dwell in ſo rarea perte&ion. In this perturbation of mind 
did hee ſtand, untill Vienna being dry , called to him for a 
cup of wine,w hich he in the pride of that 1mploynent ha- 
ſtily brought, bur delivered it with great aſtoniſhment and 
{lupiciry (as being over-ſurprized both with joy,and teare) 
lx all.ſhaking,flatht ſome of the wine over-the cup,and {0 
wet both theyr hands ;which one of the Ladics perceiving, 
{cornetully ſaid ;| Sir Knight, you are over-bountitull, Iam 
ſure, my Ladies handcalled for no wine. There is no of- 
fence (an{wered Yiems )at all; He knew my hand was dry. 
So Madame, faid /z4be/a, is your foote. My footeyſhe re- 
plyed, is further off from the burning Sunne, and receives 
moyſture enough from the humide earth. But neither, ſaid 
[z.abella, did needeany wine, We called, faid Yzenna, for 
it, being dry; And how could our body receive it, unlefle 
our hand had firſttaken it? Adry cup and a cleane hand, 
ſaid another Lady, had beene more ſerviceable. W hy ſaid 
Yienna, cleane hands are often waſht,and dry cups quench- 
ethno thirſt ;. Then muſt drynefle have moylture, and hee 
hath freely givenitus: but no more, we have loſt our 
2ame in his defence. Pars, whole extaſic had given way 
to theſe paſſages, recolleing himſelfe, humbly ſaid, W hat 
{moſt gracions Princes) you have loſt in the game, that 
have you wonne by patience in your meckenefle; but how 
ſhall I worthily magnifie your great worth, that (notwith- 


ſtanding theſe tartLadics bitter provocations(hath ſkewed 


the fulneſſe of all vertue in your goodnede. Let your High- 
neſſe bur pardon my vnſtayed hand, and you ſhall ever find 
me more ready to ſhed my deareſt blood in your fervice, 
then I have deene either ro wet your faire hand, or to ſpill 
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your Wine. Thankes good knight, ſaid Vienna, wee deſire 
no {ach ſatisfaction ; your taken paines ſhall be all your pn- 
niſhment, Pars being proud of this conceited tavour, 
(though Yrennein her milde nature pleaded in his defence, 
onely to crofle the other Ladies derifion, andto approve 
her owae accuteneſſe)withdrew himſelfe to the next win» 
dow, where with his Diamond he thus writ.

rertained better thoughts , and therefore writ in thenext

But now Forewne that wayted ' ( though yet a farre off ) 
on Pers unknowne merit, gave him a befitting occaſion 
to doe Vienna (though till covertly) more pleaſing and 
more#lorious ſervice. For there had lately falne ont 1n the 
French Courta great contention, betwixt the native Ba- 
rons, and ſome ſeverall noble Forraigners , that then tor 
their pleaſures, followed that Court in honour of the King, 
The controverſywas,whether was moſt fairer or the more 
yertuous of theſe three Ladies; Yalentia the great Duke 
of Burbons daughter ; Vienna, the Danlpkins {ole heyre of 
Viennoys ; or the Lady LH argaret,fiſter to the King of Eng- 
land. Great was their debate , and many there were that 
maintainedeach feverall Ladies beauty. In fo much, as they 
fell from arguing to anger,from anger to blowes, and from 
blowes to wounds. The French King offended with their 
offending uproare, and great neglect of their due reſpet 
to place ad perſon, commanded peace upon their Alleage- 
ances : And after being pacified, and fully pofſelt withthe 
cauſe; he held the ew” Ix well worthy diſpure, but'thetr 
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faulty conrages, and our furious proceedings., puniſhable 
inthe place: Yet fearing the further ill that mig ht in. ma- 
ny particulars well enſue thereof; out of his deepe inſight, 
he pardoned their great over-fights, and calling them all

Firſt, he commanded thata folemne and royall Tuſts (in

and honour that he did them. Then ſent the King his Ame 
baſſadour to acquaint the Engbſh King,and ſpecially Mefſen- 
gers to the Danlphir,and Duke ; entreating the King,and 
willing both the other to honour him and his Court, with 
their perſons, his ſiſters and theys two daughters at the af- 
figned day, and that each of them would beplealed,to pres 
pare, and bring ſomebeſecrung prize of value , befitting 
both theraſelves, the cauſe, and the worth of the. Vitor. 
All which they promiſed in the-word of a Prince, holding 
:hemfelyes nolittle honoured info honorable acontention. 
?otore che day (the day drawing necre) there came {o ma- 
noble & well appointed Knightszthat the French Kings 
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| obe erected, and made 
for the three Ladies to fat on ; who no ſooner were come 
and placed, but that the Duke of Berbon came marching in 
wicha rich Garland,made all of orient Pearle,hanging on a 
Biew Banner,, with his coate of Armes on the other ide, 
and placcd it on the Mount belonging to Yalertic, on her

Then followed the Danlphin, of Viemow with a rich 
Coller of Efſes, belet all over with Rubies, hanging on a

Daughter.Then cams Englands royall King zwithan impe. 


riall Crowne of burniſht gold, fer with Indian Diamonds 
and blew Saphirs, ſupported. betwixt two regall Lyons, 
hanging on ared Banner,and plac'd it on the middle mount 
defore his Siſter the Lady .argaret : In the face of each 
ſeverall Mount (ſome foure degrees under the Ladies) fate 
each ſeverall Ladies Father, in a ftrange deviſed Seatc, fo 
curiouſly made, and ſo gloriouſly deckt, that each one ſee- 
med to be Apolloſitting in the Chariot 6fthe Sunne, The 
Knights (whoſe rare Deviſes diſcovered theyr ſecret and 
ſeverall fancies) asthey were afteRed ; 10 they betooke 
themiclves to the Mount,w hoſe honor they were to main=- 
taine. The French King ſitting tn his rich Pavillion pow- 
dered with Flower-deluces,oppoſite to the Mounrs,cauſed 
Proclatnation to be made on paine of death, that none but 


the Knights Encounterers ſhould ſtay, or enter into the 


Liſtes, and that no Knightunhorſed ſhould Tuſt againe, nor 
any make offer of Combate : This being done, the King of

x greene Knight, full of eyes and bleeding Hearts, moun- 
ted on a fierce Blacke, bearing on his Shield an Armed 
Knight proſtrated undera Ladies mercy, his Launcelying 
unbSroken by him , with his Motte, Al-ready conguerea.s: 
Theſe two Knights encountted each other ſo furiouſly 
and forceably , that their Staues ſhivered in the ayre, and 
witneſſed theyr courapes in their tall, but in the counter- 
buffe, the knight of the Phoenix was berne tv the ground, 
{o that the greene Knightrode on, overthrowing twenty 
other Knights that came from both rhe other Mounts ; 
the laſt of whom, bare in his Shield the Piture of Vienna 
moſt richly pourtracted with a vaile of lawne all over her, 
and from the dexter part of the Shield there was a Hand 
and an Arme comming torth of a Cloud ; holding a fayre 
Labeil, whereon was written, Sach ansne, as ſuch s5 none. 
Great was now the glory of the Lady CMargeret, and all 
malecontented fate the other two Ladies,cſpecially Yierna, 
who now ſeeing her ſhadowed ſelte lying in the dult,miſt, 
and wiſht for her W hite and enknowneKnight; And as 
her wandring eye romed up and downe, ſtill looking

Or why ſhould | care for more honors then 
to content my telfe,;; Or for more riches, then to entoy 
 mylelte? wee areall borneto love; and wee onely live, 
and lovetobe beloved : Then not to. love, and thinke to - 
be beloved, is like thaa fooliſh Virgin, that ſought to light 
her Lampe at anothers. Torch that was quite extinQ, 
With that ſhe began to'recountthe ſhining Glory of Kis 
ſpreading renowne,the full perte&ton of his many approv-» 
ved and admired vertues ; thecommendable regard of his 
ſecret and impriſoned love, with the dangerous and hone. 
rable apprebation of theſame4'and how ſhe was bound in 
honor to honor and love him, that had above the pride of 
all honor, ſo honoured her. Then, then began ſhee to be 
more ſorry ſhe could love hymno better , then before ſhe 
was aſhamed ſheloved hhm(ſo well : And therefore taking 
7z4bellaby the hand, the vowedand ſwore, that the would 
live to love nqnebut Sir Pares, nor lovetolive longer then 
ſhe might be beloved of her Pars ; For Fortune tayd thee 

th decreed itſoz {ove yyill have it fo,and Viewa {weares 
it ſhall beſo. * 

{aabella firſt yttering her miflike, in her complaining 
Sr? | Is. teAares) 
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teares, and then drowning her teares in thegriefeof her 
complaint, thus all {ighing, :ſhee ſadly ſaid: Ah Uienna, 
no inore now Vzenza,lince Vienna hath loſt her ſelfe ; what 
is become of your. Princely /negard , befitting your ſtate ? 
Wicreis your wonted wiſedomez ſo adinired of all? Your 
vertu2 giving light toothers,and your modeſty eterniziag 
your beauty : Shall baſe conceit (ever attended on with re- 
penting follies)eclpſe now the honour and wonder of your 
Name ?: Are fervile thoughts befeeming-companions for 
your noble minde ? or 1gnoble,ſubiects fit oþiects for Prin- 
ces cyes? If Vienna be (0 predominate over youzthat Diana 
is quite forgotten of. you 3 yet let me cail you. before the 
iudgement of your owne vertue, and then tell me whether 
the unworthy. wart hinetfle, of 'his Degree, equalize the 
great greatneiſe of your Dignity ? ' Admit his. deſerts be 


many , and promife much, yetare his poſſibilities of ad- 
vancementzno poſſeſſions. of enrichment; nor are his noble 


deeds the deeds of a Noble .man, Will you then loſe an 
honor for an humor ? Nay, rather performe a Regall oihice 

ina Princelike nature; that being a Princefſe in your felfe, 

become alſo Princehke in your deedes. W hat will your 

Father fay, nay all France, nay all the World? when they 

ſhalbhere that Yenna, late. {corning the  Royall love of 
greateſt Princes , is now ſubiected: ro the will of a meane 
Knight: Farre be if from my Lady fo todoe,far from any to 
thinke ſo, and tarre from /[z-be/a eyer to ſee it ſo. 


Vienna, (whole ſetled affeftion.) held her perſwaſive- 


inuertions odious, . and. whoſe relolved determination, 
thought her reprehenſion loathſome, with unuſuall eyes, 
arguing her diicontent,ſhe all angry,rhus ſharpely replyed; 
Were (unkind, ungratefull, and uniuſt 7zebela) as farre 
from affeXion, as thou art from reaſon and pitty; Yet 
would not the comman.care that.Ladyes of eſteeme ought 
to haue toward Knights of good regard, ſuffer me to heare 
due deſerrs fo diſgrac'd by,inturious tongues, nor truc re- 
nowne ſo reproac it by malignant mouthes. Then know 


(and knowing grieve, that {othou knoweſt) that thy un- 
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ſecaſonable words hath wounded my defire, - and my deſire 
abandons thee in thy words: Thinkcſt thou chat deſire. 
dreames once - on Dignirties? or that («pid cares for 
Crownes, that never ſaw Gold : Sceit not thou theſe Tro- 
phies erected in his honor, and his honor ſhining 1n theſe 
Trophies? If I be great, his great deedes aniwers ny great 
eſtate, and my eltate ſhallbe made greater by his great 
deeds : Por if ever any Knight merited renown for renow- 
ned Chiyalry, itis my Pars; or if ever Knight followed 
his Lady with true love, loved her with honor, or honored 
her with regard and remarkeable ſervices, 1s my Pars: 
Thenit ever wekt-deferving Knight” rriumphed in the 
taithfull love of his Lady, it ſhall be my Pers : For hereT 
ſweare by the erernall juſtice of the Highelt, that none 
{ball have Yienas but Paris,nor none love Paris fo well as 
Vieune, Then leave to grieve me, andloade not my. gricte 
with further dilpleaſure, in gain-ſaying what I ſay againe, 
[ will never gainefay : For in yaine it is to water the plant, 
the roote being periſhed, or to {ceke to/perſwade me, that 
am ſo reſolvedly perſwaded. x9 

/zabeia ſeeing her {6 reſolute in her paſſion, and (o paſſio- 
nate in her relolution, thought it was in vaine to urge her. 
further ;and fearing her threatning diſpleature,ſhe thought 
it good chus to balme the wound ſhe before had given. 
Let not my honourable Lady (ihe fayd)returne an imagined 
wrong, with an effectuall injury, but pardon the wellwiſh- 
ing fault of your faultleſſe friend, who (t offending )Juften- 
ded in tender care of defiring your goud, and not of pur- 
poſe to contrat you, or with will to diſcontent you, 
whom before all others I wiſh to content; for proofe 
whereof, I here vow repay to the debt of my error, with 
the intereſt ofall my furthering indeavours, to advantage 
you in your Love. No ſooner had ſhe ſpoken the lat word 
Love, but thatU:emna in loveyfor love, kilt, and embraſt her, 
joying in her promiſe and availing aide; and proteſting, 
that moſt rem agen ſhould make full ſarisfation 
tor her ofiered kitidnefſe. Inthe meane time, fhe ar 
ecres 
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ſecrecy, and fearing leaſt their long ſtay mighr procure, ci- 
ther ſome feare, or ſuſpition,, in her Mother, fhee thought 
good to depart as one well recovered of a ſuddaine hatch; 
but before they went, "fhce cauſed [zabelato take, and ſe- 
Cretly to conuay away : the Chriſtall Shield, and Chaplet, 
the firſtand rich records, 'both of her beauty, and his 
prow1s.; .and this ſhe did of purpoſe , not ſo much for any 
deſire thee had to have them, as to give him occaſion to 
come to enquire after them. 

In this proceſſe of time, the Warres of Floreace, were 
ended, and Sir Pers being intelligenced of his Fathers fick. 
nefle (whoſe infecbled age he much feared)and beeing deſi- 
rots toſee View, though diſpaire of ſucceiſe, the hcarce 
of his ſuppoſed idle hopes; yerDeſire (the .nurſe of perſe- 
MODULE: 4 him wings to make the more ſpeed; ſothat 
La«-nova, and hee, poſting homewards , -happily came, and 
found Sir Feques well amended , whoſe good recovery was 
noleſſejJoytull.to Sir Paris, then his returne was comforta- 
+ Dleto his Father. After they had long diſcourſed of the 
Occurrants of theſe Warres, and of his many adventures 
and fortunes. Sir Paris, longing to give his eye content- 
ment, by gazing on his Idolatrous Prizes, he tooke his Mo- 
ther by the hand, and walking towards his Chamber (like 
the Lapwing that flyeth farre from herneſt) heenquired of 
Court affires, but ſhe being not able to ſatisfie the drift of 
his reach, he preſt herno further; but being entred into 
hisChamber,he made a ſtep into his Oratory , were ſud- 
denly miſſing thefirſt pride of his happy atchievements, 
thechiefe glory of his ſtudy, and the true teſtimony of Vs. 
ennas beauty, and bounty ; being therewith much appaled, 
and mooved at their remove, he allangcrly came forth, and 
asked who had beene there, and there had taken away ſuch 
things as hee moſt eſteemed, His Mother abaſhed at the 
queſtion, but more grieved rhat there was any thing wan- 
ting, not knowing hows of by whom they ould bee taken 
away.; anſwered, that ſince hisdepartureno one had beene 


there but the Dawlphinis, and her daughter the Lady Yrenns, 
Fey F | Accome 
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accompanied with other Ladies that came to viſite his. Fa. 
ther in his ſickneſfſe , and that ſhee defiredamongtt other 
Chambers to ſeethat, which ſhee (afrerſome denying ex- 
cuſes ) durſt not longer gaine-ſay , and how that ſhee her 
ſelfe was with them ſolong as they ftayed. Saving that the 
Lady Vienna being ſuddenly ſurpriſed with ficknefle , re- 
queſted for her better eaſe, to hay onely alone with fz 4- 
bella, to reſt hera while on your bed. Paris flattering him. 
ſclfe with his owne favourable conſtrution , deemed (and 
truely deemed )that the cauſe of her alteration,grew by the 
unexpectcd ſight of the Prizes, and the view of his verſes, 
that he had left on his Table ; and that ſhe had taken them 
away either in her angry diſdaine, or to {re what account 
he made of them , or whether hee would re.dermand them. 
And therefore pleaſed Fto adventure his fortune vpon the 
rocke of this hazard , hee ſhewed no further miſlike that 
he miſt them. But afterwards, ſhadowing his defire to 
ſce Fiemma,under the borrowed vayle of duty, to ſee, and to 
attend the Daxlphin: he went to the Court, where the 
Dawslphin, glorying in the luſtre of ,his Subjets renowne, 
becauſe it gave a ſplendour to his Greatneſle ; he kindly re- 
ceived him, with more familiar embracements, and loving 
reſpects, then his auſtere nature, did yſually afford : by this 
his unwonted curtefic & grace, he made Sir Paris thoughts 
(more obligatory) to his favours ; and faſhioned his favours 


——_— 


(more complementory ) to Sir Pars fortunes. for curteſie, 


they ſay, in Majeſty, bindes ever affetion in duty. As Sir 
Pars \tood before the Daw!phin (relating the honour, and 
iſſue of the Florentsne Warres ) hee glaunc'd, and fearefully - 
olaunc'd many times on Fienns, bur checking his eyes, that 

{till rebuk*d him; he lefttolooke, on whom not daring to 


 lookey he could not but looke. But Vienna , whoſe late 


Kindled love, was gow growne into a flame, having tedi- 

oull, before expeted himy could not now ſeeing himyfeaſt 

her raviſht eyes at full, bur gazing till on his' ample per- 

tetions (for now hee ſeemed more then exquiſite) and 

:aking pleaſure in the ſweet harmony of his pages 
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words ; {hee no {goner .rejoyced, joying in- hex, owae;.de- 
” firesz but thar irajght ſhedefired theenjoying. And4ture 
x hoy Izabeila, ſhe all-bluting-ſutiled, and ſmiling 
bluſht againe , becauſe ſhe ſmiled , andthen asked her,whe- 
ther ſhe {aw not baſhfull feare , and doubttull diſcontent- 
rent, fit on the face of his troubled countenance for the 
loſe of his Prizes y and the diſcouery of his affetion ; and 
whether ſhe were not happy in her Choyſ(e, and more then 
happy in his loue, All which, (Gnathonizing 7z4be/4z prodt- 
gally confirmed , and demanded , how ſhee would doe, to 
enfeoffe him with her affeRion, that durſt not be knowne of 
his owne loue. W hich Yieme well ruminating in her mind, 
at length ( woman-like ) found out this deuice. 

She faigned her (clfe, for ſome three dayes , very ſicke ; 
and in thediſtemper of her wounding offences, fearetull of 
her finnes; bur after when hee was better: enabled beth in 
body, and minde; ſheedefired leaue of her Mother , ts goc 
* thenext day(for themorequieting and confirming of her 
conſcience, and to giue God praiſe tor her recouery ) to the | 
Biſhop of St. LaWrence,, to confefle herſelfe, and to receiue [- 
the Sacrament within the ſacred Temple of God; which her 
Mother liking, yeclded vnta,rejoycing no little to ſee her 
fo wellamended, and ſo deuoutly and ptouſly deuoted. in 
the interim,Yiewne cauſed 7zabela toſend to Sir Paris.inthe 
Biſhops name,;to c9me and ſpeake with him inthe Cathe- 
drall Churchgat nine of theclocke the next morning; which 
Sir Par4 promiſing, performed accordingly. 'For at the ap- 
pointed houre he came, andibeing come , faw ( and wonde- 
red thatſo he ſaw ) the Princeſfe Yiema conterring with 
the Biſhop, whoſe leyſure, he willinglyattended,and walked 
alitle aſide, wearying his fancie with wiſhes ; and puriſh- 
ing b1s concelt/with fearefull imaginations. Long hee had 
not walked, but that Y:ema eſpying him, applauded- her 
fortune z and armed with her owne defires, ſhee gaue her 
ſelfe countenance, wndes the pretext ofemployment'; and 
called to Sir Pars, telling the piſhop thatſhee had-matters 


of imployment in forraigneaffaires , to' impart vato him 
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from her Mother ; And therefore ſhee requeſted the Br: 
hop ( if he had any occaſion with him) to walke a whule a 
fide, till ſhee had performed her Mothers eemmand, and 
then ſhee would ledue them both to their pleaſures. The 
Biſhop being glad'to ſee the Princeſſe ſo ſanified , com- 
mended her zeale, and left her to thediſcharge of her duty , 
blindly ſuppoſing that the-Daulpbinis vwould-lend Sir Paris 
19 meſſage-to ſame of her forraigne friends. But Vienna fin- 


* ding her ſelte alone with him, in whom. ſhejoyed alone; 


ſhe pleaſantly demanded what hee made there, or whether 
he had any ſuitto her or to any other , wherein ſhee might 
accommodate him ;- If itbe fo ( ſoit be conuenient ) Sir Pa» 
ris ſhall finde afriend, if Sir Pars be found a friend, This 
pleaſing and. preludious demand, and Enigmaticall conclui- 


on, made Sir Pers, ſomewhat fearefull how-toanſwer. But 


Hope the comfortable Counſatiour ef Loue ſhap'd ih him 
this boldand ſhortreply. My bufineſle (thrice worthy La- 
dy ) is the Biſhops will; my ſuit, your ſervice ; your ſer-- 
uice my Chictedefire, and my defire your fauorable counte. 
nance; Andionger may not Pars line, then hereſts hum- 
bly thankefull to Yiews; and if not offenſliuc, a faithfull 
{cruant to my Lady. Thankes ( ſaid Yiems) goed Sir Paris, 
your ſgit ſhall not be non-ſuit, if you ſhoote at Honours 
ayme- But tell me, and truly tell me, whether your ſuit” 
( and your diſcontentment , which 7-ſee harbaurs-in your 
cyes ) be not for your Prizes which I tooke away, when at- 


. tending my Mother , I wasat your Fathers houſe :. If ſo it 


be, (be it {o, or not ſo)you Chall have them againie, if againe 
you will returne with me. Paris proud of her preſence, | 
hcld himſelfe more deified, then dignified, by her fauours, | 
and humbling himſelfe; he vowed, thatthey, himſclte, and. © 
Ml in all, were ather Honours command. Then muſt I (/7- 
emza ſaid.) command » and conjure youto tell me, whether 
it were your ſelfe, thatſo ſweetly ſung ynder my Chamber 
window; and- ſo friendly gaue me Muſicke; that did 
wound, and beate my Fathers Guard ; that wonne, and bare. 
away my Chriſtall Shield, and Chaplet, inthe Tournament 

at 
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at my Fathers Court ; and that carried away the Honour 


and the three Banners, with. their Prizes, from all the Bas 
rons and Knights at Pars. 

Pars aſtoniſhed at her demand, durſt neither confeſſes 
for feare of diſdaine ; nor yet diſſemble, for offending her, 
whom in no wiſe he would offend ; which perccived by Y1- 
enza, (hee fanuliarly preſt him to acknowledge the trueth, 


which manifeſted ; ſhee with a pleaſing and pleaſant coun-- 
tenance merrily ſaid, why then dothSir Pars affetionately 


loveus? Sir Pa/# whoſe cntiſing fault had earſt control'd 


but now condemned, his over-clyming thoughts, was. ſo 


awated in himfelfe, and ſotranſported from himſelfe, that 
ſilence, 1a baſhfull ſignes , bluſht out a dumbereply. But 
Vienna ( ballancing hiscold conceit, by the alteration of 
his countenance) allowed the weight, and animated it 
her owne affection, ſhee commanded him boldly to averre, 
what ſhee her ſclfe inferr'd , by ſuch his troubled filence. 
Pars ſecing the cloud of his care diſpierced, gloried the 
more in the brightneſſe of his Sunne ; the beames where. 
of hee found ſocomfortable , that hee proudly confeſt his 
love, and that hee had long doneſecret, and: humble ho- 
mage , to Venws under her ſorare abeauty. Yiewna ſurfeit- 
ting in the pride of her full content ,, kindly enterfained his 
ſoaffeQionate 2 conceite , with as fricadly a receite, and 


_ briefly, aſſaredly aſſured him; that none but Pars ſhould 


enjoy Vienna ; it nohebut Vienna ſhould joy in Paris, 

This cordiall congluſion , being Sealed with proteſtation 
of perſeyerance, and by confirmation of oathes; they knit 
two hearts in oac,and parted one will in two, and ſo depar- 
ted. rngas theſe Haltion dayes, commanding Love, 
wrought enſuing cares ; For Yrernns (itting but in the ſhad- 
dow of love, thought the fruites of atfetion over=long in 
ripening ; and therefore preſuming ( in her erring ayme ) 
that her Father in her favour ; would tie lis conſent to her 
choyſe, and her love to his liking ; She timportuned Sir P«- 
ris to requeſt his Father toacquaint the Daulphiny with her 
affeRion, and humbly pray his conſent in- fayour of his 
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Daughter : Which Sir Jaques adviſedly at the firſt denyed, 
as unwilling to waken a ſleeping Lyon, or to ſeeke for Fiſh 
in a dry Pools. But Paternall love (the allination of reaſon) 
and flattering hope (tne nurſe of deceit) ſo tranſported 
bimſeife, trom himſelfe, that moſt vnlike himſcelte, he 
( vainelydreamingAafter poſſibilitie ) yeelded to faile in a 
Ship withouta Stearne, and to gather honey out of Stones. 
But the Daslphin ( whoſe repugnant humour f{corn'd fo 
ſeruile a motion, and whoſe abuſed kindneſſe, now begat in 
him moſt ſpitefull rage ) ſo iretfully boyled in bis diſdainefull 
ſurquedry, that bitterly checking Sir /aque? , he fearefully 
thundred our bis threatning indignation, in exiling poore 
Sir Pars, 

Paris thongh checkt , yet not mated ; ſhewed now the 
vertue of his courage in the eclipſe of his fortune. For 
being perſwaded by La-newa, to make preſently away; He 
notwithſtanding the danger of tyranicall authorttie, reſol- 
ued to ſee his Lady before he loſt his Countrey: And 
therefore as one deſperate in diſpaire, he haſtily ( yet ſe- 
cretly ) went to participate his engrieued ſtate with ha 
leſſe Vienna; who hearing , thereof, was ſo confounded in 
herſelfe, as ſhe was full of ſorrow for being vnable to 
relieue him, as'ſhe was voyd of all meanes to helpe herſclfe. 
Their lamentations paide now large tribute to their 
gricfes; and their defires that before had no end , did now, 
by diſpaire, end endlefle things1n their firſt motion ; ' Bur 
after that the flood ot their teares was growne to ancbbe , 
( admitting the neceſſitie of time ) they concluded, cuer 
to liue to none , but to each other ; though they neuer ſaw 
ag4ine one an other, And to Sir P73 fainting in his fare- 
well, was depriued of his welfare: W hich ( all louing and 
impatient) Y:eme not brooking, {o tobe depoſed from him, 
in whom fke wholly repoſet her felfe, recall d him againe, 
and cntolding him within her fainting armes, ſhe vowed 
to pertake with him in all his fortunes ; euer remembring 
him, that — roote of her true affe&tion was Vertue z 
. Clad in conſtant loues deſire ; Shee therefore aduiſed him 
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ſecretly to conceale himlelfe, and to provide for ſhipping, 
and at the hower of twelue, the third night following, ſhe 
would diſguiſed (with ſtored Gold and lewels) meet hint 
in the portch of Saint Anthanres Church,and fo depart with 
him whitherſoever : Sir Pars kifling her oft, (for in vaine 
killing is ſome pleaſure) found now his p1rgatory, to bee 
his paradice ; Toy triumpht in his eyes, and comfort lodg'd 
in his hearty and in this haven of happineſſe hee would 
have ſwimimed itill, but that danger of delay told him, that 
growing Trees have their falles,aſwell as their ſprings, and 
that apprehenſion would diffolue all their harmony : Hce 
therefore (being borne away with the haſty tide of ſinal- 
leſt leaſure ) roade preſently tato Provence, where happily 
meeting with + onſiexr de la Mott, a Shippe Maſter of his 
acquaintance , he privately told him, that he had fliine a 
Man of account, and that he mult tor a time leave his Coun. 
trey,and therefore pray'd him (for his gold) ſpecdily and 
ſecretly to Ship him and his two Friends away into ſome 
other Coaſt ; which Afonſicar le Afort promiſing, ſentone 
away incontinent to Saint Yor, where his ſhippe lay, to 
make all things in readinesand returned himſelf. with Sir 
Paris,to aſſiſt and diret him 1nall hisneedfull diſpatches. 
Now Yerina and fzabela,at the time and place appointed > 
met with Sir Paris (according to their agreement) 1n mens 
apparell, diſpencing with needleſle falutations,addreft rheme 
ſelves to ſpeedy journeyes : And fo long they poaſting, 
ridde out of all High-wayes , that being benighted., they 
were glad to crave harbour ofa Prelate, who lodging them, 
placed Vienna and /zabellain one Chamber,: and Sir Pars 
and e MH on(irmr de la Mott in another. In the morning,their 
earely deſires ſo haſtened theyr ſpeedy de partures,that being 
timely up,and quickly horſed,Sir Pars and Le e Hort, rode 
apaſe before, to view the River, whoſe overflowed bankes 
were ſo overrunne,by the pride of a late iwelling flood,that 
the Foard was not paſlable ; which made Sir Par lo impa- 
tient, ſo to be fruſtrated of his attending Ship ( che aſſu- 


rance of his ſafety ) that A4onſeeur de la Hort over veEnturous 
| | to 
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ro venter over the paſſage, was in ſearching the Foard,;moft 
unfortunately drowned 1n the mercileſſe Flood. Sir Pars 
daunted at that ſo fatall a fight, fighed,and fighings grew to 
a prodigious prognoſticator of his owne enſving harmes, 
But fearing leaſt the knowlege thereof might appale his 
faire Friend, he {uddainely returned to theyr religious Hoſt, 
where he had left the two Ladics, when he went to find 
the Foard, and totry the paſſage ; and ſhadowing now his 
tormenting 
Utems, how ſhe fared, who anſwered, as my Love fares, ſo 
fares thy Love; happy in my ſelfe, becauſe happy 1n thee, 
And long miy (ſaid Peri) my Loveliveto love, that loves 
to live onely for my love. Scarce had Sir Pars pronounced 
his lat word, when onecame running to tell the Prieſt, 


_ that there were many Knights in the next Towne; thar 


came in queſt,and ſearched for Yienneand Sir Pars : Which 
Uiemavnderitanding, was ſo ſurprized with griefe and 
feare, that being altogether diſheartned in her hope , ſhe 
held herſelfemore then andone in her diſturbed expeRati- 
on : But after ſhe had bathed the beauty of her eyes, in the 
ſorrow of her tearcs,fearing molt in this preſent perill,lealt 
death ſhould arreſt her beloved Friend : She with a much 
more reſolued minde;and an affared countenance,then befit- 
ted eyther the time,or was incident to her ſex,thus exhille- 
rated heraſtoniſhed Friend. 

My Paris, (he any) Time admittes not there many 
wordes, where danger ſtill knockes at thedoore : In extre- 
mities,the winning of time, 1s the purchaſe both of life and 
love: Let not violent paſſions (that neuer remooves any ill, 
but betrayes our ſecret 'imperfecions) now ſway the ver- 
tueof thy thoughts, nor the fortitude of thy heart ; but 
carry thou in thy Lyons looke, a Lyons minde; andlike the 
Sunne ſhey thy fayreſt face , in thy loweſt fall. Loade not 
my ſorrowes with thy griete, nor kill thou thy ſelfe, for 
fcarce of deagh; But inthe wonted courage of thy never- 
dzunted Spirit, get thee to ſome other more ſafer ſhore; 
wixrelet Vertue be thy Governour ; my RE 
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thy Loue ; thy loue my comfort, and my comfort thy ſole 
contentment. Thou haſt conquered men in loue, and Loue 
tn me, andboth in worth and wiſedome; and neuer ſhall 
deeme my ſelfe happy, but when I (hall ſee thee happy, for 
whom I now am 0.40 9ppy ; As thou leaucſt me, 1o ſhalt 
thou finde me; be but thou as conſtant a Friend to my 
Minde, as thou ſhalt be a true Polleſſor of my Heart; and I 
ſhall haue as much cauſe of joy, as thou no cau{e of doubts 
If thou continue loyall, ſucceſle { thou ſhalt ſee ) will bleſſe 
thee well,and all good fortune will waite on thy juſt meritss 
This. Diamond which here I ginethce, ſhall be a true remai- 
ning record of my fincere loue to thee; Onely, let me heare 
of thy aboad ; and ſo 1 leaue thee to the guide of Vertue, and 
 ſeruice of Fortune. Sir Paris thus diſcomforted, comtorted: 
Weighing the danger of delay, by his immientperill, and 
forced to ſet vp his ſaylesin this ſoinſ{upportable & threat- 
Ingatempeſt; and there ſealing vp the voyy of his faith , 
in the filent griefe of a departing kifle, he poſted to the Ri- 
aer fide againe; where Diſpaire made Feare ſo valiant, that 
ere he found cauſe of feare, hee was pz{t all fears : For ha- 
ung paſt he knew ndt how the Riuer, he was got before 
be wiſt into the Ship : wherein being Cabined , hee told 
of Le e Hot his fatallaccident , and forced them to put to 
(ea, ſayling himſelfe with as many contrary+thoughts, as 
Eolus ſent out windes vpon the ;Trojan Fleete, At length 
he arrined at Gemma, where he reſted his reſtleſle ſelte , and 
Where heliued , wanting but little, becauſe not. deſiring 
much, Bur ſuch was his diſconſolate ſolitary life, that the 
Citizens ( though ſtrangers ) affeing the man in his man- 
ners ,pittied much his diſtreſſe, in the ſhew of his diſcon- 
tentment. Inthe meane while ; the Davulphin waſting him. 
ſelfe, in his owne implacable, and vnlimited wrath, vio- 
| lently , and ſaddainly ſeazed, and confiſcated, all Sir faques 
Lands and Goods into his hands; impriſoning both him , 
and his Lady, as Fauters, Abetters, Confederates, and Ad- 
juters thereunto. Thus ets Outrage , euer the ſharpeſt edge 
vpon the firſt aduantage; And in this diſtemper w 
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his ill diſpoſed minde, he commanded that naught bur 
bread and water ſhould be gwen them. For, ſaid he, where 
the offence is greater the!1 the feruice, there Juſtice chan« 
geth the bond of recompence intodue punſhment. During 
this heir faul:lefle impriſonment, the queſting Knights re- 
turn:d with Yriearaand the Hoſpitalious Parſon, her Hoſt; 
who being brought before the angry Dawlphin ( hcr enra« 
ged Father / ſhee faw the cloud a farreoff, before the 
ftorme fell,and therefore proftrating her ſelfe at his Feete, 
fheercquiced pardon for her offence, and {prayed that he 
wou' n>t make her finne deadly » which was but veniall; 
pleading iznorance for the Prelate, and vnreſiltabicloue for 
her {cl'/e; ſwearing and aſſuring him, by ſacrament of ſo- 
lemne oath, and the teſtimonic of her Holt, that ſhee was 
as honeſt in her flight , as ſhe was 1n her birth, and that her 
va potted thoughts were neuer ſtayned, with any vnchaſt 
deede or deſire. The noble followers of the obdurate Dasl. 
phin, ſecing the Princeſſe waſhing her repentance in her 
owne teares, humbly beſought him to forget, andto for. 
giue her amiſſe, ſince the frailty ot her offence, was rather 
a (ore, then a ſinne; and wounds wee to be healed and not 
hurt. This ſubmiſſion, ſtrengrhened by ſuch generall en- 
rreittes, fomewhat quencht the burning heate ot his enfla« 
med ire: - And though his ſeuere Iuſtice told him, that not 
co puniſh an cuill, was toallorw of an euill 5. yet mercy hee 
knew pardons them oft, that deſerues it not, and judge. 
ment i!11 nature, ſhould. be next a kin to fauour. Vpon this 
calimeconitru ion ( after many (harpe rebukes, and proteſt. 
ed threates, hc + »wed that determinate, and ineuitable con- 
demnation *.. *4puniſh hernext offence) and fo he pardo- 
n:d her v7-.,1 ,--omiſe of more regirdfull duty. 

Now $7 Paris hainot long (oj vurned in Genus, but that 
mindtull of his charge, he writ to Yienne, and encloſed it in 
another writ to Le-1aa4, winerett he excu'ed his vnkinde © 


departure without his pctuity, a11 conjured him by the (a- # 


cred layes of true amity ; to attend and follow his Lady, in 
all (craice aad faſt friend{hip, La-none glad of ſuch glad 
| tydings, 
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tydings, went in the height of his 10y to Yienna, and (ater 
fome complementall falutes) asked her, what ſhee would 
give to heare of her Paris.Yrenna great with child with the 
expectation of her friends welfarc, longed to be delivered 
with the notice of his health; and faid,that the whole world 
afforded not ſuiicient worth to anſwer her liberall heart 
therein. £a-nove iOying in the conſtancy of herlove,ſhew- 
ed her theletter, which thee haſtily ſnatching , as haſtily 
read,re-read,and many tim?s,tnore then many times over» 
read, the pleaſing contents as followeth.

Fieane well certified, but not fully ſatisfied, commanded 
La-1n0x4 T0 returne a ſpeedy anſwer , with chaage that P«- 
745 ſhould not depart Genus, but that hee ſhould there ſo- 
journe, till better times afforded better turnes: And that 
he ſhould beare himſelfe, as himſelfe, and her fauorite. To 
maintaine which, ſhee delinered to L4-70u4 tenne thouſand 
Crownes, which he ſent immediately: Sir Par receining 
now ſo pleaſing a pledge of her perfeuered conſtancic, tri- 
umphed no little in her fo agreeable affetion. And as ſhee 
required , ſo fate hee vp the mayne ſayle of his obſcured 
2loryinthe winde of her will, by raking a great houſe, and 
by maintaining ſo great a Port , that his majeſticall magna- 
nimity well manifeſted, that his former finilter fortune was 
nothing ſuteable ro his birth and education. 

W hiles Sir Pars thus Coutted it our in ſome content , 
Vienna was ſolicited by many great Lords,” Bur the ſecede 
which they ſowed inthe ſands, was waſht away with the 
firſt flood of the Tyde ; ſo that all their hoped Haruiſts, 
was nought but crops ef growing cares. The Dawlphin 
{ whoſe climing choughts looked cuer vpon greateſt ſtarrs_) 
Lept the beame of his ballance ſtraight, without gaine-ſay. 
ing this Sutor, or difgracing that. But to preuent all diſtaſte 
that might come by deniall , hee ſpecdily ſeat ſpecial Meſ- 
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Vienna , 


ſengers ro his Faſt friend 4 the Earle of Flanders, requeſting 
his beſt labours and endewuours, to moue, and make ( if to 
he might a marriage, betwixt his danghrer Jena , and the 
Duke of Burbon his fonne. Such was his couetous defire ,

| In lieu of the Burbons poſlettionsgnot to bevalued ; and (uech 


his. conceit of his fonnes valour, not then { as hee thought) 


tobe <qualled ; ſoas his pride, could, nor would, admir of 


any other fonne in law, but this great and macchleſle Prince. 


The Earle of Flanders glad that occaiion offered it (elte , 


_ tharthe might both gratifie the Dolphin his friend, and in- 


tereſt himſelfe inthe loue & greatnefſe of the Burbon Duke, 
which he hadlong deſired; was now as willing as the Phy- 
fitian, that 1s cuer ready to pleaſure another, to profit him- 
ſelfe. And knowing, that he thar ſleepeth, catcheth no 
Fiſh ; he went inſtantly ro the Duke, who no ſooner herd 


of the morton, but glorying in the hope of ſuch vnexpeRed 
aduancement; he entertained the Exrie with all the ſtate , 


that cither greatnefſe could performe, or deſire require. 


In conclufion,the Bxrbon Duke lenr his (; onne,in the greateſt 
pride of proudeſt ſtare, to the Deniphimns Court, where he 
did proportion his carriage anſwerable to the eminencie of 
hisplace; his merits being ſuch, and ſo many, that ( ſet- 
ting onely aſide his pride of heart ) Ernie her ſelfe, could 
not detra& from his worth. But before hecaine to the Ci- 
tie, the Daslphirrhearing, of ns neere approach, went to 
his daughter, and told her what tender care he had of her 
good , how hee had laboured to make the Buybon Prince ; 
her ow Groome . and how happy ſhe might thinke 
her telfe, to bee beſtowed on ſo great and famous x Lud: 
One, whom the world admires for his heroica!l fortitude ; 


feares for his greatneſſe ; and loues for his deſerts. A 


Prince incomparable by title and birth : A perſon beiut:fied | 


by Nature; And a man inricht with wiſedome, wealth , 
and worthinefſe. Then let my Choyle be thy content, and 
inthy full conſent ſee that thou entertaine him with all 
vertuous fauours. This (aid, he commanded ro horſe, not 


Raying her anſwer , and fo rid forth royally attgaded , and 


G3_ appointed, 
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appointed ,to receine the young Prince. And farre he. had 
not rid, but that he met, and encountred with his long de- 


fired, and now expeted guelt, The young Prince firit a- 
lighting from his Horſe, gaue the Dauphin occalion to dif. 


m-unt himſelfe, who being on toore, ſtayed till the Prince 


cameunto him; where they greeted, re-greeted, and em» 
b-1ced cach other , andthen remounting themſelves, they 
ri Marſhalled in right good equipage to the Pallace, 


- whereall the Ladies(taving Viema) gave a ſecond falutey 


ro the greater content of the Burbon Prince. -But the Daul. 
phin milling Viema, miſliked much herabſence, yet ſeemed 
to take no notice of it y but ſmoothing theangry furrowes 
of his diſcontentment, he (with an inforced cheerefulnes) 
brought the Prince to his lodging, and there leaving hun 
to his private repoſe; hee haltily went to Yiennas Cham- 
ber, where all (ad, and ſolitary , he found her fitting in the 
ſcate of lorrow ,, or rather in the ſhadeof death, for feare 
of her fathers provokedire; whoſe violent, and peremp- 
tory diſpoſition » would (ſhe knew) tranſport him beyond 
all the bounds of Natures tendernefle. Of her, he deman. 
ded, why contrary to his command, ſhee had abſented her 
ſelfe in the requiſite entertainement of lo.greata Lord, and 


' ſo worthy a friend. | 


Utenna riſing from her {orrowfull ſeate, but not from 
her ſorrow, with fearefull erected hands, and pitty.plead- 
ing cyes, humbled her (ele at his feote, and told him, that 
for ſhame of her fix it Aiying fault, ſhe - had vowed her cha- 
ſtity to Diana; and ſworne her ſelfc, a Vettall, ro Vef#a, 
And therefore had ſhe fo ſeparated her ſe!lfea fide , becauſe 
ſhe would not give fire co his fanciz, nor wrong his better 
deſerts with forlorne defires. In conftderatign whereof, 
{he hambly prayed, that none but her felfe might entoy 
her felfe, ſince none but her ſelfe could, or ſhould concent 
her felfe. The Dazlphin perceiving light through a {mall 
crevis, began 1n milde pollicy,by gentle entreattes, and rich 
periwaſtons, toweane her from her will; telling her, that 


vnlawiull yowes were to be violated; ſince the firlt caute 
ccaling, 
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ceaſing and 1 new {ucceeding, both might be altered ; nei- 
ther had ſhe any 'uch power in her (elte, that was not tobe 
diſpoſed of by x Farrer; And to honour, and obey Parcnts, 
iS the fit Commainduinent that hath any reward Promni- 
ſed on earth. Belilcs,jt 1san enmons wrong to Nature, to 
ſuffcr ker faireſt wothel like a \weet fragrant odoriferous 
Roſe ) ro dye vpon the ftacke; that being pluckt in the 
bloome, -migl1t yceld both p'eaſare, and profit to others ; 
therefore renounce this behetfe, if thou meancſt robe'ſa- 
ued, or to haue any fauvur. For by courſe - of kinde all 
thinges we:e made to increaſe; and by increaſe to benefit 
another ; and the is a Diuell am »ngit m2n, that profiteth no 
man» This did the Danlprin thinke by his ſmooth words, 
to build a Caſtle in the ayre, that had no hope of foundation 
on the carth. For Yzennas vnremoueable reſolution, being 
bent to ſhoote at her firſt marke, could not be wonne to le- 
uell at another ayme ; which made the Daulphin, ( failing 
(like a Foxe ) to deceiue with kindneſſc) to play now the 
Lyon by compulſion; And therefore gnaſhing his tecth to= 
gether for anger ( like the Sea that waxeth maJ, when the 
windes doe rage) he commanded beth her and 7zabela to 
clote priſon. 

The young Prince- meruailing beyond all meaſu-e, that 
he could not {ee amiable Views, theeye of Fravre, the mi- 
racieof her ſex, the wonder of time, and the pride of Ni 
ture ; demanded of her Father, what ominous cloud ſha- 
dowed thebrightneſſe of France is ſecond Sunne, that ſhe 
appeared not in her all-admired giory. The 'D «lobes Fea- 
ring leaſt he ſhould diſtaſt the Prince, by v 1derſtinding, the 
matter; framned,and faigned this excu'e. Thar licknetle had 
attached her, and made her a priloaer to her t e \,and there- : 
fore prayed his patience awhile, till te: hop.d recouery 
might better pleaſe his Fancy. The you 1g Price holding 
his words for O-acles, heid hinſelfe conte:ited, 1nd thought 
to weare and weary out the wearinetle of tine, with otzhr 
Courtly, and more Knightly (ports; w 1ereta hee was ſo 
fortunate , that Fam: was the Hzyrauid of his wg ee 
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deedes. This did fo enflame the loue of the Daxlphin to- 
wards him, that no eye-water could euer after quench the 
fame ; Deſert did now double his defire; and his deſire had 
no end, in gayning his daughters conſent, which he againe

The young Prince hauing now ſpent many dayes and not 
fecne her, whom onely he came to vifite ; 1mportuned the 
Dal; k 1, that he mightbur viſite her, both ro comfort her 
in her malady, and ſomew har to fatisfic his ſtarued eyes, in 
their mo: e then greedy deſires. But the doudling Daulphin 
pleaded her m;ſl:ke ſo tobeſcene; aſſuring him, that ſhee 
daily 1£quelted , that he ( whom ſhe onely vponfole re- 
port entirely att:ted ( ſhould not in any caſeſee her ſo fore 
impaired. So great ( {aid hee ) is her care to ſeeme pleating 
vnto you, ſuch her ſhamefaltneſſe at firſt fo to bee fecne of 
you. And therefore let meentreat your further pattencey 
for (our willing returne , vntill cher bctter health, may bet. 
ter Counteruaile your taken paines ; which once recouered,

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you ſhall be ſpeedily informed. In the meane time falute 
in thy name, your thrice noble royall Father , andtell him, 
that 1 hold my felfe ſo much honoured, in his defired ajtini- 
ric, that my ſelfe, and what is the Dawlphins, refts wholly 
at his pleaſure : and further, pray him that the [awfull cauſe 
of this unwilling ſtay , may itand for ſatisfaftion rill better 
payment.

(1n.making her diſobedi- 
ence the originall cauſe of her death)then in any wiſe cxtes 
nuated tis execrable reſolution, againſt her determiaed en- 
durance, Bur hee had not lived-many dayes in; dolour, bur

Unſenteable of her lofſe, as of his Daughters miſery. Love 


fdatd love, and the tnadnefſe of age made him ſuch a ſlave 
unto his flave, thar before one yeares period , he marricd 
one of his Wives meaneR Attendants; One(who knowing. 
her owne unyorthineſſe,) having neither Vertue to

Iadger of all, did for the ſole diſobedience of oncely one, call 
both him, and all his Poſteritie out of Paradice : How like 
unto him you ſhew your ſelfe herein 5 your unpartiall 
Tuſtice well demonſtrates, who rightfully. puniſheth the 
finne of diſobedience in your owne members, as God did 
in his ownecreatures.

YViemns 
on humble knees, falling at his feete, required bis bleſſing, 
and faide, that continued ſorrowes had ſo mortified a 11 
thoughts ofaffetion, that onely gricte was growne to b ce 
pleafing to miſerable creatures; and that cuſtome had mad e 
her content to lye in her bed of woe,and to water her couch 
with teares : onely ſhe prayed, that the juſt God might ap- 
peaſe his ire againſt unjuſt mefi, But how (ſayd fhee) ſhall 
my felfe, perſwade my felte, that you meane me any good, 
that not onely have ſo hardly intreated mee, and fo vnnatu- 
rally impriſoned your ſole childe ; but moſt vniuſtly and 
cruelly have putin priſon poore Sir /aques, that hath ſpent 
all his happieft dayes 1n your unrewarded ſervice. It is the 
true property of a Prince, to reſemble Cod, in vertue, 
bounty, and mercy : and not the Lyon in force, rigour, and 
cruelty. Mercy pardoneth thoſe that deſerve it not; and 
the interpretation of the {triteſt law, ſhouldrather tend to 
mercy, the cruelty”; ſince rigorous lawes were firſt made, 
more to terrifieall , then to torment any. The doubtfull 
Danlphin finding his amiſle, but not his remedie; ſomewhar 

to perſwade his daughter of his repenting rigour,and inten- 
Jet good; commanded that Sir 7 ques ſhould be ſet at liber- 
ty and reſtored to his Priſten (eſtate ; which greatly con.

out my lalt. | 

Theſe laſt wordes, (o ſore appaled L1.1v0va, that icalous 
ofhcr weakneſſe- ( her enteebled eſtate, being unable to 
{ſupport her oppreiſling and confounding ſorrowes ) hee 
much feared (leait overcome with griefe and pailion ) ſhee 
ſhould yeeld ro miſchicfe her miſery : To prevent which, 
he buried, for the time, all his owne griefe, in the heedfull 
care of her ſafety ; and cloſely wiping his bedewed eyes, 
he began, Paſtor-like, to Preach patience, Faith, Hope, and 
Comfort, to her fad diſmayed Soule. Let not (1a:d he, I 
beleech your Excellence) any ſiniſter croſſe,chance,or n.un- 
daine affaires » overthrow, or opprefle, the lively force of 
your requiſite Faith : Nor lct any puſalimity weaken the 
wonted conrage of your prudent minde ; but build your 
Faith and hope on him, whoas Roy, royall, rules and over- 
rules all chances and accidents, that befalles humane Crea- 
tures : Then embrace not a mitchiefe, to prevent an ill; 
ſince God lends good tor evill, as he made light out of 
darkeneſſe, 7ofeph was in priſon , before he could be Go- 
vernor of Egypt ; and the f/razlites werein bondage,before 
they could come into Canaan, : You ſee your ſoare, but not 
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your falue : Though with ob you lye now in aſhes, yet « 


when with /.b, you be tryed, there ſhall be no more ſor- 
rowes left to afflit you, then there were ſores left to tor- 
ment him : For as the power of God is above our capaci- 
1es ; So doth his fuceours and comforts, come quite contra- 
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rieto our hopes : To him therefore referre allthings , and 
in him onely repoſe your felfe ; and be you aſſured, that in 
the aflurance of your better truſt , you ſhall finde comfort 
unexpeRed, and hope well rewarded. Croiſes (your Grace 
knowes) are but-touch ſtones, to try our patience; and 
patience is botha vertue and the true Phyſitian of dittrefle : 


And in managing of affe&ionand afflicion,is the true proofe 


of diſcretion : To overcome an other,is the guift of Fortune; 
ut to vanquiſh our owne willes, is the true proofe of wile 
courage, and a glory proper to our ſelves. 

I confeſle ({aid Vienna,) that Patience is a Vertue, but a 
poore One; andthat Hopeisa heavenly thing , but long 
hopes conſume patience, and water a farre off , doth never 
quench fre at hand : And when two Winters come toge- 
ther , Death may fall before Summer. Yet time (layd La- 
ova) heales grictes, by killing of cares» Nay, Time (thee 
replyed ) is rather a devourer of our expeRations, then a 
Chyrargion to hcale or {oares : For all men takes pleaſure 
to come to theyr journyes end before they be wearie; and 
ourteeming hopes , wauld ever be delivered of a gratious 
Birth. Yet be you Madame (he reanſwered) as you ſhould 
be, it not as you would be, fince it will be as 1t is ; and with 
{ome {weete deceit, exile rheſe fower conceits. Alaſle, 
(fayd Viems) how can ſowre conceites, entertaine ſweet 
deceites? fince preſent deceites, are {till my fowreſt con- 
ceites : Your Phyſicke La-nova, is good, but my diſeaſe is 
deſperate : For patience without comfort, brings perill of 
confumption ; and they are alwayes unpatient Martyrs, that 
are puniſbeduntultly : my griefe was at the higheſt before, 
and now like ſwelling N#/zs, tt di{daineth bounds. Deceive 
not your ſelfe, ſaid La-nova, his endeered Loves not broo- 
King your miſery ; ang not his fraud, never knowne to any, 
with his killing diſpayre (the bloody butcher of all hopes 
contentments, hath forced thus his further flight: And 
for probation thereof, reade heere his Letter , which he 


ſent me ;and doubr you not Madame, but when after-times | 


ihal} makc kim fnde the error of his amifſe, and that his 
woun- 
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wounded hope ſþall be healed with better thoughts; that 


then (fading with the ficke man , that the ſhifting of hi 
Beddezalters not his diſcaſe,) he will then, I ſay, —lowb in 
his repentance , 'and make inquiſition after your welfare. 
Vienna taking and peruling the Letter, and ſwallowing up 
the contents,; with contentment, was overcome aſmuch, 
with kinde, and afteRionategricfe,' asbefore ſhe was ſur. 
priſcd with cold care anddiftaſt, of his ſuppoſed flying fan- 
cic:; Infomuch, that waſhing a new hes face, in the balmy 
droppes of her love-diltilling tcares, ſhe laide her hands 
on hs ſhoulder, ind fig bing layd ; Oo pardons La-mnove, my 
offenſive offence, Sweet Parts, where ſo ere thou art, par- 
don my amiſle ; 1 wasy I amy and willbe, ſtill the ſame, and 
ever thine. Thus having ſurfeited in her owne ſorrow, ſhe 
ged heriealous conceite » and in the com|ort of his con- 
ſtant love, ſhe layd' herdowne on her weeping bed, where 
La-tou4 left hers to reſt het reſtlefle thoughts. _ 

- By this tune,the Mooneſeven times had ſhowne her ful- 
leſt face 3; 'and as tnany times lot the ſplendor ot he. light. 
W henrthe Prince of Burbor,defirous to lee the Einperious 
Miſtrefſe of his enthralled beart, taking humble leave of 
his Father, ſecretly poaſted to Vienna, where the //a»/pain 
enknowledged of his comming, weat to receive him at his 
outermoſt gate. The young Prince, greeted, en:ertained, 
and feaſted , of ſorme, of many, of all ; amongſt them all, 
miſt the faireſt of themall, t he faire Fiemna, the admired 
Princefle of all pulcretude, of whoſe wiſhed welfare , heaſ- 
ked her Father : W ho like a ſubtile eH/ercorif(cunnirg in 
Caurtels) toberly ſayd:; thatas yet ſhe had not recovered 
her health.

- This was ſo Artificially made, andcut; that the falling | 


drops did ſeeme to monrne, and pleade for pittie, _y un- , 
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derneath them, was engraven ; Fienuas helpe. This he gaue, 
and this ſhe gave againe; ſaying, thatby gifts, wee make 
our {clves Lords; but by taking, ſlaves: I will not make a 
Prince ſervile, nor can you make a priſoner proud : ' Aﬀe- 
Aion is a meere ſtranger to affection ; and Iewels of price 
doe not befit a miſerable thrall- Then let your owne gift 
(replyed the Prince):nake youa Qurene,and me yourſlave, 
My tortunes ({aid Vzema) admitsofino ſuch Soveraignety ;- 
and your Greatneſle is too potent for a. Vaſſall.. I am roo 
poure to give ; and it ſtands not with a Lord to begge;, then 
be you (till a King in your owne thoughts ; and. I will reſt 
content with my Fate. Why, Kings (anſwered the Prince) 
have no priviledge inLove: and the Gods themſclves.were 
ſabjeX ro beauty. Yirnna conſtant in her chaſte, pretence, 
ſeeing his earneſt proſecution, and being wearied with re- 
filtance, becauſe loathing ſuch conference, held it good pol- 
licy to prevent his further importunicy, And therefore ſhe 
bricfely and plainely told him, that ſhe was not for his ho« 
nour, nor his honour for her humour. For know. (ſhe wee- 
ping {ajd) that che long cold and grievous impriſonment, 
which indurable, 1 have yet endured, hath ſo corrupred and 
putrified my imparedbody ; that the ,very, ſtench, thereof 
offendeth, and endangereth the ſmall (yet tedious). remain- 
der of my loathcd lite.

Now Str Pars had by this times recovered the bounds of 
Turky, where fearing the innate, and inveterated malice of 
thoſe barbarous Iatidels againſt Chriſtians, To diſpierce 
that threatning cloud, that might ſhower downe milchicfe 
on his harmeleſle head; Hee made pollicy his gayde » and 
craft his Councellour ; And being a great Artiſt , and well 
learned in the ſecrets of Narure ; He caſt an Artificiall black- 
nefle all oyer him, and tranſnominated his name by turning 
his name backeward, he Chriftned bimſclte $5rap, an e/Et br- 
opianborne, : | 


For. who in forraigne place, Will ſafely live, ard credit Winne, 
Auſt work with Wiles, and not oppo/*; nor hold their doings finne 


Thus with indefatigable paines he travailed, unregarded 
of all, and not ſuſpeted of any, unto {, 07 (tartinopte - where 
having knowledge of the Greeke torjgue, hee coverſed 
with the meanelt of eſtate, the better to prelerve his owne 
eſtate. And.it happeacdy(and happiiy happened)that For- 
tune, Fortune-like of his foe, became his tricnd. For 'walk- 
ing one day into the fields,accompanied wich none, buc with 
his owne troubled thoughts, hee encuuntred by adventure 
with the. Sultans chiefe Faulkner , who. retuining froin 
Hawking, bare on; his hand a goodly tayre Fauicon, fo 
dangerouſly hurr, that there reſted no hop< of h«lpe, | $rap 
(for fo now mult we call him) {ecing the Hawke hang her 
bruiſed wings, and all blooded on her flurtered oreaſt, being 
Artificially cunning, . and nacurally affecting rhe game; pit- 
tied the chance,andboldly ſtepping to hiingask dan aw 
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how it happened. The Faulkner neere dead, to ſee his 
Hawke almolt dead; fadly tolde him, that flying at the Ri- 
ver, his Hawke lying at height of higheſt pitch, made to 
forceable a touping on the rifing Fowle, that in her ſtone- 
like tall , ſhenere gorg'd her ſelfe on a broken bough, that 
grewe amonglt other branches, upon the Grovie banke. 
Such ſaid Sirap, 1s the fortune of the field ; but what will 


yougive, if Trecover your Hawke ; any thing (aid the 


Faulkner ) for that Solzmor, the great Sultan, doth prizc 
her for her high flying , befoxe any City in Greece « Then 
Srrap undertaking it , gathered certaine powerfull hearbs, 
of inward, and unknowne vertue, and bought other Apo- 
thecaric materials ; and ſo carctully applyed his expert 
Skill, that in ſhort time he hcaled, and perteted the fo en- 
dangered Hawke. The Faulkner admiring at his $kill (for 
ignorance is the mother of admiration) in the 1oy of his 
thoughts, went, and brought his recovered Hawke unto 
Solemon, and recounted unto him , how thata ſtranger » an 
e/Ethiopian borne , that called himſelfe Sirap z had effeted 
that cunning Cure; and that he was a man ſo exquiſite in all 
proportion, and of ſo goodly, and majelticall a preſence,that 
hee ſecmed not onely to bee of an Heroicall heart, but alſo 
promiſed more then-was n{ually in a man.. The Se/tan joy- 
ous of his Hawke, and wcll pleaſed with his deſcription, 
hcld his requiſite canning in great regard; and his ſervice 
morenecefiary then others: And therefore hee inſtantly 
ſentior him; who no fooner came , bat thatliking his per- 
{ons he graced him with his good countenance, and deman- 
ded what he was, and what occaſion broughr him 1nto that 
Region. 5:72p, whole Courtly demeanour , might well 
warrant his behaviour, and in whoſe face, was {tampt the 
rue Character of honour, with humble boldnefle told him, 
that he was of no great lineage, nor lively-hood, yet gentle 
borne; but fo ſubjec to the deſtinies diſpleaſure, that not 
brooking his fatall infelicity , hee ſecretly bad left the ut- 
moſt South of «#4:0pze, adioyning tothe Deſerts of Libia, 
tsNative ſoyle, to fſeeke content elſe-where 1n torraigne 

Nations, 
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Nations, And after, ſaid Sirap, I had long with tedious tr2- 
vaile paſt the hote, and whole Clymate of ,2fricke, having 
10 other companinton then my minde, norn0 other ſervant 
then my tongue : 1 was at lengthby the guide of Fortunc, 
conducted into this part of Greece, whue my thoughts 
wing'd with deſire, to ſee the molt great, 'and mightieſt 
Monarch on the earth, brought me to this your imperial . 
ſeate» Fhe Sz#/ran pleated, with bis pleating, and well cou- p7; 
| * ched words. (grew delirous of his ſervice) and therefore 
according tothe nature of his pride (appropriating to him 

{elfe authority overall) he Imperiouſly commanded him to - 

attend his perſon : To which, though $:rap kneiv, that de- 

nials to {uch abſolute Potentates, were held for capitall of- 

fences: yet he thus reverently and boldly anſwered, If, ſaid 

he, any poore endeavqurs of mine {moſt high.and mighty 
Emperour) way $e but pleaſing to your Greatnefle, I ſhall 

then thiake my ſelte moſt happy, when 1 (hall find my (clfe 

able to dae you any agrecable ſervice. But if in any wiſe 

your unmatchable Maielty , ſeeke ſototye meto your will, _ 

that of neceſſity I muſt tollow your fancy : Then muſt T 

(not offending your magnificence) deeme both your higheſt 
Highneſſe , uniuſt ; and hold your Law, no Law, becauſe 
grpundedon neceſſity. The Saltan wondring at his bolde. 

and diſcreet an{were, and liking his noble and generous 

ſpirit, highly eſtimated him, according to the vertue of his 

courage ; that could ; and durſt, with ſuch prudent bold- 

neſſe, and circumſpedt feare, except againſt his never con- 

troled pleaſure.: And therefore allowing his reaſons for rea- 

fon; hee freely graunted him more then the full prehemi- 

nence of a free priviledged Travailer and ſetting greatneſſe 

and the law of his will aſide ; hegently entreated him, but 


to make {ome {tay in his Court, and hee would mount his 
fortunes, by his extended favours. 


T buz Workes our Starres; by meanes moſt ſmall. 
" T bat things fore-doom'd, by Fate, may fall, 
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tadour, but newly arrived, was lodged. 

Now among{t the Ambaſladors tollowers, there was one 
that farre exceeded all the reſt, in huge height, incampara- 
ble ſirength, and great proportion, inſomuch that the 
Turkes did with wonder admire his ſtature, and deemed 
his Sawpſen-like- force, beyond the power of men. Thus 
grim and infatiating Tartar (who ſerv'd no other God, but 
his will ; nor obſcrv*d no other law, but his luſt ) being one 
dey left behinde , to mannage ſome affaires in the houſe, 
when the relt were goneto the Court ; ſuddainly, and moſt 
rudely ſeazed upon a young Damdſell, that as unfortunately 
as unadviledly , was come to ſee the proviſion, and manner 
of theſe Strangers. Her ( without any ſhew of good en. 
treaty, or kince uſage ) with a facile force he carriedinto a 
Chamber,anddiſverginated her; notwithſtanding ber fhrill 
C!yes, that czId tin many (but toolate) to her ayde. This 
vat. med beaſt, or rather infernall devill , finding himſelfe 
oppieit with multitudes, greweſo-enraged, that Iis wrath 
had no meane, neithe did his interrupted fury , admit of 
any conlideratige , but dreadleſſe both of Law and danger , 
place, and people: hee threw all te the earth ,* that-came 
ncerc to kim, cndeavom ing ſtill toretaine his prey, which 
made the out-Cr yes of all ſo great ; That Sirap beirg mn his 
Chamber, at the noyſe thercof , ruſhed in with bis peace- 
able ſword, and finding bim carrying the bemoaning Mayd@, 
in an unmannerly manner from them , towards wm her 

Cham- 


Vienna: 


Chamber, he {o-powertfully ſmote him on the face with his 
diſpleaſed hand , that force,perforce, he was forc'd to leave 
his hold,and betake him to lus angry Semitar, with which 
hee furiouſly aſſaulted him. But Ssrap (who held ira great 
fault, notto doe a good thing well ) readily returned him 
vawelcome intereſt, for his ſo willing leave» Long did they 
worke on each ather, like rempeſts on a Shippe, ' and the 
bloud of both, did wellſhew., that nather of them were 
well pleaſed: None durit come ncere them, till that Ks/er 
a age, Captaine of the fan3zaries, hearing of this tumultu» 
ous and debatefull trife, came in, and ſtayed the fighr. 

The Damoſels Father, and friends, (itanding upon theyr 
ſtrength of teſtimony) purſucd the outrage, by way of com- 
plaint againſt the Tartar , and required of S#/imon the bene» 
fit of Law. . The Tarter (meg himſelfe under the 
proteRtion of Potency and Ambaſſagic) plcaded the privi- 
ledge of hisplace, and ſaid ;- That he was [yable to theyr or- 
dinances; nor ſubie& to any bur'to his ewne Lord , the 
Empcrour :- who in Maieſty, might, and merit, farre fur- 
mounted all other Potentates ofthe world , and therupon 
offered in open Gourt:Combat, thundering out defiance a- 
gainſt all, that but-durſt averre the contrary. 
Solimon much diſtaſting his-ungoverned pride, and worſe 


/, 
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diſieſting hisbarbarous outrage, and offenſive contempt : 


did inwardly fret-that no one durſt attempt to quench, nor 
allay the prodigall heat - of his foolich fire ; and not knows- 
ing. how otherwiſe: to-corre&t his inſolence.,, ſince Kings 
ſhouldever ſhew themſelvesrather- juſt, then great : and 
thelaw of Nations (which is the ſtate of peace, and mainte= 
nanceof honour) did wartant his tryall by Combat ;. hee at 
laſt thus deliberately concluded: That the 2 0. day follow- 
Ing, heſhouldbe ready. Armedt all aſſayes, and mounted 
like'a Knight, to make thatgood with his ſword » which 
he ſo arrogantly, andover;audatiouſly had delivered with 
us tongue, And if;there came. not any onethen to; chaſtiſc 
hisfolly;and corre& him for his byuriſh:, and iniurious at- 
 tempts, that thenhe ſhould bet free from'touch, both of ce 
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and life. This being ramoured abroad, came to Sireps cares, 
who grieving to looſe opportunity,as one thatthirſted after 
occalion , both to ſhew his gals om honoutable revenge, 


and to doe So/i1m9n ſome commendable ſervice ; though his 
reſolution was a {wlicient Armour for the encouhter ,- yet 
knowing that naked valonr, could promiſe no ſuccelfe 
where Armed force did affaile : his greateſt feare was, 
leaſt for want of Artnour , and furniture, others'would cut 
the graſſe from under his feete, and fo deprive him both 
of tayour and fortune. But this couragious: feare , 'was ac- 
qQuitted by the timorous feare ofall others, that feelingly 
feared ſuch deſperate and deadly attemprs, as promiſed ne1- 
ther hap, nor hepe of good ſucceſſe. Arlengrh the day be- 
ing come, and all thingsimm order , came Solionu yith his 
Sultannefſe, tended with his Viceeropes, Begletbegs,and Baſe 
ſhaes in great Royalty, and 2 006, Armed men for his/Gnard, 
andin the place of tryall aſſigned , he ſeated himſelfeand his 
Sultanefſe upon a glotious Throane within his Imperial Pa- 
villion ; great- was the preſſe, and many the people, that 
wayted on-the iſae hereof: when fuddainly the ſonnd of 
Trumpet ſhewed the neere approach -of the Tartar who 
(in honour of his earthly God-, the ſonne'of thelighr, rhe 
terrour of men , and for the repute of his- Country ) came 
With his ſword drawne, accompanied wich the Ambaſſador 
and all his followers, moſt richly furniſhed. The: Appel- 
lant himſelfe being mounted oh a couragious- Horſe, his 
Caparifons, and otherthis furniture; / all of 'parpte $artin, 
embroydered with gold all oyer, with diſmembred heads, 
armes, and ſevered legges of flaughtered mengbetprinklet 
_—_ blood. way == - _—_ = e—riove, Kerr 
his owne /pifture, naked; holding- a Combating Lyon, 
ſtifled by the throat with hishand., 'and whdernenth was 
written, Winay Nor : In this terrifying equipage , he 
[tayed at the Barriers of the Lyſts,, untill che 'Ojttcers ap- 
poynted for tharſervice, demanded what he'wasjand where 
forethe came; who anſwered, thathee was Purbalent the 
fierce , theinvincible Tartar , that came to a _ 
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ſword, that he being onely ſubject to the greatelt Monarch 
on earth.( who-had no cquall) ought not to vndergoe the 
cenſure of any other inferiour power, and thereypon de- 
manded entrance';; which being permitted , hee put vp his 
ſword, and was conduted to the vpper end of the Lyſts , 
where lighting, he was (cated ina rich Chaire, ſuitable to 
his Baſſes, - to repoſe him{elie m + Neere vato which, wag 
pitch'd a moſt ftately Tent for the Ambaſſador, and his 
Trayne. Thea the Herautd was commanded to ſammon 
the Defendant by ſound of Trumpet, butno one appeared , 
which made Seliwon tearefull of diſgrace, Then he ſoun-» 
ded the ſecond time, but no Qne prefentcd him(ſclfe: whick 
made the proud Tartar ( in arrogancie of his red»3ubted pu- 
ifance ) to ſtand yp, and drawing his terrified (word , hee 
brandiſhed it ouer his head , in tach tryumphing and da- 
ring manner » that the great Sa/res freeing his inſulting 
pride, could {ſcarce cantaine himſelfe within himfelfe. 
"Then as the Herauld founded his laſt ſummons, a lowly 
 Heemit,clad all in gray, leaning on a ftaffe of Ebony, ſtayed 

him with | his other hand, and requized , that hee might 
ſpeake with Solbymen the Emperour; who being broughe 
before him, bowed hiawſlfe thrice before him, and then 
yed inzeale of Juſtice, and for the honour of the Fu: kith 
Eawire, he might hauc Horle, and Armour, to tame that 
vnciuill and vatutored Tartar, whoſe pride, hee faid, was 
not ſo high, /but that Ferngeancedid fit abone it. 

The Salten glad that any one durft, and would in his ha» 
nour vadertake, ſo-great and fearefull a hazard ; commans 
ded that preſently he ſhould be wichdrawne, and b:ought 
to his Armoury, and there at his choyfebe Arar'd, & moun- 
ted as his proper Champion z which was no ſooner (aid, 
but that the Hermit being anrend:d on thither, tooke ( vp- 
on the view of all) ene of the largeſt, and oe that fitted his 
owne conceit be: wherewirh being Armed , an4 moun- 
"ted, he ſh<wed himlelfe at the Barriers end of the Lyſt, i1 a 
bright Azure Armour , like vntothe 8kje, wich a haife 
Moone in the midft,borh before, and behynd: ; His taites, 
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| Caparizons, and other furniture waved like a Sea, full of 


filver Fiſhes, that ſeemed as he rid, to ſtirre5 and play under 
ſo bright.a Planer, On his Shield hee had a Ship, ſtayed (in- 
the midſt of a Sea) by a little Fiſh; called Rewiors z and his 
1mpreſſe was, Vereue, not force.” As thug hee ſtood lpoking + 
for entrance ,- The appointed Officeas, demautaded what he' 
was, and wherefore-hee-came, who anſwered; "thathe was 
a Man of peace, a devout Hermite,” and' one of theleaſt'of 


the moſt humbleſt Servants of Great Solimiany ; Who for 


the love of Honour , and to honour his Lord, came to ap- 
proovethat the Sultan of Tarkie, was a greater and a' more” 
Emperiall, anda more magnificent Monarch, then the Tar-" 
tarian Emperour, and much more renowned in his perſon'; 
And that Twrbulents ſhamefull; and criminall offence, was! 
puniſhable (by all Nationall lawes ) where the fault wag 


committed ; and rhis he would make good on his body, and 


deſired to enter the Lyſts. : Ypon'this; all the Turkes gave a 
great ſhowt;andcryed Gad,and «I abower for the Herwvit 
And ſo purrting up his Sword; hee was conducted by one of 
the Basfhaes to theother end of the Lyſts, where diſmoun- 
ting bimſeltc, hee was ſeated.iin a rich Ehayre of Statey curi- 
oully wrought with halfe Moones in filyer,and ſer withpre- 
rious Stones. During theyr ſmall repoſe, theele&ed Off 
cers viewed theyr Armes, and theyr Armours, 'to'ſee'whe- 
ther they wereof equalllengrch, anJ thart-there ' were no 
wrong done to Chiyalry : andthen the chiefe Herauld' pro- 
claimed y: that. noone ynder paine of death ſhoutd'enter the 
Lyſts, but the Oilicersappoynted to the ſervice,and thatno 
one ſhould calt any thing intothe Lyſts, nor vſe any words, 
nor ſigne to diſcourage, orencourage either party: | 
This done, he bade the Combarants toirife; arid \mount 
themſelves, and attheſound of Trumpet to' begin the af- 
{aulr. Atthe ſetting foorth it could notbe' diſcerried who 
was firſt, The T artar,bearing his Maſt-like Staffe over high, 
carried away part of the Hermites Plume 3 But the'Hermite 


(unto whom Indgement and cuſtome, 'gave/an advaritage) 
bare himſclfeſo evenly in; bis winged Gburle, that he Nie 


theTarrar (0 torceable onthe breit, that though the good- 
3 nefle | 
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nefle of his Armour-denyed entrance, yet did it make him. 
doe 'homage to the'ftrength of the blow: + For 'Turbulene 
id" keeping his ſeate, was notwithſtanding, by t he' breaking 
|  ofall his Girthes,ſer onthe ground, with his Saddle betwixt 
his-lepges. This not onely moved great laughter,but ſtroke 

allmen with ſucha wonders that- where before they could” 
not harbour theleaſt hope, now they began to looke after 
good hap,” The Tartar ſwelling with irefull difdaine (like 
anto the diſturbed Ocean) breathed oat direfull revenge ; 
and furiouſly drawing foorth his dreadfull Sword, called 
for him, (who needed no ſummons ar all) rhreatning death 
and deſtruction, not onely.to him, : but to all vthers. But 
the Hermit,whoſeundiſmayed courage,could not be ſhaken 
with any boylterous windes ;. upon his ſtopage , turned 
his Horſe, and ſ(ceing him on foote, ({corning the advan - 
tage )alighred, and unſheathing his correting Semitar, ad- 
vitedly came towards the T'arrar,' who rudely faluted him, 
with ſo mightie a' blow, that notwithſtanding his full 
ward, with his Shicld) hee was forced to Ragger alittle; 
whereby hee knew the unreſiſtable-ſtrength of his Foe; and 
more warily ſtood after, rather. upon motion, then' war- 
ding-: Yer did'ihis ſuperlative valour, equall the others in- 
comparable ſtrength : But the Hermzr, in guerdon of T wr. 
bulents cold curteſie, returned him ſuch powerfull thankes, 
as made his dazeled eyes ready to ſtart out of his diſturbed 
head. This-interchange of puifſant ſtroakes (ecchoing like 
the Ceclopes blowes upon theyr fiery Anviles)-begot fach 
{pightfull diſdaine, and malitious rage in both;that the tem- 
peſtuous furie of theyr ſtormy blowes came-like thunder, 
to the amazement of the beholders..: The great ſtaturc,and 
unreſiſtable ſtrength of the one, ſhewing-both might and 
courage ; and the unmatchable valour, and prative 5kill of 
the other, ſhewing great prowis and judgement. T arbulener, 
madde with hatefull and angry contempt , that any- one 
ſhould, or could, ſo ſtand againſt-him (truſting to his never 
fayling ſtrength) layd on ſuch. loade on the magnanimious 
Hermize, as all men wondered hoy he could kcepe his ftan- 
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ding, or ſtanding, durſt onceſtand to withttand him : Bur 
the bold haughtie fermite , whoſe watehtull care, and vſed 
7 Skill, had made him expert in ſuch threatning tempeſts, 
KH Faue ſome way vnto that ſtormie ſhower , auoydihg the 
f danger, ſometimes by motion of his Bodic, and ſometimes 


| by ſtrong and warie wardes; neuer looſing any aduantage 
. to offend, nor giaing ground in his defence. | 
| In theend, finding the T artars waſting fury toconſume 
| it ſelfe ; In the abatement thereof, he ſoredoubled his re- 
x newed blowes, whichlike hayle-ſtones, ftroue ta ouertake 
each other before they fell, that T #rbalent knew not how 
to auoide the greatneſle of the ſtorme. Now was there ſe- 
$8 aerall Armours broken , bruiſed, and mangled in many pla- 
ces, and the blood that iſſued from them both, made the 


dyed Earth a witneſſe of their implacable rage. But the 
Tartar, that had lok moſt blood, finding his ſtrength to a- 
bate, vnited all his farces together, and {mote the Hermite 
| I {o forceablie en his Burgonet, that notwithſtanding his 
#1 | Shield, which then he cloue aſfunder, he brought him on 


his knees maugre bath his warde and his might ; but fych 
was his quicke deliuerie , and inuincible courage , that ke 
| was no fooner downe, then he was vp wgaine; and ſeeing 
bimſcite depriued of the beſt part of his defence, he was fo 

overcome with ſcornefull anger, that he had beene broughe 
| ſolowe; that he began to renew the Fight, more furioutly , 
and with much more puiſdant and inſupportable blowes ; 
zhen before; and finding ( by his euerwatchingeye) thar 
the Vambraſle was broken, and falne from the Tarters Cue 
ratr, and that he was within his aduantage ; taking his 
threatning and wrathfull Sword in both his hands, hee 
hit him ſo full and ſo &rongly on his dilarmed Arme, that 
heeſeuered it from bis curſed Bodte , -ſothat Arme, and 
barmefull ſword, fell beth ro-theground. The Spleen, and 
all the reſt, beyond all wander, wondering at the grearneſſe 
of the blow , and thacontinuance of ſo tecriblez cumare,, 
admired who that valiant 'Hermive ſhould be, that wich 
ſuch yawearted force, and fuchapprouce all » —_ 
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ed ſuch prowefle, as the like was never ſcenc. 

The lofſe of the Tarters arme made himcurſe heaven,and 
earth, and-trothing at his meurhy like a walde chafted Bull, 
hebcllowing out wrath, and vengeance; in ſuch a madding 
manner, thar(bcing as ignorant of his Fate, as he was unpu- 
dently matLin the maintenance of his 1gnominious wrong ) 
he deſperately runne.headlong.on the Hermit ,. thinking fo 
to beare him over.. But advited experience , and wary our- 
cutn{petioa, which had ever arm'd the Hermit for all acci- 
dents, and aſſaults, made him unwilling of ſuch unkind 
embracement : And therefore made ſtopage by a molt for- 
tunare thruſt, which finding entrance under his bruiſed Ta- 
ſes, runne upwards, and made quicke rnquiſttion atter his 
death. Thus was the pride of Golzeb tumn'd to contuſion, 
and thus fel the redoubted T @rtar, like a great Towre upon 
the earth, to.the amared gricte of the Ambaſladour, and all 
his Traine; and to theadmiring10yes of the Sultav and his 
Turkes. Bur the Hermit, who ever held , that to deſtroy 
merceitully, was to-ſave ; _ to him, and pullng off bis 
head-piece, with:his fword he ſmit off his fcarefull head, 
and holdingit upion high, .Cryed , God lave Sobwong, the 
invincible Sw/ran, the mightieft Emperour, and greateft Po- 
tentate onearth. 

This'bezng done, the Trumpets trynmphantly ſounded 
foorththe ioy'of maſt pleafing Victory, and all the people 
made ſuch rejaycingCryes, that theyr applauding thonrs 
pier the lower region, to 'witnefſe theyr glory on the 
earth, But filence being made, the hcroicall vitorious 
Hermit (armi'd with glorious conqueſt) was betwixt two 
Beglerbegges (the chietelt of the Turkiſh Nobility ) brought 
with ſounding Trumpetsunto the Sultan, who commen- 
ding his great Rrengrh , his farmounting prowefle, and 
molt invincible conrage,, commanded him to put off his 
Helmet, that he might know who had ſo much honoured 
him, thataccording to his greatmerrit, hee might .deler- 
vedly advance lim. To which the humble Hermes anfwe- 


ted, that all his Aﬀtions did aymear Honour, not at advance- 
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ment; and that the favours he had already found and recci- 


ved of ſo grett a Prince, was all-ſuſhcient in itfelte, to en- 


able a weaker arme toperformea greater 'worke ; belides, 
his deſire (he ſayd) did carry him beyond all meanes-, and 
ability , to doc him a more pleaſing ſervice; And there- 


- withall taking of his Helmet , in all humility hebowed his 


body (according to the Turkiſh manner). thrice: unto hims. 
But when Solimon ſaw that he was Sirap, his new afteted 
and entertained friend , laying aſide all ſtate and regard of 
greatneſſe, he ranne to him, and embracing him, ſaid : How 
ſhall the Turkiſh Sz/ten requite the honourable - love of ſo 
praiſe-worthy a friend, that in therenowned hazzard of his 


1nualuable life, hath both preſerved, anddignified my name, 


and the fame of my Empire. But more befitting times, ſhall 
ſhew us reſpectively gratefull , and affetionately mindfull, 
of ſo vertuous Aa friend, ſo famousa Champion, and ſo glo- 
riousan a&t. In the interim, hee commanded that three of 
his chiefe Baſhaes ſhould ridebefore. S5rap,, and that the 
firſt ſhould carry the Terters louped arme and ſword: the 
ſecond his unwcldy ſpeare, and maſſie ſhield; and the third, 
his grimand tercibleſevered: head; and that 'atter ſhould 
follow the monſtrous and headlefſe trunke of that huge 
boaſting Goliabz after whom ſhould march the diſgraced 


*Ambaſſadour, and all hisdiſcontented traine : And that Si 


rap mounted on his Courſer, all alone, with his naked blou- 
diced ſword in his hand , like a Conquerour ſhould: follow; 
and after him, he himſelte, his Sulreneffe , and allhis royall 
Attendants would ride, / and ſo paſſe through the Citie, to 
his Pallace. This he did to honour his friend ; And out of 
this honour , did Eugenia the: Sultaneſſe more affetionately 
lookeupen the Merrit of $irap; His carriage ſeemed: now 
more maieſticall; his colour though blacke ,' ſhee-deemed 
lovely ; andrhe nobleneſſe of his ſpirit, deſerved (ſhee 
thought) the favour of the greateſt Empreiſe. This liking 
begot longing, and ſhe deſired now to enioys' what 'ſhetwas 
enjoyncd not toaffet. : The remembrance of her place, and 
the tetrour of their law, qualified , but -not Gy ><" 
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fired fancie; which ſhe ſeeking to ſmother in the embers, 
burit out atter into a greater, and more ſhamefull flame. 
But S:rap, during his- repoſe, for the healing of his 
wounds, entering-nto coniideration of his croſle tortunes, 
ſeeing hisadinired victories applauded with open joyes, 
honour, and tiyamphes ; and his dejeted and: enthralled 
heart, {till clad in blacke woe, and accompanyed onely with 
ſecretgriefe, and tormenting pallions. To fecd his diſtaſte 
of retoycing, with toine ſad conceires. He ſ{uitably-compo. 
{ed rheſe tew following reverlt ,-and returning verſes ; 
which being read either forward gf back ward,are ſtill the 
{ame in ſence both wayes;and either way, end in meetcr. | 


Toy, «Mirth, Tryumphes ; I due defie, 
Deſtroy me Death ; fayne would / dve : 
Forlorne am I ;, Loves exiulde, 
$3 corne (miles thereat ; Hope is beguilde : 
Men baniſh'dbliſſe, in Woe muſt dwell, 
T ber! Ioy, «Mirth, Tryumphes, all farewell. 


Thus did he ſhewe himſelfe to beeyer one, as conſtant 
in his woes as he was unremoveablc in his love ; And thus 
ever 1n his houres of lea{ure, did either his rongue com- 
plaine, or his penne manifeſt his ſorrow. But when loathed 
time had healed his honoured wounds. The grand Sultars 
to give his ſolitarineſſe ſome ſollace, ſent unto him, that the 
next day hee ſhould be in befitting readinefle to attend him 
to the chaſe of the wilde Boare, in the neere adioyning for- 
reſt; And commanded one of his Basſhaes to ſee that Szrap 
ſhould be well mounted, and furniſhed accordingly. For 
ſtill ic bare him in minde* (ſecing the map of Maicſty in his 
eyes, & finding the vertue of true nobilityin his thoughts) 
that he was extra from Royall bloud; And by this mcanes, 
he thought he ſhould {by his obſervance) make a further 
tryall thereof, The next morning Phabu had no ſooner 
rent the able Cludes, and waſt'd his face wich the dew 
ef the carth, but that the winding of baſe and buglc "m—_— 
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ſummoned the S/ran to his Silvan ſports , and Sirap to his 
attendance. 

And long it was not , but that eachone was 1n full readi- 
neſſe, andbeing horſed , rid to the Forreſt, where lepara- 
ting themſelves, they tooke divers wayes , the ſooner to 
finde theyr game, but {till S5y«p attended the Sultan, whole 
fortune was to eſpic the Boare, whetting of his angry 
Tuſhes in the mouth of his denne , as though hee had fore- 
ſeene his pretended purſuit, and meant to wound his purſu- 
ing foes, The S#/tan proud of ſuch ſuccefle, gave {purres 
to his Alving Horſe, and with careleſle cagernetſe unlodging 
the beaſt, purſucd his fo {wittly , that none but Sep could 
come neere vnto him. The Boare (ceing himiclfe purſued, 
fled by decreed deſteny towards the middelt of the Defart; 
where the Tu: ke faſt following, was {odainly ſeazed on by 
2 grcat,fell, and hideous Dragen. 

Stray ſeeing the Sultan io embraced within the murthe- 
r12g armes of death, (knowing no feare to make a pawſe) 
{et tpurres to his Horle, and ſo turiouſly runne at him with 
his Boare ſpeare , that he happily wounded him under the 
left wing. The fierce Dragon feeling the ſmart of his hurt, 
teft lis vakind hold, andimote with his wings fo violent. 
ly at Sirap, that he brake hisſpearcall to pieces. Then 
drew Serap his Semitar , which che $*!ran had that mornin 
ziven him , and frefhly aſſaulted that dreadfull Beal 
with {uch adviſcd heedfulneſſe, that hardly could thatenra- 
ged Monſter faſten on him ; ſo quicken agility, ſo ready jn 
dexterity, and ſo watchtull hee was at all ttmes. But in the 
end he ſmore Sirap fo forceable with his Serpentine tayle, 
that maugre all his might and ſtrength, he was conſtrained to 
fall on the ground : when the wrathfull Dragon advancing 
kis threatning wihgs , and opening his internall mouth, 
made offer as ſhe would deyoure himat once. But S:rep ſee- 
ing the danger, carried ſo vigilant an eye, and fo ready 
2 hand, that the Dragon no ſooner {tooped to feaze on him 
but that, as hee lay vprighton the ground, hee ſo ſtrongly 
thralt his well ſtegled Semitar into his almoſt unpentrable 
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breaſt, that piercing his heart, he {odainly preuented death 
by death. Now the frighted Sn/ran, who onely was bur 
pinched a little with hisclawes ; was no {ooner free from 
that murthering Beaſt, but that creeping amazedly into a 
thicke buſhy Groue, he tearefully hid himſelfe there, ſcarce 
daring to lend his eycs, ts behold that vacouth and peril- 
lous Combat. But when he ſaw $:rap on his fectes {triking 
off that gaſtly and monſtrous head ; and eliuating it on the 
point of his Seinitar, and turning himſelte, called for his 
Lord. Then, then, came he torth in the adiffration of «his 
thoughts; and kneeling downe, firſt gaue thankes to ea. 
bometr,and then to him, for his fo redeemed and preſerued 
life. Bur Sirap yeelding the heauens onely thankes, bad him 
aſcribe the onely glory thereof to God, and not to him a 
ſiafull man, or to any other ſarmized power; ſince none but 
God had armed his humble heart with vndaunted courage ; 
and none but (cd could haue giuen his weake hand ſuchs 
happy Conqueſt. As this they tacrificed their thankes. 
Oe of the Bashees, that hadloſt himſelfe in the perſuit , 
came ſtraying in by chance , vnto whom the Sultan recoun- 
ted all theaccident : with ſuch admiring wonder of Siraps 
worthy valour » that both the Sn!re», and his Basſha, cltee. 
med him as another Mabomet. In this height of Solimons 
toy for his ſecured life ; he commanded the Basſhs himſelfe 
to carriethe Dragons head before $Srrap 1ato the Citie , and 
that his man ſhould poaft before to publiſh that thrice re- 
nowned deed, that the Citizens might tryumph in the 
Lords eſcape, and honuor Sirap for his purchaſed life, And 
no ſooner 1t was reuecaled,Sut that the Citizens firlt amazed 
with wonder, and after rauiſhed with 10y, wholly went to 
meete their earthly God ; whom once reuerenced , they 
guarded to the Citie gate; where the (aliphe ( the Primate 
of their ſuperſtition) to celebrate the happinefieof Solimens 
preſeruation, accompanied with all the order of their cere- 
monious Pricſts, receiued him, and brought him after their 
Hereticall, or rather Heathenith manner to his Pallace. 


The next day hee cauſed the Dragons head tobe ſet 01 his 
M 2 Pallace 
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Pallace gate, thatall men beholding it, might know their 
Lords danger, and S:raps valour. Then he aftembiled all his 
Basſhat:, and in theyr preſence would have created hin one 
of his Vers ; which withall chanketull humility hee reve- 
rently refuſed, as not capableyer of that dignity, and theres 
fore huinbly requeſted his greatneſſe, that hee would for a 
tim< pardon his denya!l , untill the infancy of his weake 
merrit, were growne ſtronger in better deſerts, which well 
pleaſed Solimoy, becaule Solrmm would not difpleale Sirap. 
Then began he to tcalt, & tomake rryumphes in his Court, 
W here Si ap honoured knighthood in thoſe Iuſts, and gra- 
ced thote Tuſts in honour of the $#/tan,Such was hisKnight. 


| Iy cartage, tuch his unreſiitable courage; ſo well could hce 


manage his furious Steed, and to redoubted was hee in all 
his encounters 4 that all men rather deemed him the God 
of Armes, then a man in Armes, For the:e was neither 
Tucke, nor Sarazen, that could withſtand his puiffant 
force : nor was there any diſmounted, thar- held himfelfe 
diſhonoured.So highly did they eftimare his uncqualled va- 
tour , thatthey held his power rather divine then humane. 
As for the vulgar ſort they flock'd about to ſee him, with 
ſuch applauding ſhowtes, as though Mars hadlett his hea. 
venly Sphere, and diſcended amongſt them, to {port him- 
{elfc on earth, 

Theſe Heroicall deedes of famous Chivalry, begot admi- 
ration 1n all, but brought torth ſuch unrefiſtable affetio nin 
the faultfull Sulranefſe » that what before ſhee held deadly, 
now ſhe deemed it not to be veniall : Lafcivious love difiol- 
ved the bonds of all reſpeRts, and her minde being ſet on 
dcfire,nothing could limit her aduentures. For though laſt 
caric ruine behinde her, yet muſt the Queene of love enjoy 
the God of Warre : yea, though Yulcan frame and lay h is 
ſabrill nets for theyr diſcoverv-How to make eArgoes ſleepe 
was all her unquiet care ; the eyes of the Eunuches muſt bee 
made blinde, either with gold, or guile z which thee putin 
practiſe, by calling theſe watching Attendants , or rathe, 
jealous Iaylers unto her ; unto whom ſhee tolde , that the

Dignities agravate the offence againſt him , that is bound 
not to offend ; and ſuch pleaſures ever contaminate thoſc 
that 1mbrace them.

Or what could you expe more from 
him, then to bee wholly yours ? with adventure of life hee 
offers love, and not regarding danger, hee devotes himſelfe 
tO your pleafure.  O happie Lady, Soveraigne Queene of 
For Cane, and ſole commander of contentment ; that out of 
your owne fancy can tryamph over others affetions, and 
at your owne pleaſure enjoy your defires with wiſhed de- 
lights, Engezi« amazed, and"Confounded with wonder, 
knew not what to ſay, or thinke of herſelfe : Sure ſhe was 
that ſheeread it direRtly otherwiſe, and as afſuredly ſhee 
found it now to beeotherwiſe.

And finding himfelte exiled from Prince, 
Parents,and poſſeilions, wandering like a tugitive,trom for- 
raigne places, to places ſtill unknowne. Thengthen, drow- 
ning the late lowing {treame of his gotten glory, 1n the full 
Sea of his preter hard haps; hee began thus tocaſe his op» 
preſling gricte,by pleading, and publiſhing to the winds his 
caſe, and caufe of grievous Cares

The Snitan weying the danger of an -unpraciſed Gene- ' 
rall, allowed the rather his..devout obietions; and conli-.

crated promiſe ; but yeelding to his requeſt, hee made 
e Huſtepha,Ba:ſha, his Generall; and the preparation for 
him was ſo great, thatthe bruit thereof picrcing the We- 
ſterne Clyme, came tothe knowledge of the French King :

The Merchant, having waded thus farre into the depth 
of his awaked intention, thought good toſound the Foord 
at full by undermining theyr proicdts : And therefore in the 
curteſie of theyr Bachonizing Cuppes, he gave him ſome 
fewe pecccs of Gold , wiſhing him.ro make his wants

ved, and where his Lord the Prince was. This Machivelian 
Merchant, being now fully enformed of what hedeſfired, 
| thebetrer to mature his ill deſigne, ſpake to the Malter of 
| the Houlc in the S/avonian Tongue, (a Language much uſed 


amongſt the T «rkes) that he ſhould Ray that Stranger , ye 
c 
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till his returne from the Savzake, the T wrkes'Governour of 
eA lexandria, which heedid, to no lefle admiration, then dif 
may of confounded «Hal Fiance : For now too late hee 
found, that Chriſtall is like a pretious-ſtone, till it come to 
hamering ; that his betraying tongue was guilty of his owne 
evill, and that 1n the leaſt danger, is ever ſome eminent pe- 
rill. But this feducing Merchant (the Sonne of Deceit, 
borne - Hate, fedde with miſchiefe, -and maintayned with 
othersloſles) being now armed with all the apparances of 
Truth, thatmight fit and further his purpoſe, went inſtant- 
ly to the dreadltefle Daulphin, and in his corrupt Latine (fi1- 
table to his ulcerated heart) hee thus greeted him, 


"I HE Saviour of the Faithfull, the comfortable Sonne 

of the molt Righteous, all-Secing , and Eyerliving 
GOD, make your Excellencie moſt happie in all your 
intendments, and guard your Perſon from the 'know- 
ledge and malice of cruell Miſcreants. To teſtifie my 
Faith by my Workes, and to preſerve the living Plants 
of Chriſts Vineyard, from the bloody handes of the 
Deſtroyer. I am come, moſt noble Prince, to fave thy 
thrice worthy Chriſtian life , from the tyrannie of 
murdering Infidels : In afſurance whereof , let this 
fujhice, that your Attendant e 2/ Fence is apprehended, 
and that for feare, hee harh confeſt that you are a French 
Prince, and Dazlphinof Yiennois , and that as a wily Vls/- 
ſes, you are ſele&ed, and come to pry into the Twrkiſh 
State, and to diſcover theyr Projes; which being made 
knowne to the Sanzake, your Highneſſe ſhall bee ſent a 
Priſoner to {onftantinople, where that curſed -ſinfull S/- 
fan will make you dye a moſt ctuell death. To prevent 
which, I have poſteunto yon, and will for our Saviour 
ſake, convey you from his laviſh and barbarous cruelty, 
For krovw, moſt gracious Prince, that in heart Iam a re- 
411 Chriſtian, though in fhew a MH ahoweritian, and have 


given addition of life to:many, 'by private intelligence, ' 
ſecret reliete, ſpeedy 'preyention, - and by clofe proteftt- 
on,

on, and unknowne tranſporting them to theyr native 
homes -; And this,and all this, I doe in ſome (atisfation 
for my Sinnes, and to ſave my Soule, for which the Lord 
of Life loſt his dearelt Life. This loathed Habite of mine, 
gives me ſafety, and warrants my vowed endeavours for 
'Chriſtian ſupports : Vnto which ſaving ſervice, 1 have 
dedicated both the length of my dayes; and the fulnefle of 
my meanes. Nor doe | leave Geſhen to dwell in the Tents 
of Kedar .; Nor deſire I with Lot to ſtay in Sodom, nor 
would I for my Poſſeſſions heere, cltabliſk my inheri- 
tance ( with the Children of Ruber) in the Land of Gi- 
{5ad ; But I live in «Alexandria, for performance of my Sa- 
cred Vowes, and to preſerve the Flocke of Chrilt, from 
theſe Band-dogges of Satan, that otherwiſe would be de- 
voured by them, And therefore if you love this your 
life, goe with me, and paiſe over the Foord now the wa- 
ters are low , leaſt by your dangerous delay, you be de- 
ſtroyed in the Flood : And to prevent the inſtant ſearch, 
Iwill bring you out of the Lyons denne,and free you from 
the ſnare of the Hunter, Fraud you know, goes beyond 
Force, aad prevention helpes, what repentance -can not 
redreſſe. I will not uſe _ words, (Proteſtation is the 
Mother of Tealouſie,) but when time ſhall promiſe better 
ſecurity, | will at my gwne charge convey you to France. 
In the meane time, you ſhall want nothing, that my Mo- 
ney can procure, or my 'Labours obtayne. | 


Thus did this ſubtile S599 (who had the voyce of Jacob, 
but the hands of E/az) giyld over his poyſoned Pilles, and 
weave the Webbe of the Dazlphins woe ; who finding 
cauſe of feare, in that hee was fo apparantlyknowne, did 
willingly feed on Poyſon, and raſhly commend his wel- 
fare, to his betraying truſt ; prayſing God,that hee had (ſent 
him ſuch a Shield of defence, and had ſo preſerved him from 


the terrour of ſhamefull death : But this comfort-in danger, 


was but like the Honey that Sampſon found in the Lyons 
Iawes, or like Lightning 1a a B81 night; Time would 
WT not 
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96 Vienna, 
not permit ncyther of better conſideration, nor of further 
complement. The perfideous Merchants feare (for ſtill hee 
fecmed fearefully to feare) haled him away to his Chain- 
ber, where he cloſely kept him with reſpe&t, untill the next 
day ; againſt which time hee had provided two ſwift Dro- 
midaries well furniſhed, to carry them to Babylon, thereto 
make preſent of {o Great and ſtrange a Prince , unto the 
Seldan his King, promiſing himtelte,, eyther a great Share 
in his Ranſome, or no {mall Reward for his ſo worthy a 
Prize. The long trauaile of the Daulphin, made him give 
way to all (ufpitious thoughts : His journies were greater 
then ſtood witheale or liking; Yet what hee could not a- 
voyd, hee learned to beare ; neceſlicy enforced him a co:- 
ſtant patience. But being come to Babylon, he was preſen- 
ted unto the So/danr, and like a Captive (1n tryumph) he was 
ledde through the Citie to Priſon. The dejeted Oaulphin 
( whoſe French Fortunes, was but earſt the Miniſters of his 
will) was now ſo controled, and deprived of all Dignity, 
that houpelcſle of his lite, hee had no other comfort, then to 
hovers of all comfort :- Sometimes. hee would envey a- 
gainſt the deteſtable treachery of his deceitfull Servant, 
and condemne his owne credulity, in beleevingan Vnbe. 
leever, Then would hee curſe his over-glorious deſire of 
Popularity, (the ground of his griefe) in ſeeking applauſe 
with danger, and hazarding his Perſon, to give liking to 
others. But after, when humble miſery had appealed his 
diſcontented thoughts, hee then caſt off his Adders-skinne ; 
and ſoft Pitty did enter inat an Iron gate z and finding then 
his owne cruell tyrannie, in anethers long digeſted miſery, 
hee let fall ſome relenting teares,and paſſonately he thus be- 
wayled his Daughters endurance, in his owne thraldome. 
Ahpoore YVienma, too poore for Vienna : Richart thou 
in Feature, but more then poore by thy Father. Nature 
hath honoured thee in thy Birth, Beauty hath eternzz'd thee 
in thy Perſon, and Vertue hath renowned thee 1n thy Life. 
Onely I, yea I onely, thy haplefſe Sire, haue made thae in. 
fortunate, to bee the more infortunate my ſelfe : The ri-. 
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Four of my Intuſtice , is in true Iuſtice , now pamthed in 
my ſelfe with rigour z and the remembrance of thy long in- 
jnrious endured milerics, 1sasa living hell to my dying 
{oule. O that thy forcowes ( my thoughts turmentors) 
might end with my life : or that thy lite (my lives honou; ) 
mightbe preſerved by my death; fo ſhould I dye more con- 
rented , and thou live berter regarded and comforted. Bur 
alas thou untimely dyes, to livein thy renownez and 1 
ſhamefully live, to dye in my reproach. O cruell Father, 
unhappy Dawlpbin : O forlorne Vienna, but molt diſtreflied 
Daughter. The Heathens makes my death their Heaven, 
and my neerelt friends accounts my life their hell. The 
carth now diſdaines to beare me, and yet the heavens deny 
to receive me. Men {cornes me in my fall, and the Gods re- 
fuſe mein my finne : So ſhall I dye, diſdayned of molt, bc- 
wayled of none , and vnregarded of all, Thas did miſcrie, 
and ſorrow (the kinde ſiſters of mercie, and true wakers ot 
compalſlion)extradt teares,and fighes from [tonic cruelty ; as 
ſtrokes doe force fire out of hardeſt flints. 

But leaving him to his more deferved dolours; Let us re- 
turne to the great Sw/ran of Terkie, who hearing of the 
Dawulpbins apprehenſion,and that he was a priſoner 1n Bab7> 
lon ; wrote inſtantly to the Sellan,that in no wile hee ſhould 
releaſe him : In the interim, he toying wondred, and won- 
dring enioyned, that Boontires, Feaſts, and Tiyumphes, 
{hould bee made throughout the Citie. In ſuch high acs 
count, and fearefull regard, did they hold him for his judi- 
cious diſcipline, practive pollicies, turbulent ſpirit, Martiall 
provocation , approoved directions, and rareſtratagems, 
that now taken, they held (in this preſage) the Conqueſt 
certaine. But Sirep underſtanding the cauſe of theſe rejoy- 
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cings, was aſtoniſhed at rhe newes. Report could not make 


him beleeve, what reaſon ſhewed was falſe. His greatneſſe 
he thought denied all private exploytes,and hisyeares gain. 
ſaid ſuch tedious travaile. The places were too farre re- 


mote ; andthere was no combination of Chriſtian Princes . 


to undertake a generall Warre. Traitique ſtoode not with 
O2 11S 
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his dignity,andplealurecould not draw his age to perill. His 
command art home, would not ſuffer him to goe from home: 
Nor duclt hee truit the faith ofa Subject, nor the {trength of 
hisfoes : He had no ſonne; and therefore- more ſubiet to 
his neighbour invalions. He was wile,and-more feared then 
beloved ; And therefore he had cauſe to feare many, whom 
many did feare. Theſe, and -ather realons perſwaded him to 
the falſity thereof. 

Bat the Sultan difcourſing of the truth, and the manner 
thereof, wounded him with wonder, and made belicte ſub. 
{cribe to his relation. Now griete arreſted his loyall: heart, 


and made his dutiful] regard , a priſoner to his penſive 


thoughts. His forſaken-Country, was now forfaken, and 
made a prey for the-ayaricttous torraigner. His diltrefſed 
Lady deſtitute of his helpe, when ſhe had molt neede of his 
ayde. This was his greatelt gricfe, and this commanded 
hifreturne : But 1dgement tolde him , that her right fai- 
led, while the Daulphinlived, that the Nature of Tultice 
was to render to every one his owne,and that he'was bound 
for Y:ennas (ake,andas a fubieR, to induftriate himſelfe, for 
his delivery : And though his exile awaked Revenge, yet 
Charity, he knew, required forgetfulneſſe of evilt deedes. 
His Countries hazard, he deemed lefle then his Lords loſſes 
The miſcarying of the one, might be holpen by the recove- 
rie ot the other : butthe deſtration of the Prince would 
beger both forraigne and inteſtive broyles. In this perſwa- 
ſion hee ſecretly vowed his beſt endeavours for his infran- 
chiſement ; and ſecretly ſmothered his ſorrow, never ta- 
king notice of the accident, nor making enquiry after fur- 
ther occurrants. In the expiration of fewe dayes, being in 
the Court he found the Sultan alone, in the mildnefle of his 
vnuſuall moode, both pleafing and pleaſant :- In that happy 
houre, he tooke opportanity by the fore-part, and(impri- 
ſfoning his worthy reſolution within the Cloſet of his: ſe- 
cret thoughts) hee 1 all ſubieted humbleneſſe, requeſted 
his favourable conſeat, for the accompliſhment of his obli- 
ging yowe, that tyed his engaged ſoule, amonglt other Ci- 
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ties of famous name, to ſee Babylon, both for the antiquity 
and worthinefle of the ſame: And that he would be plealcd 
to graunt him his Imperiall warrant under his Silver Scale, 
for his better ſecurity 1n trayaile; and further grace him, 
with his commendatory Letter to the So/4a»; that he might 
finde favour in his fight, and reſpe&t with his Highneſfſe- 
The $#/tan unwilling tolcave him ;. in that he both loved 
him affetionatcly, and intended to makea profitable uſe of 
his great, and un<qualied valour, perſwaded him to {tay {till 
with hun, and he ſhould command in T#rkie, dwell 1n his 
grace, aid live 1n height of honour. But $zrap pleading ne- 
ceſlity to goe- promiſed ſpeedy returne ; and that in lieu of 
his fayours, he would b<itow all his remayning dayes in his 
ſervice» This pleaſed the Turke fo well, that he yeelded to 
his requelt, and ro his encouragement for his backe repaire : 
He gave him Princely Robes (as ornaments of honour ) to 
countenance him ; rich Iewels to ſhew his dignity; and. 
great treaſure todetray Nis an{werable diſpence. Hee fur- 
nifhed him with Attendants, efpecially with one of knows 
ledgein the Chaldear tongue, to bee his Interpreter. Hee. 
alſo writ vato the So/day, toreceive him, as one- molt com- 
plete in allworth, worthy all honour, honoured by Solimorr 
the great, his eſpeciall favourite » and the God of Warres 


chieteſt Champion ; and therefore hee entreated him to re- 


ceive him with all Royall regard,and to give him what con- 
. tentment.he might ;--and the rather, in -that hee purpolcly 
came to ſee his magnificency , and the ſtate both: of his 
Court, and Citie. This no little availcd Sz-42,in his intends 
ments, and theſe Princely tavours ,- and furthering meaacs, 
made him no lefle 10ytull for. his proud hopes ;_ then moſt 
humbly thankfull ror the Sultars fo gracious a reſpet:; And 
ſo takinga ſubau(ive kave for that tune ; He would needs 
for his pleaſure goe to Pera, a Citic diftant buta mile from 
( onſtantinople : And aShe croſſed Thracins B oſph07 185, (a Wa- 
ter that only devideth thetwo Cities: )be fortunately eſpied 
amongſt the Gally-flaves that rowed him, a Frenchrman,no 
otherwiſe knowne to hum , = the cloath ro. the Ly : 
3 Or 
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For though ſeven yeares {laviſh Captivity had made him a | 
-ecsanin his rongue ; and dycd his ſunne-burnt $kinne 
Dore blacker, then his Native hue ; yet did his making,and 
manner of his ſpeech , proclaime him a French man. OF 
him in Greeke he demanded , whar was his name, and Na- 
tion ; whoanſwered ; Frence ts my Country ; Benfoy my 
name, w hichpleaſed him well. Then (without diſcovering 
himſelfe , or taking further knowledge of him) hee asked, 
W hether hee would for his liberty, truely, and faithfully 
{crve, and follow him, and his fortunes: and hee would at- 
rer fomerime, ſend him into his owne Country, whereſo. 
ever it was. Borfoy to gaine that happy freedomezand tobe 
treed from that miſerable and baſe ſlavery ; ſwore by the 
{onne of God, who was made man,that men might be made 
the lonnes of God ; that he would truly, and faithiully (du- 
ring his plealure) tye himfelte, and all his endevours,to his 
command. W hcreupon Sirapbegg d him onthe Captaine, 
that du {t not deny him any thing, and ever after moſt 
kindly vied him, and loved him, becauſe hee would be, not 
onely ſerved, but beloved of him : That foorth of that 
love, he might the better truſt him , andbe the better inte- 
retinhim. For where lovehath ſupremacy, there all affe. 
Rionsattend on It, and all other paſſions are overſwayed 
by it. . 
 Butnow the ſenſuall S/tereſe hearing of Sireps haſtic 
proviſion for his ſodaine departure to Babylon, grew more 
chen impatieat in her diſcontented feares; and beyond all 
conlideration of her ſtate , deplored the hardnefie of her 
hap. Her luſttull hopes werenaw wounded in the expeta- | 
tion of herlaſciviousdeſires , and unbounded love 1o op- | © 
preſt her unchaſte thoughts , that finding ber infe&ted affe- |} © 
ion trultrated of conceived ioyes, ſhe fainted under the | © 
burthen of her unexpeed woes. In this ſad alteration ſhe | ( 
threw her ſelfe on the humble floare, where her dumbe |} b

after a {ad and ſerious pauſe, ſhee Tayd ; Take comfort moſt 
mighty Empreſſc,and my moſt gracious Soveraigne, let this 
{odaine lightniog dye 1n his abortive birth, and liſten tv 
vour moſt ſubmillive Handmayd , who deſires no longer 
life, then ſhee may doe your Highneſſe acceptable (ſervice. 
Your Knight is no doubt, enforc'd (by the Sultans employ- 
ment) to this unliked journey, and your remembrance will 
10t onely be a plea for his difpatch ; but his controling affe- 
tion will alſo give ſpeed to his returne, In the mcane 
time, I will undertake to bring him this night to your bed, 
where you may make your deſired delights, doe homage 
toyour wils, pay tribute to your ſufferaace, and binde him 
over to accompliſh your further pleaſure. Then raiſe your 
better thoughts, this baſe floare (but your footeſtoole)) is no 
bed for Majeſty: Nor ſtands it with the reſplendant 
Queene of «Aſie, to proſtrate her ſelfe ſo lowe, as tolye in 
the duſt of the earth. Eugenia thusrowzed, roſe (with an 
ercted heart) from her {eate of ſorrow, and carctully loo 
king on her,ſaid ; Ah e Mentiga,iMentsgezcan it be that Phy- 
ſicke hath any Cordiall receipt for ſo deſperate adiſcaſe: Ts 
there any mollitying ſalve can cure my tormenting fore ; or 
canſt thou give a healing plaiſter, ro my wounded mind. 
Speake thou haplefſe,or moſt happy woman : When, where, 
or how, canſt thou effe& (o great, and {weete a worke; and 
pleaſe thy Lady without perceivance? The glorious Sunne 
| (thou know'ſt ) is ever remarkable, when meane Starres are 
{cldome gazed on. Palefealouſic is a lubtile {pie ; and invin- 
cible Evie hath murthering eyes- Danger waytes on d1gni- 
| ties, and Beanry istver guarded with obſervance, The light 
| (1 teare) is a blab, and darknefſe but a Traytor : Theſe wals 
have cares, then be ſilent Mentiga, leaſt the ayre whiſper, 
and betray thy intention, andenterpriſe. 
Thus had Emgenie (when'it came to it) many eyes, to {ce 


into many eyils , but they were all blinde to prevent any»

This 
enticing plot , promiſed more to Eugenie then a poſlibility. 
Her lawleſſc love ſaw no exception, nor could her wanto- 
hizing thoughts dreame of any interception ; Her tranſpor- 
ted delires were \{o drowned 1n her over-amorous paſlion, 
that ſhee entertayned theleaft conceir, that might bur helpe 
her fooliſh fancic. Her flattering hopes held good corre- 
ſpondencie with all likelihoods ; and in the confidence of her 
ſuppoſed affurance , ſhee bad her goe, and after called. hes 
backe againe. Her preſaging heart did fayle her, and ſhce 
began to feare ſhee knew not what.

hee violated his plighted Faith to Vienue, forall the proud 
Fortunes arid Favours of eFſie, and «Africks : Yet fearing, 
leaſt his refuſall fhould crofle his departure, hee ſmoothly (cr 
a ſcarlet dye, on his rough and courſe conceyt, and like fove 
himſelfe, when hee entered Danaes Towre, he ſcemed both 
pleaſant and pleaſing to eHentiga; which made her more 
apt to beleeve-what he never meant. 

 Returne (fayd hee) unto the brighteſt Starre, and grea- 
teſt Glory of T wrkze, and preſent in all humble humbleneſſe, 
my true ſervice unto her, and ſay ; That in the entercourſe 
ot Aﬀe&tion, my Love ſurmounts hers, and that neyther 
Danger nor Death ſhall alter , or hinder , the wiſhed frui- 
tion of my Fancie, ſo fortified by a Princes Favour. To take 
my farewell, is my thirſting defire, and to ſcale the deed of

who proud of her ſurmiſed ſucceſſe, was ſo raviſhed with 
joy, that taking a compendious farewell, ſhee poſted (inthe 
conceit of her happie endeavours) to leaſt Eugenia with her 
glad tydings. | | | 
And no ſooner was ſhee gone, but that S:rap falling on his 
knees, beſought God to guard his innocencie, from all Zar- 
barian perils, and to free his chaſte tboughts from thoſe 
-tempting Syrens, thoſe ruinating Follies,” and thoſe laſcivt- 
ous and nefarious Afaults ; and that hee would ſo dire& hian 
inhis wiſedome, and defend him by - his power, that he 
might ſafely (without interuption) goc to Babylon , and tor 
the :good of his 'SanRuarie , remoove that Piller of his 
.Church out of the Houſe of Dagon, and bring him home to 
bee a Glory to his Temple. This Sacrifice was his ſafeguard; 
His vertuous determination, and conſtant reſolutron, mert- 
ted well ; but his firme affiance in his God, and dependan- 
cy on Divine perfeRion, ſhielded him, no doubt, fiom per- 
taking of that adherent milchiefe rhat fell farally upon the 
"Enltaneſſe, and eHentiga : Yetin ſecking to avoyd Sys, he 
P 3 feared 
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make his fraud -apparant; and his dehafion, mig ht drayy or! 
his {ſecret deſtruction, ORE | 
But «Mentiga comming to her Soveraigne - Lady (whe 
long had expected her before ſhe came , though ſhe came 
long before reaſon could expeX het, J- chearetully recoun- 
ted unto her > what Sap (1n triith, bat not'tmelyy had pro- 
teſtingly delivered unto her; how pleaſing her Meſſage 
was to him, how joyfully he entertained che Name of 
Love, how- feelingly heentered into compariſon 'for his 
affetion, and how comfortably he embracedithe remem- 
brance of his deſired Fare-well. Theſe, and other demon- 
ſtrances of Paſſion , ſhe ſo fully and pleaſantly related, that 
Engenia drowning all thoughts of danger in the conceite 
of ker approaching happineſſe.; ſhedreamed of nought but 
Love; Embracements,' Venus Delights, and wantonizing 
Sports; building a Pallace of Pleaſurein her minde, where- 
in ſhe meant to feaſt all her Amorous defires, and crowne 
her thoughts with ſweet Content. To this end, ſhe gave 
«Hentioe in charge', that nothing ſhould be wanting, that 
{hould be requiſite to farther theyr defignes; V hilft inter- 
rupted Sirap (being thus Chequ'd by a Queene) lay ſtudy- 
ing how he might drive 1t to a Stall,' and not receive the 
Mate, butgiveſpeedrto his departure. Refalved he was, 
not to touch the forbidden Fruit ,- nor to drinke oh  Cirſes 
Cuppe ; he would not with the Spider ſucke poyſon out of 
a fayre Flower, nor ſpotte his True-love with the dregges 
of Maieſty. Proude bewitching Pleaſure, could not ititice 
him to Folly, nor richalluring Treaſures corrupt his cone 
ſtant integrity : Hee (corned to ſell his Loyalty: for Lucre, 
or Love for Sylver : True wifedome made his 'vertuous 
minde to bend, rather to that which was good in 1t ſelfe, 
thento thar, which by evill mindes might be jadged good: 
In briefe, his concluſion was , to excute his not comming 
by exprefſe Commaund from the Sultan, that as that night, 
he ſhould conſult with his Yeſers, concerning his negotia- 
tion in Babylon. But this falle colour need no allowance;

Diſpleaied.Tuſtice tooke away all exception, and ſealed him 
pardon beforeany accuſation ;; For the diſinall night being 
come, Vengeanceattended her fatall hower ; which appro.

Light : This prodigious Signe, and fearefull premonition, 

might well have appaled, and back'd a more redoub- 

ted heart, but that 4 Fa voluptuoulnefle of her' thoughts, 

extinguiſhed thelight of her minde ; Love gave her bold- 

nelſe, and unlimited Luſt direted her (according to her (i- 

niſter and deſtinated Fate) vnto, the Poſternc gate, which ſhe 

with nimble facility opened, and there made ker fearcleſſe 

Rand. Oimperious and impious Love; thoudeluding Tray- 

tor-, how rightly did the Poets, and Painters, paint thee 

bliade, and naked ? Since thou haſt no eyes to fee into how 
many dangers thoulcadeſt thy fervants; rand like thy (elfe, 
makes them Eoth blinde and naked, difroabing them of all 

their vertuous abilliments , that theirnaked ſhame may ap- 

pearc in theyr toad purfuites... Who feeketh thee, findeth 
deceite; and whoſoever folloyzes. thee, ſeeketh reproach 
and obtaineth repentance. Care,isthy Court; Tyranny, thy 
raigne ; Slaves, thy Subtects ; Folly, thy attendance 5 Luſt, 
thy Law; Ssme,thy ſervice, and Repentance thy wages. But 
this mighty S«ltencſſe, whoſe wretched folly, wascloathed 
18 danger, had not long wayted for her owne woe, bur that 
there cameabaſe Sarazen towards her,. who of purpoſe did 

"ragglc that way, to ceaze upon ſome prey ; the: fall of 

whole ſteps, gave the found Switaveſfe ſuch hope of Grays 
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then comming ,  thatover raſhly:running upon hims holds

| belt beloved; and goe with me, where I will lodge thy love 


in pleaſures lap, and guerdonthy labour with fulneffe of 
gold ; And therewithall ſhe kift him, more then oft,deems 
ing that his rough habit had been bur the claake of his craft. 
For the Prince, and the Peaſant,, differeth but in the fleeceg 
notin the fleſh. But the ſubtile Sarazen being capable of his 
owne good , apprehended the errour, and in hope of gaine, 
2dventured the ſuccefle. Thus did the monnting Kite, feaze 
On a homely prey , and 1n her blindnefie., preterre a greafie 
Lampe; before a bright and mighty Starre ; and throwing 
her Mentle upon himled him towards her laſt preparedbed: 
where he fearing to be diſcovered, difvelted himſelte of his 
homely habiteand rough ſhirt. 


eAnd did (redid, and often did) full wel,

And in this furfeit of pleaſure did they cloy themſelves, 
till themſelves had wholly ſpent themſelves. When wea- 
ried with delights , they both were ſummoned by leadden 
HMorphens to banquet with blood and death. 'For the Sul. 
tan (by divine dcecree) dreaming that night , that the roofe 
of Ewgemas Chamber did renting part It ſelfe in two, and 
was open ; and that hee fawe deſcending 'downe from: a 
blacke Cloud ; a grim ſwarty man, cloarhed- in a ſhortill- 
favoured garmentallto be rent, helding a broad ruſtyſword, 
dyed with Vermillion red in his beſmeared hand. Whe 
falling on the tapeſtred floare, ſtoode not long ;- bur that 
Exgenia came ſmiling all in white, beſpriakled thicke with 
blood, and put on him a ſcarlet roabe, fer hezr Diadem on 
his ſhaggie head ; kifſed, and embraced him oft, ' and then 
taking him by the ſoyled hand, led him towards her royall 
bed; which the Sp/ran ſeeming to ſee, cryed out, and (aid;

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Stay villaine, ſtay : The Eagle imade not her neſt, for the 
Owletolye in; The Batte hath no eyes to looke upon the 
Sunne, nor ' may the Keſtrell make her pearch within her 
beames. And therewirhall graſping for his Semitar, hee 
amazedly awaked , and finding it but adreame, ſmiled, yet 
was wounded with no little ggonder at the ſtrangenefle of

the ſame, His thoughts ſtill were troubled, and his heart 
(led thereunto by the force of Fate ) gave. him ſuch a pre- 
ſent deſire to goe offer incenſe to Yenus, in Engemas ſhrine, 
thar ſuddenly taking. his night roabe, his Semitary, and his 
key, (which parpoſely hee had made for his fole, and pri- 
yate paſſage at all times into her Chamber)hee went to per- 
forme his wanton Sacrifice ; and being entrcd, finding by. 
the dawne of day (for the night began to caſt off her blacke 
Mantle) that all things as he thonght were well , he ioycd. 
at the illuſion of his-phantaſticall dreame, and in the con- 
tentment thereof, withdrawing alittle the curtaine,he care- 
lefly layd him downe by « Mentigaes fide : who vpon his en- 
trance awaked, and finding herſelfeintangled in her owne 
device, grew fearcfull oi the ifjue » and kept her felfe as 
cloſe as might be.' The Sultavs kinde intreaties, found no 
reliſtance, nor yet any pleaſing entertainment. The feare of 
herdeath, tooke away all detight of dalliance ; and thoſe 
pleaſures which before ſhee made her Paradice, ſhee. now 
deemed them a mortall puniſhment. .Fatac would ſhe have 
killed herfelfe, for feare of death, but death gave her no 
meanes of death. In this deadly terrour, ſheelay ſo diſtra- 
Red, :thatevery member begin fo to tremble and ſhikes 
that the Sulterintendernefle of her health, (fearing ſicknelle 
ſuddaine attachment) - haſtily tookeher in his armes , and 
kifling her many times; asked how ſhe fared, but recciving 
noanſwere(for ſuddaine ſurpriſed Treaſon hath no tongue) 
he bare her towards the light, to give herbetter ayre, when 
ſecing who ſhe was, and one whom he had ſpear his cafor-, 
cedpleaſures; milling Eugenia, and remeinbring his pro-- 
yoking dreame ; all enehgcd, ies calt her to the flgare,, -and . 
treading Qa herthroace, heg rooke his Semicar, and thruſt it. 
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quite throdgh her: heart, and then viotently-ranning at the 
doore, thar opened into &Memigees Chamber; hee burit it 
open :, The noyſe whereof awakedthe ſturdy ſlaye,that he 
might ſee his owne death; who ſecivig-one enter with his 
drawne Sword, not knowing who hee was,nor where him 
{cife was,leap'd out of his Yaggfall bed, and [natching a bed- 
ftaffe in his hand, fiercely ruſhed upon his unknowne Lord, 
got within him, and becing the ſtronger , had him downe, 


4nd {o-liberally bel:boured him, that the bloed running 


downe his face, well witneſſed , that theſlave alone, now 
!eflereſpeted, and feared him ; then many Nations, migh- 
rieſt Armies, and greateſt Princes, that onely had trembled 
at his ſight. Which-made the. Su!tan in his diſmay, cry; 
Treaſonytreaſon ; at the hearing whereof, came running 1n, 
zwo lantzaries that were of his Guard, whoſe allotment 
was that day amongſt many others to attend, They ſeeing 
this ſtrange accident, pulled the rafcall off the Su/rev,.:and 
hewed him all to pieces. But the S»/rexeſſe thus ſurprized 
with ſhame, with feare, and with amazement, was more 
confounded'at the baſe fight of her reproachfull deceit, then 
at the bloudy ſummons of pale Death; and becauſe ſhee 
would not ſee her owne ſhame, not leoke murther; in' the 
face, ſhee crept over the head into the bed, crying fearcfully, 
No e Moore, no Aſoore;, becauſe ſhe ſaw, ſhee had notlayne 
with the e Hoore. Which made So/imon {uppoſe, thatihee 
crycd that hee (hould ſtay his hand, and doe no more ; which 
diſtaſtfull conceit, exaſperated hisanger 5 and added more 
fewell to his enflamed fire, and in the heate of his irefull in- 
dignation,hee ſtep'd to her adulterous bed,and-ikea tempe- 
ſtnous ftorme, hee fl wpon her , giving her Rab upon ſtaby. - 
ſaying oft withall; Nay, thns much more, avd more : And: 
the more hce {:yd fo, the more hee thruſt his. Semitar (nor. 
yetdrycd with the bloud 'of the Sarazen) into her body» 
This ſpeedy and ſuddaine execution, was Svaeptipreſervatis! 
on. For it tooke away all further knopyledge.ot the cauſe,

that the Saran was Najne,; inflautly did-riſe; and confuſtdly 
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Vienna, fil 
did runne to the Pallace, bearing all downe before them, in 
ſuch a diſtra& fort, that the Turkes Guard was glad to ſhur 
the gates againſt them, and to entreate the Saran to ſhew 
hinſelte ont of the Caſement vnto them, which ſo well ap- 
pealed them , that they quietly returned to their houſes, 
Then was inquiſition made after the knowledge of the Sa- 
rYazens apparell, which was ſo baſe, that all men wonudred 
not onely that he was there, but how he came there. His 
mangled body kept him vnknowne , and his meane havire 
made him no appertenant to the Conre. When no notice 
conld be had neither of the one, nor of the othcr, the ap- 
peaſed Sultan ſent for the Eunuckes that attended his Em- 
perciſezand cauſed two «utes toſtranglethem in his ſight. 
Atter,he cauſed all the dead bodies, with the two beds, and 
all their .apparell , tobe caried forth of the Citie, and to bee 
burned all together; and further, gaue in charge, that the 
two Chambers ſhould be conuerted into houſes of bale vic, 
and thatno'one vnder paine of death ſhould after ſpeake 
thereof. | 
Now Strap, wh during theſe tempeſtuous ſtormes, lay 
at anchorin his owne private barbour : as one that knew 
well, that great men cuer enuying the glory, and fortune of 
ſtrangers, would 1n this tumults be ready, to {tab at the bo- 
ſomeof merit ; and that miſchiefe { the curſed  Captaine al. 
wayes of the vnruly Commons?) might in a diſturbed vp- 
roreendanger his ſafety ; hearing now that the ſight of the 
Sultan had allayed the windie Allarum of his rumoured 
death, and that the preſent murther of the Sulraneſſe , with 
her Mayde, and vaknowne Paramour , was the occaſion ot 
ſuch diſorder rifing ; He grew jealons of the cauſe, ſuſpiti- 
ous of theerrour, and timorous of his welfare. For, though 
guarded with innocencie,yet was he fearefail,leſt entige 
hadgaſt ſome ſcandalizing aſperſion ypon his vnſpotted ho- 
neſty. In this fearefull doubt, he kept himſelfe within him- 
ſelfe,vntill report had further manifeſted nor only the man- 
ner of all their deathes, but the ignorance of the catiſe. This 
diſpierccd all cloudes of care, and made him a pertet Indge 
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both of the errour,and the event. Then lifring vp his ere- 
Red heart, hee ſaid : O Uiemne, thy love Iſce' now, hath 
given me aſecond life, and my conſtant loyalty, hath kept 
me fromthe grave.fuſtice hath preſerved the guiltleſſe,and 
righteouſneſle hath found mercy in judgement. Noy prai- 
ſed be my God, my ſtrong defence ; For hee hath covered 
me under the wings of his proteRion, and kept mee from 
the death of the wicked, Hee hath calt downe lightning, 
and burnt up thedaughters of Babel,that I mightbe ſafe in 
their ſuddaine deſtrution, The ſtorme is paſt , and theſe. 
cloudy occurrants threaten another tempeſt. The Sea can- 
30t be ſocalme in Summer,but that it may (well again with. 
the rage of wrathfull Winter ; There 1s more wiledome in 
preventing, then inredreſſing a miſchiete ; Security lives 
not in tyranny. For though the Tygar hide his clawes,yet 
in theend, will hee ſhewhis Rapine. Revenge hath now 
{moothed the Sultans angry browe, and Time hath given 
ſome peace to his diſpleaſure, The Tide ſerves me,and my 
propbane aboad with the heathen,is dilpleafing to the hea. 
vens. My Captived Lord cals me away,atd Yiema ſayes,] 
am too flowe ; my marke1s ſet,and I levell ſtraight, I will 


- commend my aymec; and therewithall caſting offall further 


deliberationzhe went to the Court to take his leave of Sol- 
m0, W ho ſecing him Rtandupon his departure, after ſome 
private conference,& proteſtationszthat he would crowne 
his returne with higheſt honours advancement, he vouch- 
fafed graciouſly to imbrace him, and fo bad him farewell, 
The next morning Sirap having before cauſed all things to 
be in readineſlſe, the windes ſummoning him to Sea, hee 
tooke ſhipping, and ſayling by the Ilands, ſcituate in part 
of the Mediteranian Seazhe landed at S$:407,a Port Towne 
in Syria, and there taking Horſe hee poaſted through 
the Country,and part of the Deſarts of Arabiazand ſo came 
to Babylon. W here we will leave kim to looke intoFrance, ._ 
and ſee how Uzienna brookes her continued thraldome, . 
which was not ſo grievous unto her,as the tormenting ſup- 
poſe of Sir Paris lolſe, Great was her forrow jn m_— of .

In ſo much, that La-1novaſeeing the increaſe of her grow- 
ing cares, thus ſadly ſpake anto her. 

Madame, theſe ruthlefſe walls neither melt with your 
reares, nor yet ſhake, nor ſhrinke with your ſighes. Com- 
fort dyels not in reſtraint, nor lives Remedie in Lamenta- 
tions» Though your Father be abſent , yet hath he left a 
icalous Keeper : You may ever weepe and bewayle your 
eſtate, and lye ſtill in the bed of forrow : If you never 
ſecke after redrefle, you ſhall ever finde your ſelfe a Prifa- 
ner : You know the ſecret way I made to releive you; It ſo 
you pleaſe, I will convey you through the ſame, to ſome 
private place, where Metamorphoſed,we will eyther hunt 
in queſt after Sir Parss,or you ſhall reſt unknowne in ſome 
farraigne Nation, till eyther my travaile ſhall gaine know- 
ledge of his aboade, or that the deathof the Danlphzn ſhall 
leave (you for your right) to the tryall of your Friends. 
Then caft oFtheſe mortifying dumpes,and leave now your 
ſorrow to the Governours, as a pawne for your returne, 
and letus ſtand upon our Fortunes; Hope lives in Induſtry, 
and my Adventures ſhall ever wayte on your pleaſure. 

This kinde offer did moove her much, but could not re- 
moove her at all : Liberty ſhe ſaid was (weeteto that life, 
that might take the pleaſures of this life; But to a deteted 
heart whoſe baniſht content could promiſe no wiſhed de- 
light; there a Cloſe. prifon was better then a glorious Pal- 
lace. To travaile (ſhe ſaid) to my Pars; would be more 

leafing then painefull to Yiewna; but notknowing where 
e is, [ might perhaps extravagantly goe further from him 
then Iam, that am already further off then I would be: 
Here for his Love was I made a Priſoner , and here wull I 
ſtill reſt a Prifoner for his Love. If he be living and lovingy 
here ſhall 1 ſooneſt heare from him ; and if he be neither in 
Love nor in Life, here will IL end both my Love and Life : 
Oaely take thiankes for thy loviag care, and kinde reſpect, 
and be ſull a true Friend to Pars , that Vienna may ever 
take Comfort in La-nova, 4 | 
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© Ypontthisconcluion he parted, and J/beltrewedthe 


Ruſhes over the private way that gave him entrance ; But 
no ſooner was it done, but that'one of the Keepers Gentle- 
ren (thatſecmed cver moſt ſerviceable'unto her) came in, 
whom the devilith Daxlphinis had before faſhioned to her 
purpoſe, for ſhe wrought upon his want,as knowing well, 
that Bovertic betrayeth Vertue, and that Wealth bewit-

Don Poltronam I called,and in Spaive was my birth; my 
education was bettce then my fortune, and this my ſervile 
Place beares now record of my ſiniſter fate, Why ſayd 
Vienna, if thou be infortunate,. keepe ſtill thy ſtation, here 
is 2 place of woe, and thou haſt a Princefle to affociatethee 
in thy ſorrowes : Haſt thou cauſe to bewaile:thy miſhaps? 
Let-us know thy crolſes, and we will eaſe thee with our 
gricfe ; For it 15a comfort to find a Companion in miſery. 
Then ſay Poltron, (for thy Nature agrees better with us 
then thy Name ) andſtory to vs the life of thy Fortune, 
that re may alſo recreate our inde , by liſtening to thy 
rietes. 
. Poltren having pleafed her with this ſugered Baytezcaſi. 
out his hidden Hooke, and tolde her that he wasa rith 
Merehants Soane in Spaire, left fo well Treaſured, that he 
ſwayed the world at will, yntill emperions Love made him 
of a free Lord,a Bond-ſlaye to e Meleflora : Ynto her({ayd 
he) I ſued long for obtayned grace; which had, I held my 
ſclfe more fortunately happy,then Pars did in the fruition 
of his Love.

Alas Madame, aid Polrron,the (mall remain- 
der of my broken ſtate I brought with me 1nto France, to 
maintaine the length of my dayes; but in my paſſage,I was 
ſet on by toure Theeves that ſtript me of all I had,& woun- 
ded me fore, and would no doubt have taken my life, bur 
that by chance there came by a poore Herm:te,who ſeeing 
theyr violence, without all dread of their number, or feare 
of his own feeblenes,caſt off his peacefull Gowne,&draws- 
ing out a kiddenſword out of his ſtaffe, he ſo fiercely affaul- 
ted themythar in the end he ſlew three of them,whilſt the 
fourth run away with the prey, the danger of my wounds 
made him then as farre to ſurmount himſelfe in pittie, as

wronging the divine name of love,fince hee was ſo highly 
beloved, as his meane fortune merited not the glory there- 
of, But leaving him (with my prayers) both to his Cave, 
and to his Cell; after many thankes, I left that woefull and 
worthy Hermit,and came toUVremon, whereneceſlity com- 
pelled mee to ſecke thisfervice, And this moſt vertnous 
Princeſle, is the Map of my milery; and ſo hee ſeemed to 
end, before he had begun; that the Fiſh might bite the 
more eagerly, when the bayte was pulled away : But oh, 
ſaid Vienna (for now ſhe had ſwallowed the hidden, and 
hurtfull hooke)) didf{t thou not perceive the cauſe of his fo 
ſecret, and ſo great a griete?

notbe healed, becauſe they may nor be ſearched; yet'to 
gine thee ſome content, know that not farre from T ofteds 
in Spaere, Ifcrucd not long ſince a great and mighty Eord, 
calied Don Daulphinatas; who had one onely daughter na- 
med Pariz-enna, Whole beauty was farre fairer then the 
cuening ſtarre, and whoſe vertue was more powertullthen 
the greateft conſtellation. By her ſweet influencedid I on- 
ly liue, and breathe; and though 'my -meane fortune qurſt 
not gaze on {o bright a Planet, yer did her gracious aſpect 
both to'ennoble, and inable my towring thoughts,that vn- 
knowne I atchiued in hononrof her name, many admired 
exployts. After ſome ſeaſon, both my afts, and my loue , 
were accidentally made knoywne to her,who in time made 
mee (though molt unworthy) the Maiſter of her deſires, 
that was,and {till am, a ſervant to her will.

M. Ouh (anſwered Polrren,) will not admit, that any 
Manb, my menes ſhould know'thereof. Ther would # 
were (the ſayd) wich hiin my ſclfe, for” by: his Nam (1 
 nuw re:!nemver);heeis that Divining Man that hath revea- 
led Wonders, and-can vcll w har ſhall befall every one; Oft 
have I heard of /him; and ſtrange things by him tore-told 
hath come to paſſes Thas'did they borh difguife theyr 
mindes, andwithuntempered Morter, 'daube up their ſe- 
verall concealed meanings,and hidden intentions; thzt they 
might both the better' worke our theyr Advant1ges. But 
Poltron ſeeing his venemous Plat had (without all tu{pe:F)

Lilly in the bud ; deprive northe Roleof the taird 
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blome ; norbrand not thy felfe with the curfed name of a 
hatefull villaine. The fierceft Lyon hath no cruelty to hurt 
a Royall Virgine ; Man was made to helpe, not to hurt a 
filly Mayd ; and the Lord of hoſtes, hath countleſle plagues 
to puniſh ſuch offenders. Thy-carnall regard is but momen- 
eary,but thy ſhame will be evcrlaſting,and thy puniſhment 
cternall;For repentance followes truition;and the reward 
of fin is death. Thus did ſhe pray,plead and irftreat,and thus 
would ſhe have diflwaded him from doing evill, that never 
yet knew good.But his unruly paſlion, and thirſt of blood, 
could brook neither interceſſion,nor interruption.

To which, the Princefſe anſwered, that by her 
meanes, they fhould deliuer into his hands, therwo Ladies 
that were committed to his charge,and that lately had con- 
eyed them(clues- out of Priſon, This golden hope did 
winne their conſents, and not onely refreſhed them in 
their Trauaile, but alſo gaue fpeed to their Tourney :

3 abelas impearled teares did publiſh her miſlike, and in 
her griefe ſhe {aid, thac Loueneuer thought that time too 
long, that did [14ng on deſert ; and that forrowes grownc 
to-acultome, were pleaſing to miſerable Creatures : Then 
what ſhould ſeperate my attendance from your Grace » 
fince without you I cannot liue, and with-you TI —_ to 
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dyes Vienna thanking her, joyed no little in her conſtant 


Fellowſhip : For Friendſhip 1s ever moſt {weeteſt, when 
Fortune is molt ſowreit. al 

Thus as they chatted, they came to YV:emnow, where ſhe 
adviſed theyr two good Conductors, to wayt for the Go- 
vernours gaing to tlie Church, and then boldly to itep ro 
him, and ſecretly to proffter him the dclivery of the Prin= 
ceſſe, and her Companion ; which done,vou ſhall priyate- 
ly bring us to him, unto whom wee will preſent what we 
have promiſed.

Yet diſ- 
may nvt novie Loid, faid he, ſince all corporall dammages, 
that happen to morta;lmenzare either by means remettcd, 
b, reaion ſuftered,oy time cured, or by death ended. Ma- 
Iiciousand violent ſtermes may for the time clcave the 
barke irom rhe tree,and rent the branches of his body; yet 
for all the furious blalts of wrathfull windes, 1tcannot bee 
plucktup by rhe. Roote. If there be a power adove the ca». 
pacity 0! mz1 , thenimay there come comfort, contrary tc 
Zac conceit of men, ExpeRarionina weake minde,nnakes 
an evill greater,ane a good lefle ; but the reſolved minde 
diigelts an evill being come, and makesa tnture good pre- 
ſear,betore it come ; Then expe the belty{fince you know 
the worlt at the worſt, will have an end. 

The Darx!phrn concciting the civill demeanour, the Phj- 
loſophicall diicourie, and the pious minde of the ſuppoſed 
:mp1ious and barbarous Moore, honoured his milde inclina- 
tion, wonderedat his regular admonitions, and thanked 
hin for h1s humane comforts & tender regard. My minde, 
miadtull ({aid $5wap)ot Fortnnes ficklenefle,affets(I know 
not how, nor wherefore) your deliverance : whatthen 
will the Daalp%in give,lt I affet the ſame? 'The Daulphin, 
whole {malleit {aples of hope, the leaſt windes did blowe, 
ottered the third part of his Principality, when hee ſhould 
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coine to Viennwgts, Promiles faid Sirap of advanceinent, are 
no aſlurances of enrichment, and he hach a wit roo {hort of 
diſcretion that will looſe certaine tavow's, for unce: taine 
fortunes. Notwithſtanding, if you-will but lweare unto 
me by that fame God, which you :erve aiid adoregto grant 
me one requelt that i ſhail make when I come to Yienors, 
E will endanger my life to free your life froin danger ; and 
leavc,and looſe my honours 11 Bby/on,and Greece, to leale 
and jeate my ſelie with you in Frarce:more you cannot dee 
fire, let (iny Country Gods ayding me) will not accom- 
pliſh. The DZaulphin whole flattering hope,tuddaynly gave 
him apre'enrt aſlay of future happinette, though at the firſt 
he was very credulous jn entertatning ſuch tavourable con 
zeAures, yet hardly could hee ground any- firme beleite ; 
ſince knowing him tobebura Stranger, hee thought that 
ſuch deepe wuunds could not be ſearched with fuch fhal- 
low Iiftraments. Bur at the laſt, referring all things t9 
(God,and to the will and wiſdome of the {uppoled Moore; 
hee wholly embraced his kinde offer, and anchored all his © 
hope, in his provident induſtry : unto whom, preterring

The next day Srrap taking occaſion to walk 
to Eupbrat?s , that famous River that runnes by Ba97/on, 
there to view the variety of ſtrange & {everall ſmall thips, 
he caſually met, and ſecretly compounded with an ayarous 
Pilot, whoſe corruptionbeing gilded over with gold, he 
was to bring him downe the River througlr the Perſian

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gulfe to the next Port Towne upon the effricke ſhoare, 
The fifth following night hee appoynted tocome a boord, 
attended onely withtwo men, and therefore gave him in 
charge, not onely tobee moſt tecret therein, bur alfo that 
he ſhould make {ull provifion of all requifites. This done, 
he preſently gave forth, rhat hee would ſhortly depart,and 
returne to Conſtantinople; and the better to accompliſh his 
delire without miſdeeme ; he dcrermined(under colour of 
preparation, and fitly furniſhing himſcl/e)to lye fome few 
dayes1a the Citie, before he would embarque himſclfe. All 
v hich hce preſently imparted to the So/4an, and humbly 
with prod;gall thankes tooke his leave, ſaying,that his pe- 
110d of time,pleaded now his promis'd returne, which in 
no wile he would violate with the high commander of his 
tl oughts, the great and Emperiall Turke, unto whom hee 
owed all obliged love, and molt reverent reſpet. And 
therefore, it {0 it pleaſed his Majeſty to command his rea« 


_ dy fervice in ought, hee would willingly attend his plea- 


ſure, andby his Graces imployments, hold himſelfe more 
thengraced. The Soldan lecing he would depart, preſen- 
ted hum with many richgitts of Royall eſtimate, holding 
himfelfe no little bounden to his Gods,in that they had in- 
tereſted him in fo noble & meritorious a triend: ſo blinded 
was hee with S:reps civill demeanour, and {o dusked with 
Solimans powerfull commends, that he could not with Pa. 
lined pry now into the protundity of Uly/es. And there- 
fore requeſting him to take in worth, thoſe {mall remem- 
brances of his faſt ſealed love, he friendly bad him farewell, 
and ſe left bin. ; 

S;r4p whoſe thoughts trayailed now in queſt after the 
Dazlybins deliverance, got himſelfe into the Citie, where 
he chambered himlſelfe 1n a Merchants houſe of great and 
good regard, where being oncelett, and ſeated; hee began 
co call his wits to account, how beſt he might belt deceive 
the Daulphins Keeper. For providence preventeth misfor. 
runes, and gives life to our future ations : And therefore 
he was neither carelcſly, nor over-timorouſly ſu(] Fm of

that, which might (inilterly, and ſuddenly ſucceede: but 
icalous, & heedtull in the hazard,leſt a ny over-{ight might 
croſfe his endeavours, and to leave his Lord helpleflce, and 
himſclfe haplefle. Bur after he had ſtretchr and tentred his 
wir, and ſet all poſſibilities onthe racke of [115 1tavention ; 
atlength his deſire carrying him beyond 411 d9ubt of dan- 
ger; hee armed his determination with ſteeled reſulation, 
and ſetting hischance on the Dice, he thus atrempred,and 
aſlayed his fortune, 

The day before his departure, hee went unto the Caltle 
where gently grecting the Keeper, he told him that he was 
to returne to Conſtantinople,and rheretore finding him(clfe 
engaged to him for his willing paines, and already ready 
ſhewed kindnefles, hee was come of purpoſe 1n perſon to 
invite him, and all his followers, (vnto whom he had been 
troubleſome) to ſup with him that nightzthar hee thereby 
might acknowledge his thanktulnefle,and they have cauſe 
toremember hislove, and his perſon : And becauſe (hee 
ſaid) my Chamber isno receite, and that I am unwilling 
to be troubleſome, or offenſive to the Maſter of the houle, 
let me entreate the uſe of the Caſtle, and fo make you;my 
Hoſt,and Gueſt at once. The Keeper blinded with his for- 
mer bounty, ſecured by the S9/4an, and now drawne ongby 
the pleaſing ſhew of kinde courteſie;knowing him(whom 
yet hee never knew)to be of a vertuous diſpoſe, of great 
eſtimate, and highly favoured of the King ; 91d freely, and 
gratefully offer himſelfe, his ſervice, 2nd the Caſtle,at his 
command. The great unknowne diltznce , betwixt the 
Dazlphins, and the £Yoores Countrey Cly:mes, with their 
admiration of each other,& the difference of their tongues 
could not make the gulled keeper ſuſpitious, nor can caule 
him once to dreame of deceitfull gaile. This 1ili1ufton gave 
Sirap hope of happy ſucceſſe, and therefore maniteſting his 
thankfulneſſe with a rich Tewell, that he(giving)required 
that he would weare it for his ſake, he left him, aid prod:- 
gally povided, what either his purſe could procure, or the 


time ould afford ; Hee gaveallo further charge to his At- 
| | tendants 
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tendants , that the Table ſhould be {till and ever fully tar- 
niſhed , with many repleat Cups of Greekith Wine, For 
({aid he) the colt is ill ſpared, that 1s ſpared tor colt; and 
the beauty of the banquer isthereeclips'd, where  7«z2er 
raines not downe full ſhowers of Vettar. As himfelfe, hee 
had carefully and lecretly before provided ſleeping Poppy, 
heavy Darnell, and the morti{ying juyce of lite-dcreaving 
Mandrake; with other powertull po «ders,a finall quantity 
whereot taken in drink, would make the Receiver tall 12to 
2 moſt {uddaine and deally fl-epe. This did he fo fecret!y, 
and fo frankely beltow amongit «| rhe l3ggon Pots, but 
one(winch Bevfoy hadin cruſty charge re{crved by matke 
for himiclie and his Lord) that every one had in tull mea- 
ſure, his dormative full waight, Theſe poyloned Pots hee 
cloiely kept {or the middle of the banquet; and Supper be- 
12g lerved in, Sirap ſeated every one in their due places,to 
:he contentment of each one ; and chen he began.to fealt, 
1nd cheare his gladfome gueſts, and likea pleaiant Idoliſt, 
merrily cheared his feaſted friends. But in the end (they 
having no end in drinking )hee ſeeing them {o deuontly {a+ 
crificing to Bagchus , hee to honour their Religion, added 
then more fatall fewell co their drunken fire. Theyr ovyer- 
drawne Cups were ftul repleniſhed with the powdered 
Wines,and ever he plycd them with Cups,till theyr Cups 
had over-plycd them : That drunke in theyr drow!':edevo- 
tion, they falling into a leaden flambver, began to {lcepe out 
all living conſideration. Now $S'rap tecing his hope, honou- 
red with tome perfeRioin, thought 1t fit ro doe homage to 
opportunity z for in deterring of time, many times, -1t is 
both the lofſe of life, and occaſion : And therefore adding 
execution totinie , hee inſtantly went to make all ſuch as 
were in the Caltle ſure; which done, hee came backe, and 
king the keyes fron the Keeper, (who with the reit of 
both their Scrvants,we will lcave Where they ſilent lay)he 
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baitily went downe to the Dazlphins lodging, where they 


tound him proſtrar e 6n the ground, moyitning the earth 


with his repencioge ca res, aud piercing the heavens with 


his 
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bis prayers, for the ſuppoſed Moores good ſucceſſe ; but 
before he could make an end of his prayers, Sirep came to 
end his prayers, and Purgatory at once ; and releaſing him 
from his oppreſſing Irons,brought him up to view Hor-

entry whereof, there croſt them a great Pirat of Arabia, 
whoſe uncheckt fortunes, and vncontrouled ſtrength ſtill 
crown'd his hardeſt arremprs with victory, Bur his Pride 
was now like a vapour, that aſcending high,foone turneth 
into {moake. For he no ſooner ſaw their ſmall Frigot, bur 
counting it his purchafe, hee haſtily made towards them), 
and looking for no reſiſtance, hee grapled with them, and 
commanded them toyeecld. But S5r.p being unwilling to 
looſe the rich benefit of his high adyenture, having no ac- 
quaint -nce with feare, and being ever accuſtomed to con- 
quer, drew forth his ſleeping Semitar, which his enraged 
fury whetted (> ſharpe , that hee clove the firſt oppoſer 
downe tothe backe, and ſent the head of the next, as an 
Ambaſſadour, to plead for peace amongſt the monſters of 


the Sex. The Daulpbin ſeeing ſuch great chips cut out of 
T ſuch 


ſuch roughtimber, wondred at his force, andadmired his 
valour ; Neath (cemed now to hold a Seſſions in the Ship, 
and Sirap ſtill gave the ſummons for theyr appearance. For 
L fearing leaſt their entry into his Ship ſhould endanger the 
Kh Dawlphin ; heto prevent that, hazarded hitnſelfe the more, 
þ by leaping inamong hisenemies, where his magnanimi- 


— 


ous minde, armed withthe arme of puffance, ſo diſheart- 


oh ned his foes, that the Captaine fearing lealt any more ſhould 
wt come to affiſt him, cauſed the ſhips to be ungrapled : And 
F | ao ſooner were they ſeparated , but that the timorous Pi- 
pi lot wherein theDan/phim was,ſecing himſclfe ſevered from 
3s pcrill, begantoturne the ſterne of his Ship, and with a 
m fide winde to fayle backe ; which Bewfoy eſpying.thought 
_ it better to dyein adventure of his liberty, then to become 
Wi, 2 Captive againe to miſery. 


Deſpaire therefore made him valiants and neceſſity did 
addeto his courage 4 which made him toexceed himfelfe 
in might, and to goe beyondall hope in ſuccefle: For ſud- 
dainly running the Pilot thorow with his {word,he woune 
ded the next to him ſo ſore, that he could not offend. The 
p Dazlphin ſecing the ſucceſle of his bold attempr, raiſed his 
. falne courage to the height of -noble. reſolution ; and un- 
_ ſheathing his quiet ſword that Sirap had given him, heg 

gaye him ſuch aſſiſtance, as lis weakeability could afford. 

In the end, feare made them valiant, and their valour freed 

them from feare. The aſſaulted Saylers (being weapon- 

lefſe)fell in theyr blood; and in theyr overthrowes,did the 

ſurvivours ſubmit themſelvesto the mercy of their ſwords 

Force now over-awed them, and they were compelled by 

Boufoyto make towards the other Ship,whereia Sirap was 

” making an end of an unequallbattell. For having at the firſt 
| ſlaine their redoubted Captaine, hee wreſted his approved 
broade ſhield from him, under which ſhelter, his encrea= 

ſing valonr made ſuch laughter, as of fixteene perſons, he 

left butthreealive, whichas Boxfoy came in , were pro=« 

..  ftrate ontheir knees for pardon. But when Sirep faw 

them, andunderftood of their interagcident, he was more 
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glad of their ſaferies,then he was of his owne vitory.The 
'Daxulphin ſtgod amazed when hee ſawe the Shipt emboſt 
with ſcattered heads,devided armes,and diſmembred legs; 
And in his admiration {aid,If he be but a man, haW ths, ? If 
more then a man,why thi? Such forceable blowes,ſhewes 
a power beyond all humane power;and yet 1 ſee he isbut a 
man, thoughhee hath done much more then many men. 
This eſtimate of his valour and worth, made him ever after 
__—_— him more for his incomparable proweſſe,then hee 
did before for his deliverance. PBoxfoy now thought him- 
ſelfe happy in ſuch a Maſter, and Srrap grew proud of ſuch 
a ſervant. Love(the joy of nature)now fate in tryumph for 
their ſecurities z and the wrathfull God of Warre, being 
wearied with deſtru&tion, layde him downe in the bed of 
peace : With theſe rwo Ships, they ſecurely fayled , with 
windes ſuitable to their wills allalong the eoaſts of a- 
gadoxa ine/Ethiopia, and ſo by Guinezwhere meeting with 
a Portugall Merchant,they hired the Pilot to bring them te 
eMarſeies. 

Thus did the inſ(crutable providence of God, from iniu- 
rious and bad cauſes, produce good effets; making the ba» 
niſhment of the one, to ſave the life of the other ; and the 
love of liberty , to give liberty to love. The change that 
change of fortune wrought in them all,made theyr mundes 
more then pleaſing Paradiſes of unſpeakable pleaſures. The 
Danulphin cams of noughtbut Majeſtie and Dignities ; 
Boufoy of freedome and preferment : and Sirap his ricls 
hopes promiſed him now golden fortunes: yet durſt hee 
not unmaske himſelfe,left he ſhould deprive {oncert of his 
new Chriſtendome , andbetray Policy of his chiefeft pre- 
tence 3 bur till holding the borrowed habire and artificiatt 
colour of a blacke 44oore, hee ſtill ſpake unto the Daniphin 
by Boufoy his Interpreter,by whom he diſcoarſed of many 
things : and againe,and againe,and (till againe, enquired of 
ſuch afaires,. as moſt neereſt did concerne him : wherein 
hetooke double delight, in not onely gaining knowledge 
of the aſſurance of Yiemnaes oe and love; but in deceiving 
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theDavulphin,that the Danlpbro might thereby be the more 
deceiued. \In thisclouded communication, wee will leaue 
them a whilezto ſee what befell Mal Fience, whom we left 
detained inthe Tauerne , ignorant of his Lords ſarpriſe, 
though no: innocent of the cauſe, 

Tenne dayesdid the Vintner keepe him cloſe , Qill ex- 
peRing that either the Merchant ſhould returne, or that 
the Savzeke ſhould ſend for his reſtrained gueſt.But when 
he could neither heareot the one,nor the other; hee began 
to grow jealous of the matter, and premeditating thereon 
at laſt, faſtned on this belicte; That the Merchant ( like a 
ſubtill Afercarien ) had cheated the ſtranger, and after left 
him,not onely to pay for the wine , but alſo made him a 
ſtale: to conuay himſelfe away vnder the face of honeſty. 
For otherwiſe he thought, that if there had beene cauſe of 
caxation, complaint,or examination; there would no doubt 
haue beene halty inquiſition made after bim. 

In this perſwaſion he ſet Mal Fiance atliberty,who now 
found his repenting errour, in the loſle of his Lord; Shame 
rebuk*t his rongue, Gricfe attach'd his heart, and Feare at- 
ficted all his thoughts. At this deare ratc hee purchas'd 
wit ; which taught him to labour more aduiſedly 1n the 
fearcfull ſearch of the Daxlphin ; His enquiring eyes did 
ſtillpry into euery corner of all his carefull and wandring 
wayes; and in all afſemblics, hee fought whom hee could 
not finde. But when neither weary timegnor warie (carch, 
conld giue him any knowledge of him. Then happily mee« 
ting with a Flemming,that was ready bound for Zelane,he 


. went a ſhipbord with him, hoping that either hee ſhould: 


finde his Lord returned to YVienneis , or giue them cauſe to 
follow him in better queſt, After many dayes ſayling they 
happily arriued at AMtaddleburge, where in an olde decayed 
Burgamaſters houſe, they lodged Aſa! Fiance; who finding 
the aged icalouſic of his aged Hoſt , cunningly caried him- 
{elfe in aſtrit ſheyy of purity ; that vnder that deceit, hee 
might the betterdeceiue. This ſuſpitiqus Syre, hauing not 
onely a beautifull daughter, but a young faire wife, 8 on 
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lately hee had eſpouled, was ſo fearetully jealous of them 
both, that he confined them within the limit of his houſe; 
and if either of them were but out of his ſight,hee ſtraight 
ſuppoſed ſhe was in ation; Aſeruice whichnone can dil- 
geſt, that may not them(elues pertorme. But to take away 
all meanes that.did helpe ( nor keale ) his miſdeemes; hee 
cauſed his daughrer to lye in a lowbed within his Cham- 
der, and made the doore to be lockt each night. | 

Now itfell out, that there was a great and ſecret loue be- 
twixt his daughter , and one Hawnnce , the ſonne of a rich 
Tanner, that dwelt not farre from him, who by appoint- 
ment came preſently after ſupper time to her Chamber 
window that lookt into the Garden, where he fo paſſio- 
nately pleaded for the Haruelt of his amorous deſires, that 
ſhe (being made of fleſh not fliat)granted that hee ſhould 
reape the fall fruition of his louc, it hee would but aduen- 
cure the venture of it." For {o (aid ſhe) it is, that ouer and 
belides my Fathers watchfull feare, and euer waking 1ca- 
loufie,I doe lye neere vato him, within his Chamber, where 
though I may eaſily giue you entrance, yet to entertaine 
you without his percetuance, ſtands not with my belicte. 
That matters not ſaid Harxce, i will not leaue the venter, 
for any aduenture; leaue the managing thereof to me,who 
will for thy fake attempt the height of the hazard. Loue 
| feares no danger; and pleaſure without ſheiy of perill, loo- 
ſeth the vigour of her ſweetnefle : I will with teare fo de- 
ceiuec his feare ; that Iwilltake from him all apprehenſion 
of ſuch feare. Onely bee not thou afraid at any thing that 
thou ſhalt heare, or ſee, and fo farewell, and expeX my 
comming. 

All this wanton diſcourſe did LH 4! Fiance liltning heare, 
as by chance he leaned in his chamber window,which was 
but the bredth of a poſt from her window; . who like a 
true Yexerian ( knowing their carnallconcluton)reſolued 
to take the benefit of che match, though ſhe2 were more 
then.his match,& to put into the Mediterranean Sea,when 
the winde ſhould ſeruc, in that pleaſant Pinnace, wherein 
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enhaunced Haunce hoped folely to ſfayle withioy through 
the Mageban ſtraights. To affet which, hee fate in coun- 
ſell with all his thoughts, how hee might belt deceive,not 
onely hopefull Harncegbut alſo her jealous Father,and over- 
2morons Mother ; who being ficke of old ages tedious,and 
over-long enduring debilities, had many times by her allu- 
ring eyes, {toine glaunces, and other enticing demeanours, 
lookt for Phyſick at his hands. At laſt,devicc adviſed him, 
that there was no way to binde jcalouſie to the peace, and 
to keepe himſclfe from interruption, but onely by horrour 
of feare, to make him loote himſelfe, and ſenceleſle of all 
other feare : In proofe whereof, that night, at the dead 
houre of heavy and leaden leepe, hee tooke one of his bed 
ſheetes,and tying a knot on the top,threw it over him,and 
like a troubled ghoſt, with doudtfull paces, went into the 
Burgainaſters Chamber; who being kept waking by his 
decrepit gricfes, heard the tall of his ſteps, and being fo 
darke, that he could not ſee, he galtly askt who was there: 
None bur I,faid his watching ſenſuall daughter, ſuppoſin 
it had beene Haunce. Is the doore lockt ſaid he : yes,quot 
ſhee,you heard me locke it your felfe,and fo ſhee did, but 
without the ſtaple. e21al- Fiance being thus plannet-ſtruc- 
ken, curlt old Satwurne for deing now ſo oppoſite to Venus, 
and irrhis pawſe of doubttull Ray, hee light on this ſubcill 
thitt ; preſently heecrept ſtealingly,vnder his bed, where 
finding a payre ot bellowes,that carelefly had 'bin throwne, 
and lett there ; hee tooke then up, and ſoftly rifing by the 
bedshead, hee blewe many ſuddatneandſhort blafts upon 
Im, and then falling downe againe, he fect his backe to the 
middle of the bed cordes; where with all his forceghee lit- 
ted the bed up as high as hee could, and then would let it 
i ofcly fall, and then raiſing it up againe, would after let it 
fall {addatnly ; and then would he blaſt them with the bel- 
owes againe , Which ſo amazed and frighted'the poore 
Burgamaſter, that he could not ſpeake,bur fearefully crept 
over the head intothe bed, and layd ſuch fa{t(though ſha- 
king)hands,on his wifey that he awaked her ; who ouch 
| hel 
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held over-hard, demanded what ſo appaled him : who an. 
ſweredina low yoyce, that there was ſome tormenting 
ſpirit in the Chamber, Alas ſweet (fayd ſhee) thinking ir 
to be but the diſeaſe of his icalouſie, you doe but dreame : - 
there is no ſuch thing, give mee leave to fleepe, fince you 
cannot keepe me Waking. 

The Daughter, whoſe luftfull attendance, waked after 
veneriall copulation, hearing this, and knowing the falla- 
Cie ; could not but laugh at her Fathers deceiving, and be- 
craying feare, and in the pride of her naked ſtrength,ſhee 
prepared her ſelfe (being then moſt ready , when ſhee 
was moſt unready ) bothto aſſay, and allay that trouble- 
{ome ſpirit. 

eal-Fience hauing thus ſecured their ftirring,by delu- 
ding their hearing, went boldly tothe daughters bed, (the 
wiſhed port, where hedeſiced to arrive)where finding no 
oppoſition, ſhe ſtill deeming him tobe #aunceghee calt an« 
chor , that his barque might ride at tull- Sea : At which 
time Afars and Yenus being in conjunction, produced ſuch 
ſtrange effets, that the bed wherein they iay , did both 
ſhake and rocke; which her mother-in-law. hearing, began 
fo be halfe afraid, having heard nothing before : yet out of 
wonted boldnefſe (which was greatin bodily adventures) 
the called to her daughter, and asked her how ſhce did: F 
doc (quoth ſhee) well,and as well as any woman can doe,' 
It is the better for you replyed the mother, but doe you 
not heare, nor feeleany thing, I heare nothing ({aid ſhee) 
thatis ill, and moſt aſſured I am, 1 fteele no hurt. Well 
daughter ſaid the Mother, bleſſe you, and croſſe you well 
fromallevill ſpirits. Nay mother (goork ſhee) my faith 
herein hath ever beene ſo great, and ſo gooJ,that I neither 
feare the devill, nor thinke any man is pre{ent that endanz 
Sers me-All this while the poore Burgamaſter lay over the 
head,in the ſweat of his falſe fea e,w ici dil fo tyrannize 
over his weaknefle, that he durit lve no longer, but haſtily 
calling up his man, he bad him l12 hr a cand/e:For he would 


riſe, and goe fetch his ghoſtly Father, Fries Freaericke, to. 
_— Come 
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-ome to bleiſe his Chamber,and to ſprinklettall over with 
holy water. His wife could not divert him from it; and 
his daughter, and her unknowne Paramour were ready to 
betray themſelves with laughter ; yet was cMel-Fiance 
glad ro hfde himfclfc in the bed, whilſt to prevent ſuſpiti- 
on, the daughter roſe,and took upon her to unlock the un- 
locked doores, by which time,the man came withalightr, 
and getting his Maſter up, he holpe to array bim, and after 
went with a Lanthorne with him to ſecke the Frier. And 
no ſooner were they gone, but in comes laſcivieus Haunce 
in the heat of his defire, like thePrince of darknes,cloathed 
in a Bulls hide, with the hornes on his head : (for it much 
behooved him to have hornes, that mult leave -hornes be- 
hinde him) who finding the doores open, made no ſtay till 
he came to the daughtersbed, where hearing two breath, 
he ſoftly ſhi unke backe, ſuppoſing it was the Fathers beg, 
and ſtumbling after by hap on the other bed , where the 
wite lay all alone, kee holding downe his head, ſoftly ſaid: 
feare not my Love,it is I,and ſo diſmantling himſelfe, layd 
him downe by her, who conceiting that it was Mal- Fiance 
that had taken the benefit of her husbands going forth, re- 
flted not,but entertained him withall the full fayours,that 
wanton love eould affoord : (Thus doe womens light 
thoughts, many times make their husbands to have heavie 
heads: ) But in this amorous combat, the very bed did 
proclaime their forceable encounters, and the fall of bed- 
{taves well witneſſed their freſh aflaults;which the daugh- 
ter hearing, deemed that her reſtlefſe mother was tormen- 
ted with ſome terrour of feare ; and therefore' calling to 
her,ſhee wiſhed her to have a good heart,and not to yeeld 
to wdle conceits, which bur troubled the minde with decet- 
ving imaginations. The mother perceiving that ſome thing 
was perceived,& that they were heard;tooke upon her to 
be affrighted,and ſaid; Alas daughter,ſome thing, I know, 
hath beene upon me,and if (pirits haveany ſubſtances,it is 
ſurely one; Cover your ſelfe well, ſaid the daughter : By 
this enterchange of chatte » Hawnce knew thar hee had 
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ravailed ina by-path,wahich ſo diſtaſted him,that his reech 
gnaihed together tor anger, and e27a/-Fiance lay laughing 
at the knowiedge thereot, who remembring now , that 
Fiaunce would-come in fome fearetull ſhape, ro make way 
for his plcature, he thought ro worke further on him, and 
robat him with his owne weapon; And to give lite to his 
deviccyhe [tole up,and creeping along the beds {ide where- 
in enchafted Z-«nce did lye, hee ſought by teeling, and by 
tecling tound, the hayry hide, which by handling thereof, 
hec knew well was a garment of his Fathers, and as hee 
threw it over him, with intent to frighten Haxnceghe heard 
his Holt and the Frier comming into the houſe; who came 
ſooner then they were expeted ; Then was hee forc'd to 
runne bchinde the dore, thinking by his hell-like habitezro 
cerrific them all ; and fo get unknowneto his Chamber. 
Now Haurce perceiving hght throug hthe dore (for as yet 
the Frier durſt not-come 1ngtill he had ſaid divers Pater no, 
fters,&b<iprinkled the doore with his holy water ſprinkle) 
leapd battily-out of his diſliked bed, and failing to find his 
devils coate, he pulled the higher ſheet out of the bed,and 
{hruwding bimfelte therein, went like aGhoſt to the other 
ſide 01 the doregthinking likewiſe thereby,ſo ſuddainly ror 
fright them, that undilcovered he might eſcape. Burt the 
tardy-taken-womenzthat now were more afraid of ſhame, 
then they were betote of finne, were driven to ſuchan exj- 
gent, that they knew not how to avoyd, neither rebuke, 
nor reproach z Their ſcarlet bluſhes accuited them, and the 
holy Church was at the doore ready to condeinne them. 
In this hell they lay, fearing to bes (eene, untill rhe light 
which mot{t they feared, frecd them fron thoie they moſt 
feared. For the new transformed devill,and the late meta- 
morpliv/ed ghott, ſuddainly ſeeing each other by the light 
of the Candle,upon tke:opening of rhe dot e,were {0 agalt 
at the fearefull ſight of eirher others territyig , and un- 
knowne ſhapes, thar they verily thought, rhar rhe divell, 
or ſome other ill ſpirit, were purpoſe! come f:om hell! to 
Caric them away, for their ſinfull aluming theyr damned 
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formes, to ſuch wicked and forbidden ends. In this teare 
and fcaretall thought, they made ſuch haſt to ranne away 
the one from the other, that they both ruſht at once fo 
forceably through the doore, that they beare the old Bur. 
2amaſter downe, and turned the poore Frier over & over ; 
1n which fall hee pittifally brake his-face on the houlecil), 
and halte drowned the Burgamatiter with the Holy-water 
that he brought, and ſhed upon him. The caretull women 
though they were thus cleared of diſgraces yet were they 
{odaunted at the ſight of theſe incarnall divels, that they 
wocfully cryed,and ſhricked out;the ſervant with the Lan- 
thorne, as one diftra&t, runne out of doores; Aal- France 
as fearctully fled ro his Chamber ; and heartlefle FHenxce 
molt amazedly ranneinto the ſtreet after the fervantzwho 
looking for teare behind him, ſawe this ſpirit P. running 
(as hethought)after him; which made bim cry out, Helpe, 
helpeza ſpirit, a ghoſt ; a ghoſt, a ſpirit, 

The Watchmen comming by,and hearing him,thought 
the man was ſtarke mad ; but looking a fide, they taw this 
affrighted,frightning ghoſt comming towards them,whict: 
put them all into ſuch amazed feare,that they threw down 


theyr weapons, and runne away, The coalt' being thus 


cleared , unhappy Hawnce got into his Father houſe. But 
now the nextneighbours that had heard thewretched wo- 
mans {hricking cries, were riſen,and having gotten lights, 
{ſpecdily came to fee,and know the cauſe of their out-cries, 
And finding the Malter of the houſe, and-the Frier (whom 
feare had cntranced) halfe dead on the floore,and the Fricr 
all bloudicd by his fall, they ſuppoling, that they were 
flaine, inſtantly cryed out Murther, murther : The diimay- 
ed women(that allthis while lay over theyr heads, in the 
bath of their ſweating feare,doing pennance for their ſtoin 
pleaſures) having their feare both renewed,and redoubled 
by theſe their cries; cried out as faſt,the devill, the devill ; 
at the hearing whercot,all the neighbours runne out of the 
houſe againe, and A1al-Fiance grew upon this dreadfull al- 
arumz 10 jearetylly timorgus, that hee durkt not moove, 
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though hee were more then moved. In this agonie of ter- 
rour, did they all lyetill breake of day, when light (the 
comfort of darke diſmay) -emboldned the chicte O:lcer 
(who of purpoſe was fent tor) toenter into this houle of / 
horror, where raiſing them from that place of Purgatory ; 
they found upon examination,that the devill had binthere, 
and was the cauſe of all theyr diſturbances. But 2ſal- Fience 
who now had made peace with his diſtrafted thoughts ; ; 
aot onely found his owne error,but eaſily apprehended the 
ſhift and enforced (ubtilty of the other. For remembring 
that he had disfurniſhed H&aunce of his blacke Mantle, and 
fo prevented him of his infernall ſhape; heconceited, that 
hee had no other mcanes to free himiclfe, then by taking 
one of the ſheers,and ſoby appearing like a ghoſt to make 
way for him(elfe. In the belicte of this conceit, he vowed 
that Hawnce ſhould well pay both for terrifying him, and 
for his planting in anothers Vineyard. And to this end, he 
ſeeking found him, and rold him, that he had a very good 
Bull hide to ſell him. Haunce knowing well where hee lay, 
was much aſ{toniſht thereat,and thanking him\,ſaid, He had 
no neede of any. Then(quoth e al- Fiance )thall my Hoſt 
have it, to make him a might-gowne ; but you ſhall pay for 
the hornes, though you were ſo liberall as freely to-give 
them. For in briete Mr. Tanner, the abuſe that you have 
offered mine Hoſt, and the ſcandall that you have raiſed on 
his houſe, is ſo taturiouſly great, and ſo ſhamefully iniuri- 
ous, that unleſle you will give me tenne pounds, I will un- 
caſe the Devill,and bothreveale his adulterous dealing,and 
tell of your ghoſtiy eſcape. HFaunce (ecing he was diicove- 
red, bought his concealment with his coyne,; which made 
AMal-Fiance (0 wanton, that being {o well filver-thod for 
trayaile,he diſcharged all his debts,and in the innccency of 
his thoughts, not dreaming after any danger , hee made 
more haſt, then good ſpeed to Uiennew. And no fooner 
was hee come, and knowne to be in Y:2nnas bur that the 
Lord Yray Eſperance ſent for himy and demanded where 
his Soveraigne Lord the Daniphin was ; who being unable 
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roanſwer thereunto,was preſently deemed, either to haue 
murthered him, or to haue betrayed him to his enemies : 


© For itisa rule by obſeruation true; that they that feare 


not to be thought taulty, will neither bee afraid tro commit 
the fault,nor aſhamedto be ſeene after the tat. His leauing 
(howlſocuer) of his Liege Lord, was held worthy ofdeath. 
And therefore was he {ent bound hand and foote to priſon, 
till rigour of juſtice ſhould by ſpeedy ſentence award hin 


 condigne puniſhment. 


Bur che bruite hereof, begat ſuch tumultuous vproaress 
and brought forth tuch mitchicuous factions, both in Court 
and Citry,that hardly could the tempeſt be ailayed without 
the vttcr ſubuerſion of the [tate. For how {hculd the low 
ſhurbs ſtands in rebellion, when the ' high Cedar was 
thought to be blowne downe by treaſon ? Inthis combu- 
{tion,ſome itood for the indubitate heire the Princefle Yi- 
enna,w hoſe liberty they proudly required, amongftwhom, 
Sir Jaques; and La-Nowue were moſt forward. Some for the 
malicious and proud Dalphinss , whoſe Regencie many af. 
feted , Bur all malecontents, rupugnant humoriſts,diſor- 
dered men,dceayed perſons,and \cruile peſants(thatthriue 
beſt it2 mutation of States, and liue by others falling , as 
Swine doe by thedropping of Acornes) flocked about Mor: 
fienr Maligne, the reputed baſtard of the Danipbin , who 
ambitionly would needes (according to the wicked diſpo- 
ſirion of illegitimates ) depriue others by ruine and rapine 
of their rights; and appropriate to himſelte the Crowne. 
The fired taſhions began to breake forth into flaming {c- 
ditions; aud masked Rebellion wayted but on time and ad- 
uantage, to vſe open force againſt each other : The Com- 
mon-weale did well to ſee her deſtrution 1n this triumut- 
rie; Amongſt theſe. briers and brambles, that fought to 
oner-top the ſtately Oake ; awtfull Iuſtice had no power- 
tull pi.ce: Law was no force, and authority loſt all com- 
mand. For where altrration threatens warre , there the 
{word maketh all rhingslawfull. 

But when ths Lord Fray Efperance,yyho wasan eAfmbony 
tt 
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in clemencie, 2 Traian in bounty, and another Auguſtus in tt 
wiſedome, beloued of molt, and reipected of all; ſaw this 
tripertite, and diflentious Jindſian growing to te” mOone 
ſtrous heads : and hearivg that wany of the giddy headed 
nultitade Were already aliembled togeti er in ha Market 
place, ina moſt con'uted manner, according to the mutt- 
0s natures of the, murtable Commons, tear 11.2 their apte 
neſt ro innouation, nd the fad effects ot ciuil! | vroyles, or 
ſome ſudd4ine ouerture;leauing( becauſe wanting )all time 
of turther conli.)er ation, cuen 1a the aſlurance of his ver- 
tue, and {trengrh of i:1s zeale to 1+ Country, he {uddenly 
went to theMarket place, where ail mei(; otwithitanding 
their Ciltemperarures) gane way to his mcrit, and in loue - 
followed aicer him; {0 powerfull was he in popular aftecti- 
on, which he perceiuing, itayed; and turning himſelte to- 
wards them, with teares in hiseyes, and his Hat in his 
\ hands, more {ike an humble Suppliant,then a regall Ruler, 
he made a ſigne for audie'ice ; which graunted, hee mildly 
atter ſome few ſighes, ſaid. 

W hat moues my faſt friends, louing fauorites , and 
more then deare Countrymen;to this threatning mutinie? 
W hat diſturbes your quiet peace, or what ſceke you by 
the huirtull Armes ? Doe you want a Prince ? W hy the- 
Dawlphin, your liege Lord ( for ought that any Notes es) 7 
lweth ; and the Frincefle his apparant heire is not dead. 
Doth any viurpe your rights, or opprefie you with 
wrongs? W hy juttice ſhall giae to eucry one his owne, 
and Iain heere ready to ſhed my bloud in your bel:alfe: Or 
doththe bare ſuppoſe of yur Soueraignes death, thus va- 
timely moue you to create, and invelt a new, be cauſe AMal- 
F-ance 1s returned withont his Lo:d © Apiojedt truſt mee, 
that will bing forth ſome notable decet wideſigne. It 
needs he mult be dead, becauſe none can heare tell chat ne 
isaline;W hy then ould hee notbe as well liuing,becauſe 
here nc one knowes that hee is dead ? But admit that our 
finnes haue( which God forbid) depriued vs of him, dot 
it follow, that theambirious'Dawlphinis,or that degenerate 
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Baſtard e.3/alsgne,ſhould ſucceed him ? W hat though /Y:. 
#ma bee a priſoner to her Fathers will, and my faith muſt 
keepe her {till a thrall to his ſeverity ? yer the Father dy- 
ing,the daughters bonds are broken, I diſcharged, and you 
ryedgto enthronize her for your lawfull Princefle. 

W hy then ſhould there be any ſuch diſparity of minds, 
or diverſity of afte&ions amonglt you,lince you are all {ud- 
iets born to oneend,and/Phrennontans fworne to one right? 
W hat ſhall become of this Principality, when thoſe that 
ihould unite themiclves to maintaine the W eale-publique; 
doe thus divide themſelves, to overthrow the publique 
weale? Know you not, that by thus banding your ſelves, 
you doe altogether abandon your ſelves ? 

Will not your infalting, and enchroaching neighbours 
(the proud Szverians) our inveterate and 1rreconciliable 
enemies, take advantage of your weakning of your owne 
ttrengrhs, enter foxceably upon your rights, diſpoſſeſle 
you of your habitations, and make you altens to your inhe- 
ritances? Yes, yes, be youafſured, that hatred amongſt 
friends, gives ever ſuccour to Strangers : and thar ciyill 
warres within you, will bring forraigne warres upon you. 
Looke on the Daslphini, of whom I am loath to ſpeak ill, 
yet in this, I know not how to ſpeake well. Doth not her 
 unwalted corruption and pride thew,that [hee loves a Pal- 

lace better then her Paradice?that thinkes by ſhametull re- 
dellion,to make her {cltc a {infall Queene * 

Know you not, that they thatare ſo greedy, fo vnlaw- 
fully to get; will be ever as ready to doe wrong? W hat co- 
lour of claine can ſhe have, that-1s neither royalized by 
propagation, nor extra from Princely or Noble blood * 
Shee had no authority given her in his highneſle rule ; nor 
hath ſhe any left her at his departure. Itis,I ſee,onely her 
pride, that can {uffer no equall,and Malignes ambitionzthat 
can brooke no Superiour : two fire-brands, that burnt up 
Romes moſt glorious Monarchy. O let them both then fall 
in their pride, that ſeeke ſo untuſtly to flye before they 
have wings; and waſh not your cyes,and kandylike Envy, 
Ya 
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in one anothers fall. In perſiſting to maintaine evill, I 4- 
ligne dothcondemne himtclte ; otherwiſe hee would nor 
{eeke to obtaine that with blood and ſhame;which he can 
'neither get, nor keepe,withour finne and death, in all the 
Scriptures there vas but one ſoleBaitard(only Teph: ba )that 
did come toany good; and yet hee had the marke of the 
curſe: for his all onely daughter was molt (orrowtully ſa- 
crificed for her great Fathers offence; And this was but to 
{hew, that there is no perpetuity, nor long proſperity, .in 
hatefull and condemned baftardy, And witl you then make 
the corrupt and curſed ſeed, and excrement of finne, your 
unlawfull Prince ? that by all divinegnature, and nationall 
lawes, hath no inheritance on earth; and whom the Iewes 
counted as no part of their congregation. | 
If the Father be an Adulterer,and the Mother a Fornica- 
tor, the Sonne muſt in reaſon bee abad liver, anda wicked 
governour. For he that 1s borne in double finne, muſt of 
likely hood 1n nature, bee both ſubie& to many faults, and 
guilty of many offences. And how can polluted hands make 
foule veſſels cleane * or how can he that is but the ſonne of 
the people,be the ſonne of the Dauiphin? The Mothers ac- 
knowledgement,and proteſtation, is no proofe ; that ever 
fathers them on thoſe that can beſt maintaine them. Shee 
cannot be true to one, that is untrue to her ſelfe : Corrup- 
tion Will {till breake out there, where it is once feltered, 
How then cat you affect the ſonne of ſhame , or withour 
ſhamgyeeld your ſelves ſubjeR tothe Sonne of a {trumpet? 
If his deſire be beyond his meritand reach, let him fall be- 
ſides his hopes , and receive juſt guerdon for his deſerts. 
As for the vertuous Princeſfſe, whoſe right I reverence and 
whoſe worth I admire. Let her yetremaine(though with 
better reſpet) where ſhee is.For itis not good over-ſud- 
dainely to open a wound, that hath long beene cloſed up. 
The greateſt right,may doe the moſt wrong,and the omil- 
ſion of a good action, is no finne ; when it cannot be doac 
without committing of finne, I have ſworne to her Father, 
and would bee found faithfull to my Lord ; I affeft not go- 
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vernment : For 1n this,I am bur like the Sunne that carries 
his Lanthorne tor others, and not for himtelfte. It is better 
to be doubttfull then over-credulous;and the uncertainty of 
his death, is no warrant for my diſcharge, nor your diſobe- 
dience. There is time for all things, and the 47-0 that 1s 
not yet riſen,imay riſe,& ſhine 1n full glory though now ſhe 
be eclipſed. W hat more would you have,or what turther 
(O you fond Yiewnonians) doe you endeavour to attet ? 
Will you turne Traytors to your Lord , ripup your owne 
bowels, make your wives widdowes;and your children fa- 
therlefle, and helplefle? Will you put: fire to your owne 
houſes, poſleſſe your foes with your wives, and wealrhes : 
ſee your daughters deflowred, and make an utter devaltatt- 
on of your Cuuntrey ? 

Alas, I tee your wiltulnefſe betrayes your wits,8& drawes 
on your overthrowes into your enemies tryumphes ; and 
gricfe makes meto ſhed teares of blood tor your owne pur- 
chaſed deſtruftions. Let me at laſt, Olcr me in love, and 
tender care of your welfares , dehort you from wounding 
of your ſelves, and leavetheſc ll preſaging jarres amonglt 
you;and like birdes of one flocke,flye together 5 Maintaine 
your facred oathes, for the preſervation of your Soye- 
raignes right, till betrer afſurance acquite you from your 
obliged taithes. To haſten the knowledge whereof, | will 
wing many Meſſengers with ſpeede, to enquire,and learne 
what is become of our Soveraigne Lord, with that the 
tearcs did trickle downe his face, which ſtruck fuca a com- 
>ailtonare regard in all their hearts,thatbeing before made 
.enſitive of their errours,and now fully ſatisfied,and reclai- 
med by his tongue of perſwaſton ; they 1oytully-rhrew up 
their Hattes, and fome lifting him. up, cried, God 1ave the 
Daalphn, and the Lord Vray Eſperance, under whole go- 
rcrnment we will enely live. Thus did his pleaſing words, 
>0wertull aurhority,milde behaviour,refined and probable 
<calons, and tubtilized dittinAtion, allay the force of the 
pproaching itorme, and gave \uch contentment to all;thar 
very one departing in love, brought home peace to their 
_cighbours, | £ ” Thus 
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Thus did this noble Governour'(like a good and a skil. 
full Muſicioner) put all this iarring diſcord; in a good, and 
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_ . truetime; whick ſocrolt the hatefull hopes of malicious 


Matigne, that failing of native ſtrengthyand rebellious tor. 
ces, to dignific his indignities; hee ſuddainly fledunto the 
Savoy Duke, to require forrajgne ayde, to royallize his 
proud baſenefle. Such was his aſpiring wrath, that it had 
n0 meane, and {uch his Treaſon,thar 1t had no end. ' Fqare 
made bim now doubt the rigour of law,that before would 
have beene ſubiet tono law:and therefore did hee in fuch 
unſtable waters , and threatning windes, 1ſeeke for more 
powerfull eares; which the ſubtile Duke well percetving, 
thought to feede on him , as Phareohs leane Kine d1d on 
the fat? 

Butbefore he went, he adviſed thereof with his politick 
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and{worne conſiderate friend, CIfonfieur Meſchant, whole -, 
falſe ſemblable mindes, ever made ſuch a full connexion ot - 


wills betwixt them,as what the one pernitiouſlycentrived, 


the other.moſt trayterouſly put in practiſe. And therefore 


eHeſcbant (ſeeing him already over the ſhooes in danger. 
perſwaded him to wade up to thechinne : - For, ſaid hee. 
'There-can never be any perill in the adventure, where thc 
Foord promiſeth ſo good a paſſage. Danger now onel+y 
4wels at home,and the Savoy Duke may both fortitie you; 
hope, and raite your fortunes. Offer him but intereſt 1n 
the Daulphin,& you ſhall fine that his avarice & pride will 


in that hope,greedily worke on our broken and diſturbed * . 


Rate. So then happily with ſpeede, and moſt powerfully 
and {uccefiively; may you returne; and as prevailent may 
your ſuccefſe bee, as your going 15 moſt pertinent. And 
therewithall, he tooke a ſheete of cleane paper,and laying 
both fides ſtraight together , hecut divers rowes through 
them both ; and after cutting them a ſunder, he kept the 
one halfe himſelfe,and gave tne other,faying : 

By this,and thi ough this,ſhall you(withouteither dan- 
ger tome, or perccivance of any other) ſtill know what 1s 
here done, and waiat I would have you further to doe. For 
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though I writ my Letters dire&ly , aad moſt diſtaſtfully 
againſt your Apoſtacic,and co:nbination with the publipue 
foe, 4nd aduiſc you ro betray that noble Duke , ( which for 
my ſafety | muſt (till doe, leſt in the portage,or otherwiſe, 
my Letters ſhould mifcarryyet ſhall you eaſily at all times 
unmaske my intended intelligence, and finde out both my 
fallacie, and true inflrutions: if you but take this your cut 
patterne, and lay it one my Letter, where you ſhall plainly, 
and formally, reade through the ſamegno more, then what 
purpoſely 1a truth doe write-vato you, & would willing- 
ly enfeoffe you with. In like. manner ( as I will teack 


- you ) may you ſafely by the ſame iilafion,certifie me, of all 


your projects and delignes. A 

Matigne thanked him,prayed kis remembrance thereof, 
and ſo bad him farewell. For feare ſent him poſt away,and 
hope gauc him ſuch ſpeede, as in ſhort time he came to the 
Dukes Court,where after hee had molt reſpeRuely ſaluted 
him, he related, how that the Dau{pbin his father yas dead, 
and that the Lord Fray Eſperance atfeting gouermentymeſt 
ambitiouſly ſought to retaine his viurpedrule. : That the 
Princefle Viewra was in priſon vnregarded of all ;and that 
he had himſelfe,, many ſtrong and aſſured fauorites , that 
would {tand fer his fortune. In furtherance whereof, hee 
was come to pray his aſſiſtance,and for guerdon thereof, he 
would interreſt him in that halfe of Dax/phine,that lay next 
vanto hin. 

Thus did he ſeeke his owherutae with great labour,and 
buy repentance with bloudy colt, Thus did he make him- 
{elfe 2 Bridge for the encroaching Duke to enter ypon his 
Country: Aud this gap did he opengthat the Savonen for- 
ces mightlike an inundation ſubmerge , and ouerwhelme 
both himſelfe , and the whole body of the State, For the 
Duke whocuer wayted on opportunity, and ſtill watched 
how the Market went, finding now the Myne difcouered ;

he chought good to make profit thereof , and to take the 


5enefitof the Tide, while the floud ferued. And therefore 
he embraced the perſon, for the occaſion ; and promiſing 
X7 Th 
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him helpe (but with ud ſubrilty ro make himſelferich 
hee leavyed Forty thouſand men well appointed, wit 
whom, with all afe&ted expedition,' hee inſtantly in 
perſon, went to fiſh in Vsewo5s troubled water, with- 
out making any Conſcience of thruſting his Sickle into 
anothers Harveſt. The opinion of poſlibility ſo” redou- 
bled his unbounded defires, that hee thought that time 
roo long , that hee ſpent in going : But it had beene bet-" 
ter for him, with the T or80/e, to have kept his head with- 
in hisowne ſhell, then by fecking fo abroad, to raiſc his 
fortunes out of anothers ruines- 
| Ferthat carefull Shepheard(the ever watchfull Gover-. 
nour) being now ſummoned by waſtftull W arre, to defend 
both his Flocke, and his Folde,ſtood not now like a doubt- 
full Chyrurgion,toconſult of the ripeneſle of the ſore ; but 
like an expert Captaine (hat at the firſt , would preveut 
fury by force) hee ſuddainly raiſed 30000.men, whom in 
pride of his aged age, he himfelfe Icd into Dawlphinegto ene 
; Counter withthe injurious and intruding Duke. 
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Now e #He/caw hearing that the Dake and «Af aligne, 
wereentred into Davuipbine, and ſering the preſeat pre- 
paration, and haſty march,that the governaour now made 
2gainſt them ; He inſtantly writ unto Afaligne thereofzand 
 thusdeceitfully diſguiſed his fubtill iatclligences. 


A AT £214, jour peed toruine } epplond, and} joy in your 
&4Y Azpproaching fall ; which I wiſh, if you ſeeke '= 
waſte your Native, anddiftreſſed Countrey with Forrat' 
frrengeh, T be eerrone of my you, Nor your Savonrier 
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forces hathyet knowne. But be you aſſured,that GOD will: 
confound thoſe, that ſtrive to diſpoſſefſe others of theyr 
rights. Warre never yet appald the hearts of the true and 
valiant Uiennernians.: Our Governour is wile,powertfull,and 
nraRivein Martiall difcipline,; His Altes great , his Ag- 
cares many, and his followers nothing fearefull; of the «- 
UEit ;, ang though his Army cannot make 20000. firong, vet 
hath hee leavied many more Troupes, which now are mar- 
ching on a pace to his ayde, Betray that hatefull Duke,and 


| you ſhall nde mapythat yet are your harmeleſſe enemies, and. 


{ome that will in that merit procure your pardon, Truſt not 
a Forraine Conquerour ; For hee wiltbe abfolute,and re- 
move you, and your afſared friends. Looſe no occaſion, nor 
time 11 giving battaile, wherein you may belt worke theyr 
overthrow, and redeeme your loſt Honour. Bee ſecret in 


- your intended Stratagems, leaſt you finde more hazard; & re-. 


fotance;by greater and moredangerous oppoſition. It 'you 
will thus repaire your fortunes, ſend mee the like notice 
thereof, and you ſhall be ſecured by our ſupplies. Bend your 
forces chiefely againſt the Generall. For dead men bite not: 
It matters not howgſQ it be welldone, Take but away the 
Chiefetaine, and the Armie will ſcatter.. For & ku faf, 
the field is loſt, and the honour yours, Farewell. 
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Thus in a faireCup of gold did this peſtiferous Me/chant 


' utter his hidden poyton ; And under the apparant ſhew of 


honeſt loyalty, did hee give both treacherous intelligence, 
and dangerous inſtrutionsto the hoſtile Enemy.For Ma- 


ligne upon the receite of thisLetter,layd his patterne ther- 


on,and fo read his ſubtill & cloked advertiſements through 
:he {ame,as by laying downe,and covering this hisLetter, 
with this exampled patterne, you may plainely percetne. ' 

By this time had the Daulpbinand Sir Sirap (after tedi- 
045 travaile) recovered Mercellerin Province , through: 
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which they paſt unknowne into Dau!phin ; where the 
Daxpbin finding his Countrey, in his declining dayes, co. 
vered over with Campes,Carriages, barbed Hortles,and ar- 
med Souldiers ; he amazedly asked, and askinglearned,the 
unczpeRed cauſe thereof;/Which made him bewaile his ſi- 
niſter fortunes, and envie no little againſt that impious ah- 
je&, his accurſed ſuppoled ſonne. Griete now made him 
weepe at his Countries calamity,and feare made him doubt 
his owne deprivation. The Har velt of his finnes, yeclded 
him now. more. increaſe of woes ; then the luſts of his 
youth afforded him pleaſures. But how ſhould (ſaid 'the 
lorrowfull Davlphin). hee that is begotten in my full ſin, 
and borne in his owne ſhame ; live without doing villany, 
or dye without making miſchiefe ? if his being bee from 
me, why then {hould he ſceke to take from me my being? 
And if he be none of mine, what then hath he to doe with | 
it, Which is mine ? but he is not mine,butthe ſonne of int- 
quity, and (corae of naturezand therefore knowes neither 
his ſhameleſſe ſelfe; nor his finfull fathet. 1 nouriſhed him 
(as a Snake)in theboſome of my love,atid now hee would 
ing meeto death, in the poyſon of his hate. O how guft 
are the-judgements of God, that payes our amiſle, jn the 
amifſe of our offences, and makes our wicked pleaſures our 
juft puniſhments. 
- . In this bemoaning fury,did hee call for vengeance to be 
powred downe on,Hatigne; which Sirap leeing,could not 
but grieue at his ſad lamentations,though otherwiſe he re- 
joyced, that occaſion preſented unto him both a meanes to 
ſhew there his proweſſe; and a way to mike his Countrey 
indebted to his valour. For as aſtranger ke knew he thould 
winne honour, and after gaine(being,made knowne)more 
reſpeR. ,The wrath of Warre hee did not feire,nor made 
heeany doubt of his Countries ſafety. And therefore hee 
chearefully commanded Boxfoy to comfort the Ciltreſſed 
Davxlphin,and to aflure himgthat the God of the Yiennons- 
ans had brought him thither,in.iuſtice, both to puniſh the 


freacheric of his degenerate ſonne ; and alſo to corre& the 
$ «6x: cath "IP EN inſulting 
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inſulcing pride of theintruding Duke ; in both whoſe am« 
| bitious blonds, hee vowed to bath his revengetull Sword, 


and by force of the /rennonian forces, to overthrow all the 
Savonians,Only intreate him to take up the heate of his in- 
dignation in the embers,and to keepe himſelfe ynknowne 
that thereby he mig ht both receivea true tryall of his Sub- 
je&s forces, and fidelities ; and the eaficr cicape, and fup- 


- port himſelfe, after, with forraigne ſupplyes, if the Yrou- 


moniaus ſhould unhappily be vanquiſht. As for himſelte, 


' he would (when they were hotteſt in battaile} ſuddainly 


thruſt hinafelfe amongſt chem, where he would writeſuch 
Tragedies 11 hisenemies bloud, that weeping repentance 
ſhould teach them, what it is,to invade anothers right,and 
ro difplant the true Vine. His Highneſſe and Bowfoy, I 
would have them, like two peaceable Pilgrims, ta ftand 
fafely aloofe, and to view the hazard of the game, tilt the 
laſt chance be calt, and then ſecretly to convey themſelves 
to ſome cave in the neere adioyning Wood, whether in the 
darke of night 1 will undiſcryed repaire, and further con- 
ſult whatafter is robee done. To this the animated Dauk 
phinſubſcribed. For in his vertuous valour, and praftive 
knowledge , did he beild his new raifed hope ; and on his 


_ unreſiſtable force, & moſt fortunate atchievements,did his 


But by this timethe two Armies marching both on,affron- 


comfort depend. 

Now Ssrap having ever about him his never failing Se- 
mitar, wherewith he vanquiſht Turbulent the fierce, and 
being furniſhed with the Shicld, & Armour,that he force- 
ably tooke from the Captaine of the Pirats in the 4fricke 
Seas;he made all things in readines,and inſtantly ſcat Box- 
fozto the next Towne with his Shield,to cauſe a Painter ts 
draw on ita diſturbed waved Sca,an1 in the middeft there- 
of acrowned Denlphin, driving other Fiſhes before him, 
aud ftriking many under the waves with tus tayle, with 
this Imprefſeunder. Crowned to { onquer. 

Thus did the Dawlpbinsunknowne Knight, in honour of 
the Daz!phin, make himſclfe rhe Knight of the Daxlphin. 
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td eachother in fight, which made the Savoy Duke, to 
make aſtznd, and to ſet his'men ingood array of Battaile, 
Which he deuided in two parts. The firſt were his troupes 
of Horſe, which he aſſigned to be conducted by the Baſtard 
CMaligne. The other, confiſting of Foote, he led himſelte. 


In this equipage he ſoberly marchr, till he came to a ſpaci- 
ous Playne, neere to Andre, where hee preparedly ſtayed 


the comming on of the Yienvonians, who being well Mar. - 


ſhalled in one meanc Battaile, Creflatewiſe, with two 
wings of Horſe on either ſide, came on apace, by the Com. 
mand of their good Generall, the L. Yray Eſperance; vnto 
whom, honour gaue ſpurres; his place, faithfulnefle ; and 
the loue of lys Conntry courage. 
e Maligne heartned on the Duke with the falſe aſſurance 
of the Fiennoiens revolt, and the hope to incorporate that 
Principality to hisowne, haled him on' the more to that 
bloudy bargaine. For the charge being giuen, Deſire, and 
Reuenge, encountred each other with fuch fury, that the 


Batcaile was long in ſuſpence. Victory enclining to neither - 


fide, till at lat, the Troupe of theS«#onran Horſes diſranked 
both the Wings of the Frennoians, and brake in vpon the 
ſquadron of the Foote,with ſuch violence,that they began 


to ſtagger, and giue backe, When rhe all-valarous,and in- 


uincible S:rep,the Knight of the Daulphin,came fortunatly 
in, who finding where danger dwelled moſt, there hee op- 
poſed himſelte,and like to a ſuddaine Tempelt,bare downe 
all before kim. His deſire to approue himſelfe 1n his Coun. 
tries defence,and his implaceable wrath againſt thoſe, that 
ſought to defeat Views of her right,and to defrand him of 
the comfort of his hope,made his blowes fall like thunder , 


and his ſword to cut like the Exccutioners Axe.: None 


could tandbefore him; nor durſt there any come mneere 
himz which (o encouraged the diſheartned remainder of 
the Viemnenian Caualirie, thre they rank'd them(cluesa-« 
paine, and came vþ to ſecond him.. This freſh, and new 
a(ault,defordered, and diſmayed the S449n147 Troupes, who 
now. fought fearefully,agd confuledly; which AZavene per- 
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ceiving, purpoſely, and fatally brought up all his Forces, 
and begirt him round, thinking ſo to end the Bartaile, by 
making an end of himythat both hadended ſo many of thex 


lives,& only maintained the Battell.In this danger,did the 


undaunted Knight of the Dau/phin fight ſo long, that his 
Horſe was {laine under him, which he with great agility 
well and quickly ayoyded, and being on foote, perceived 
his other {elfe, his cntire deere friend La-nova (whom hee 
knew by his coate Armour) to lye in thedult. This fight 
was {uchan Alarum to waken Revenge, that he grew now 
more furiouſly wrathfull,and more irefully 1mparient then 
betore ; and Being defirous to recover his body, hee deſpe- 
ratcly ſtrid over him,and like valiant Hetor amidit the be- 
2uting 243r»i4o65zhe ſtood to withſtand all aflaylers. La- 
nova being thus freed from the ſmothering feet of hisEne- 
mies, having had time of breathing, came to himſelfe(for 
he was not mortally wounded) and began to {tirre, which 
being foundzand perceived by the Knight of the Davlphen, 
(maugre all the force of his ſwarmingand preffing foes)he 
rooke him up, and bare him to the Lord Yray Eſperance, 
unto whom,killing him oft,in manifeftationof hislove,he 
dclivercd him, with many ſpeaking fignes,that hee ſhould 
be (ent {ately away. The Generall who had ſeene with the 
eyes of admiration, the incomprehenſible force, and nnya- 
lnable valour of chis unknowne Knight, reſpeQively recei- 
ved him, andaccordingly fent him-to the next Towne,and 
| then having already broughtup his ſtrength of Foote , 'of 
purpoſe to ſuccuur the Dan!phia Knight, be followed him 
11 his bloudy paſſage, with intent to horſe him againe, leſt 
he ſhould mi{cary 1n that perill : In this defire, he came on 
{o furiouſly faſt,rhat theSavozDuke ſceing the age of this. 
tempeltuous floud, to over-beare Malighnes Forces, advan 
ced his maine Battailes and like a terrible ſtormes tell upon 
the Viennontans. But this lightning laſted not long,for the 
Knight of the Daulpbin perceiving that now the dice was 
caſt,and that they both were to abidetheirlaſt chante,tfum- 
moned all his ſtrength rogether , ang in the yigour of his 
| |  dilpleaſed 
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diſplealed courage, meeting with e A aligne, he {mote him 
fo on his Burganet, that he tell'd him,ſfore wounded to the 


earth, where being no reſpight tor reſcue, he was ſmothe- 
red, and troden to ceath. 


T bus dyed the ſþawne of (inne, in ſinful ſhame, 
Ill Was her got, lewd his life, bad his name. 


Now notwithſtanding, the withitanding $4vonians,tiic 
Knight of the Daezlphin cooke Malignes Horle, and in de- 
{pight of all interruption, heelightly mounted on him,and 
with his confounding ſword, he made ſuch aflaughter,that 
he found little reſiſtance. This remarkable a&t,gave not on- 


ly treſh hope, but new life to Eſperaxce,who wondred not 


{o much, at who hee was, as at what he did ; and yet hee 
thought he muſt be more then a man, that did more thena 
man could doe.But the doubtfull Daxlpbin ſtanding all this 


 Wlule aloofe,joyfully 5eholding the heroicall deeds, of his 


ſecond Saviour,ſfaid unto Bewfoyathat Szraps valour was be- 
yond all apprehenſion, his courage above conceit, his pulſ- 
{ance more then humane, and his deedes ſurmounting all 

opinion. | 
By him ſaid he, Ihavemy ſecond being; andby him I 
ſee. I ſhall Kill bea Prince; O v-ould,and as he wonid have 
vroceeded further, hee madeT (tay to behold the diitempe- 
red Duke, who feeing his men dilcomforted and flaines 
moſtbythis alone Knight,came in witha troupe of reſerue; 
whom hee had commanded, to unite all their forces toge- 
ther, and bend themſelves wholly forthe taking, or kil- 
ling of this unknown Hercale:,the moſt redoubted Knight 
of the Daniphin; but coſtly experience made them loath to 
come ſo neare him, as to hurt him, leaſtbreaking the rule 
of pitty, they ſhould be guilty of their owne deathes. Yet 
in ſome preſtunprion, both of their number, and Armour ; 
they faintly afſau!tcd him to theyr repenting detrements- 
In this freſh confli t, the Knight of the Daulphins Beaver 
was brok en;aud fell downer hich much more ranges 
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chen endammaged, orendangered him. For- the Enemies 

[ceing hisblacke hew, and his wrathfu!l eyes (being then 
vindled anew withanger)thining like fire, were ſuddainly 

2ppald wich (uch dread,and feartull amazement, that(hold- 

ing him rathcran internall ſpirit, then a mortall man)they 

2egan to recoyle, and to flye from him like a great Covie 

of trighted Partridges » from the firſt purtute. ofa fierce 

Faulcon ; whereupon he flouriſhed his Conquering (word, 

znd cricd out in Greeke,Vitory,Vitory,and then tollowed 

them with ſuch raging fary,that hee hewed ouChis way in 

bloud,till he encountred that proud innading Dake, whom 
hee knew by his rich Armour, and thinking now to make 

an end of both him and the Bartaile at once,he lifted ap his 
controuling and quellingarme,and ſo euragedly {mote him 

on the fide of his helmet, that neither the ſtecle, nor the 

temper , could ſecure him from that fatall and inevitable 
blowe; but as all men fall that ſeckes to build up their for- 

ranes upon others ruines; ſofell hee now(tn the height of 
his hope) breathleſle to the ground. Then began the Save- 
2ians to flye onall hands,and light unharneffed legges were 

better then well approvedarmes. Moſt of them were ilain, 
tew eſcaped, the reſt were taken priſoners, 

Night drawing on,the Generallzthe Lord Yray Eſperance 
commanded to {ound the Retrait, But the Knight of the 
Daulphin purpolcly purſued the Chaſe, that 1n the darke- 
neſſe of night hee m1ght the better conyay himſelfe away, 
and undiſcovered goe (as he did) to the Wood, where the 


glad Danl{phin joytully attended him: And no ſooner did 
hce ſee him , but that with teares of 1oy, that in triumph, 


trickled downe his cheekes, he halted to embrace him,zand 
impalling him within the circuit of his armes, he held him 
fait, his tongue failing to bee meſſenger of his thanketull 
1cart» For in this pallion, 


Love clipt bins faſt, true Comfort beld him long ; 
Toy could not [peake, for Wonder had no tongue, 


But 
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But after his full heart hada littlcenioyed it ſelfe , and 
{omew har digelted hisſurfet of toy. Then,thenzhis tongue 
was enabled coapplaud his vitory ; and he both crowned 
his proweſie with loud reſounding praiſes, and gave him 
morethen many thankes for his molt glorious and kappy 
labours ; And now with more regard, did he not oacly in- 
duſtriate himfelte, to doe him all the kinde offices of lone, 
but alſo humbly offered to unarme him , which in no. wiſe 
Sira4p wou!'d permit, but wearied with that dayes travaile, 
he betook him(ſclfe to his reſt; where his reftlele thoughts 
began a new Watire betwixt his defire,and determination: 
taine would he have {eene her, whom hee loyed more then 
his lite,and yet to deliberate well on things profitable, hee 
held to bee amoſt provident delay, Atlaft hce reſ{olved to 
keepe himſelte, and them unknowne for {ome tew dayes, 
that the Country might be letled in peace,and he ſee what 
courſe would be held both for Vena, and tor the govern- 
ment, In the interim hee might thebetter conclude with 
himſelfe, for his owne aftaires. O noble,noble Pars,more 
noble then thoſe, that are enobled with flattering and fa- 
ding titles. How loving art thou true ? How truely wile, 
and vertuous; that not only cant without pride conquer 
thy foes; butalſo witheut folly (beyond nature)command 
to owne and deereſt affections. it that wanton 7 rozan hat 
hadthelike ſympathie of minde,and the ſame ſtable fince- 
rity of heart, as he had thelikeneffe,andunity of thy name; 
T roy had beene unconquered,and hee h-d lived longer and 
in greater gloiy. Bur letusreturne tor) e Lord Fray Efpe- 


rarce,whoa'(ter the overthrow and ejeXtment of the Savs- 


ans; had poſting newes broug tit him, that the ma:jctous 
and imperious Dauphin, upon rence of the viftory, Fell 
ſuddainely dead. She could live no longer that had no hope 
tO rule any longer ; Her pride and defre or-Soveratgnety, 
could neither brooke tyvjection,nor encon e controlment 
Beſides the gui:t of ber owne evill, proctaiined hr Geath g 
and the feare of loofing her life, was tie !o{lt of hes Jites 
SUCh ts The nature of greatnefle,. that but cruſt 1n their aw» 
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X bitious courſes, they ſhrinkeunder the waight of their 


owne burthenouspride. But her remove, moyed not ſo 
much the good Governour , as the miſſe of their glorious 
preſerver, that invincible and all admirable Knight of the 
Danlphin,that to their an:azement, had lo oft relieved their 
weakned forces,reſcued their fainting endangeredfriends, 
repals'd their oppreſling Enemtes,flaine molt of their beſt 
Commanders,daunted the whole Armue,& at two blowes, 
oyerthrowne and killed the malignant faligre, and the 
proud ambitious Duke, that potent Generzl! ; Then hee 
cauſed inquiſition to be made throug hour all histerritories 
after him,and rich rewards promiſed to him that could,or 
{hould give knowledge of him : but no one could ſhew 
what he was,nor where he was ; onely ſome declared, that 
tus Beaver being broken in Battaile, they {awe his face as 
blacke as darkneſſe,and bis eyes as bright as fire ; which 
:nade the Governor doubtfull, whether he were a mangthat 
did more then many men;or no man that could not be fub- 
dued by an hoalt of men;or that the all-mercifull God in ta- 
ver of their diſtreſſed right, had ſent ſome of his correcting 
Miniſtersgto chaſten,and powre vengeance on the hateful! 
heads of their uniulſt foes.But theWarre being thus ended 
Peace called a counfell for the further eſtabliſhing of tran- 
quillity ; And the conſideration of thefe bloady iarres,con. 
demned poore 44ai-F:ance to dye;not onely for leaving his 
Lord, and being unable to give account of his Soveraignes 
life ; but alſo tor being the firft cauſe of perturbationin the 
3eate, and after of forraigne invaſton. The loſſe of ſo many 
of their lives, made them all thirſt after his death z To ha- 
ſten which, they brought him the next day to the place of 
*xecution,where happily the Daulphin,and Sirep,with his 
ean Boufoy, came by all in Pilgrims gownes, as they were 
(by agreement) going to the Citic; who ſeeing and under- 
ſtanding the cauſe of that Aſſembly, withdrew themſelves, 
and upon ſhort conſultation, they ſent Bosfoyto theGover- 
n0ur(who needes weuld bee there to heare his lateſt Con- 
icllion)that he might learng ſomewhat concerning = yy 
ove 
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loved Lord. ) Ot him did Bonfoy, knowing Row the cauſe) 
in the name of his Maſter, the Knight of tne Dauphin, re- 
quire that Mai-Fience ſhould be detivered unto him;w hich 
granted, hee would undertake to bring them to the Danl- 
phen. In aflurance whereof, he (untoiding his Gowne) ten- 
dered the honour of his Maſters ſhicld, as a pledge tor his 
performance ; Which when the Lord ray Eſperance faw, 
hee knew tt by the deviſe thereon, to bee the ſame,that the 
Knight of the Das/phr carried in Battaile,and therefore he 
Jjoytully rooke it, 'and killing it reverently, fayd ; That that 
remarkable badge of his all-vertuous , and moſt glorious 
worth,(befides rheglad tydings he delivered of their gra- 
cious Lord) was more then ſufficient, to redeecme a world 
of lives ; And therefore preſenting Mal-Fiance unto him, 
hee prayed that they might both ſee the Daz/phin, and the 
Da#lphin Knight, whom next to-the Daw/phin; both hee, 
and all the V:ennoniens,did,and would ever honour,as their 
ſole and onely preſerving Patron ; And then taking tys 
Chayne from about his necke,hee gave it him, ſaying : Let 
this bee a witnefle of my gratetulneſle, and truly tell thee, 
With that true joy I entertainethy welcome tydings. Bou- 
fey humbly thanked his honour,and requeſted him,that he 
would bee plcaſed to ſce how hee beſtowed ,Heal-Frauce, 
whom he brought uato the other two Pilgrims, that were 
walking a little aſide from them. But when the Da»/phms 
had diſcovered himfſelfe unto-him, HM al-Fiance fell downe 
at his feet for mercy, and riſing, threw up his Hat into tte 
ayre,andcrycd aloud, the Daniphin, the Daulphin,God fave 
my Lord the DavLPHIN. 

This unexpected, and moſt fortunate accidents made all 
the company at the hearing therof,to ſhowt for 10y : And 
the good Yr«y Eperance haſtily lighting from his Horſe, 
fell upon his knee,and kiſſing his hand,ſayd ; Long may my 

Liege Lord the Dau/pbin live. W hereat the Dan{phin ray- 
fing him, embraced him, and told him, that as his loyaltic 
was Crowned with renowne,ſo would he adde honour,and 
reward to his vertugs. Bur forget nor, ſayd hee, my ace, 
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to welcome this noble and heroicall 4ſoore,the thrice wor- 
thy Knight of the Dawlphin,chat both hath preſerved mee 
from death and thraldome3and delivered you, & my Coun- 
try from our oppreſling foes. O with what toy, ang aſto- 
naiſhment ,. did then this loyall reioycing Lard haſten to 
knecle unto him: For though he held him leſſe thena God, 
yet he thought he could not be, but more then a man : But 
Sirap ſtaying him,greeted him withall the demonſtrations 
of lovegandreverent reſpet. This done , they mounted 
both the Dau!phin,and this magnificent Moore, who needs 


- would both ride bare-tac'd in theyr Pilgrime Gownes 


through the Citze.z /ai- France waited on the Daulphins 
{tirope and Zoxfoy manly carried his Maſters Shield before 
im, and after went the Lord VrayEſperanss, with all the 
relt of their retinue. | 

Now their approach was no fooner knownein Fenn, 
but that they knew their welcomes by their rezoycing bels 
{tately boone-fires, and triumphing hearts, 

Hardly could they paſle for prefle of people, till they 
camerunning to-fee them , eſpecially the Knight of the 
Daulphin, whom they-admired for his famey honoured for 
his great atchievements, and-lov'd for their protections 
S11ap ſeemed much to admire the French,whom theFrench 
themiclvs did more thenadmire.Bur in viewing the whole 
T:oupe,his obſerving eye,light by chance on hus falt friend 
La-nova, at which fighr, hce ſighed, yer thonght himſelfe 
happy in the fight. Thus rode they on triumphant in them- 
ſelves, and hononred of all. Atlengrth they came to the Pa- 
lace gate, where diſmounting themſelves, the Daulp hin 
now happy in being theDulphmn,could not but ſhed fwel- 
ling teares,ia tender remembrance of his too well beloyed 
Wife. 

But as the Generall of an Armie, buries all the r: mem- 
Dbrance of his loſt friend, in the pride and triumph o: his 
Cong 1cſt : ſo did tye Daulphins freedome from m2ny pe- 
rils, : and the artainement to his ncere loſt principa ity, ex- 
claguh all ſorrow and ggemory of the dead Debs. 

a) 
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 Sothat wiping his eyes,he turned him(clfe towards Strap 
and embracing him, ſaid ; Moſt worthy Knight, and m a - 
deareſt friend, welcome tomy Court to my ſelfe, - and x 
chat is mine : This Place, my Countrey, and 1, are all at 
your diſpoſe ; For ſo in my particular obligation, and by 
your merritorious and pleading deſerts, am I bound unto 
you: And longer may not I entoy what I now pofſeſſe,then 
you ſhall finde my promiles full laden with rich perfor- 
mance. And be further aſſured, that as Tonely live through 
your loye, and raigne altogether by your valour, ſo will 1 
ever oweyou fealty for my life, and ſtill doe you homage 
for my Crowne. Sirap underflanding thus much by Bog- 
foy, returned him humble thatikesfor his ſo gratefult and 
high eſteeme, both of himſ elfe, and his poore endeavours; 
with proteſtation that he neither with'd, nor expected fo 
great, and undeſeruing guerdons ; but {till held himſelfe 
molt indebted vnto his one deſires,to doe him all further 
pollible ſervice. 

This interchange of kindneſſes, gave contentment to 
them both, and was molt pleafting to the Daulphin, who 
yet fed ſoon his freſh feeling happineſle, that he gave in 
Charge that all his Subie&ts ſhould honour Szrap, as him- 
ſelfe,and hold his will, as the will of their Lord; For fo 
(he (aid) is your Lords will;that next to the Lord of hoaſts, 
holds his life, and living of him. Then told he them, how . 
and with what hazard of his life , hee had redeemed him, 
from moſt baſe bondage,and cruell death ; How he had lett - 
many heathen honours,to honour him, then greatly diſho. 
noured ; and how he had protected him art Sea from danger 
of Pirats : and laſtly, eſtabliſhed him in his regalty, in de- 
ſpight of his foes, And therefore many, and ſundry were 
the Triumphs that now were ordained for him; but more 
then many, were the (everall choughts thar afflited his 
doubtfull minde:/enne he thought had cauſe to condemne 
him fiace aft: Rion ever thinkes all times of (tay too long, 
that hangs on deſert : La-nova he knew would rebuke him 
tor violating the {acred lawes of friend{hip tn his conceale- \f 
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ment: And his reyerend Father might well queſtion his 
breach of loveand dutygthat ſorefuted to ſhew him(clte a 
ſonne- One while was he ready to embrace La-nova ; ano- 
cher time torunne to Vienna; and by and by hee was ready 
prelt to fall on his knees to Sir faques. Now d1d hee pitty 
diftrefſed Vienna (who inall theſealterations, was neither 


hn 


moved nor removed ) Then did he feare her liberty, ſince 


her Father had no feeling of her calamity. Thus dubioufly 


.perplexed in minde hee ſadly fare, nnregarding regardings 


the continuing and maintained Iuſtes ; untill the Dawiphin 


iadging of his ſtormy thoughts, by his clowded counte- 
nance,thus awaked him by his Interpreter. 


W hart think'ſt, ſaid hce, my bet worthy friend of our 


+ French Knights ? and how ſtands our Court ſports with 


your liking? Sirap,w hoſe Martiall minde,was now molli- 
fied with milder, and calmer thoughts by his manzthus an- 
{wered, As Knights of good regard, I regard yourKnights; 
and as noblc befitting ſports, commend your heroicall pa- 
itimes. All doth well, and well doth it ſtand with your 
Highneſle, that hath: Knights, that can doe ſo well. But the 
lJuſtes being ended, the Daulphin that had read his diſcon- 
tentment.1n the dceepe charaRters of his face (ior the conn- 
tenance oft ſhewes the affets and paſhons of the heart) 


_ tooke him by the hand, and privarly led him into a faire ta- 


piſtred galiery » hanged with moſt artificial} piftures of 
greateſt Monarches, where hethus againe affaycd to finde 


- the caule of his diſturbance. Let not(faid hee) any doubt 


diſmay mylives preſerver,norlet any remembrance of your 
faſt, aud loſt honours, worke in you any repenting humor; 
lince Frennaes Daulphin 1s both willing, and ready, both to 


accompliſh your demand, and to honour you with all dig- 


nitics. W hat pleaſeth 5:yar,pleaſeth the Daulvhin,and no- 
thing ſhall content the Davlphin, but what ſhall well like 
S:74p. Then aske-my Lord, andbee Lord of your asking. 


Sirap thus kindly entreated, and enconraged, lowly hum- 
bled lumſelte,and by Boufoy, thus replyed. 


Know molt renowned, and thrice worthy Prince, that 
= e-6 doubthull 
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doudttull ſuſpition harbours not in noble bearts:;Nor think 
I onceof honoars change. Your covenanted promitſe exiles 
that doubt, and the effect of my requeſt,is the honour that 
belt will pleaſe my minde,Then let me ſhew,and ſhewing 
crav.c, both what troubleth your ſervant;and, what he now 
(in all humility)demands for his conditioned gift. Nor af- 
fecting honours , the worlds fading glory ; nor coveting 
riches , mans pleafing evill; but ſeeking contentment ir 
loves feliqty.

In ſo much, that looking neither after her impriſonment, 
- nor his owne poſterity , hee in his euer over.awfulneſſe 
ſhewed himſclſe now rather an unrelenting Tyrant, then a 
chaſtifing Father. But now thus utged by S:r«p (whoſe 
warranted demang,and highdeſerts,might well challenge 
an abſolute grant) hee herein(ftill diſcontented)thus con-

W hy Madame, quoth he, hath your Grace beene decei- 
wed e So ſaid ſheyfay they that tolde me fo. Bur truth hee 
replyed, ſtandsnot on the tongues of men ; True thee ſaid, 
and that 1s the cauſe why we are deceived by men:you mi. 
ſtake me much, {aid S*rap ; Nay, ſaid ſhee, not miltaken, 
but overtaken you in the truth, and ſo ſhee bad him fare.
